He  gave 
a  complete  history  of  the  initiative  and 
referendum  in  Switzerland,  showing  the 
origin,  successful  operation  and  th*- 
charactf  r  of  the  people  of  Switzerland 
He  considered  that  the  present  adoption 
of  the  iiiuiative  and  referendum  in  thi- 
state  would  be  an  expensive  and  inju 
dicious  institution.  The  communicatiDii 
was  referred  to   the    judiciary  comaiit 

tee. 

G:)vernor  Nelson  transmitted  a  copy 
of  the  Nortn  U.tkota  joint  resolution  foi 
a  commi''iion  to  confer  with  a  similar 
body  fruin  Minnesota  for  lower  freijjhi 
rates  on  grain  and  coal.  It  also  went  to 
the  judiciary  commutec.

DOINGS  OF  THE  SENATE. 

Propoicd  Commission  at  to  Exterminating  the 
Russian  Thistle. 
St  Paul,  Jan.  30.— Senator  Jones 
introduced  today  a  joint  resolution  to  the 
effect  that  the  governor  appoint  two 
commissioners  to  act  in  concert  with 
commissioners  from  other  states  to  take 
radical  action  towards  exterminating 
the  Russian  thistle,  and  also  that  the 
governor  be  requested  to  invite  the  gov- 
rru  irs  of  the  other  Northwestern  states 
10  send  commissioners  to  a  conference 
The  idea  of  Senator  Jone^  is  th  it  it 
would  be  better  to  have  similar  legisla- 
tion in  Minnesota.  Iowa,  the  Dakotas. 
Wisconsin,  etc.  The  rules  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  resolution  given  its 
-c-ond  and  third  reading  and  final 
passage. 

A  large  number  of  bills  were  reported 
back  from  the  s  nate  rommittec, among 
ihcra  S.  F.  115  from  the  finanre  commit- 
tee. Senator  Wyman  moved  that  the 
rules  be  suspended  and  ths  bill  given  its 
»inal  passage,  as  it  was  a  simple  dcficien 
cv  bill,  to  help  out  the  treasury  of  the 
uprt- me  court.    This  was  done. 

Another  bill  that  rame  fmm    the    fin- 
»nce  committee,  and  with  which  a  similar 
course  was  adopted,  was  S.  F.  124,  a  b  11 
transferring  the  seed  gram    loan   money 
o  the  governor's  contingent  fund. 

Senator  Greer  mov.d  that  S.  F.  3tbi 
ijiven  its  final  pabsage  under  suspension 
if  the  rules.  This  bill  transferred  money 
from  the  text  book  fund  to  the  current 
<hool  fund.  The  senator  said  it  was  a 
urative  act.    It  was  passed. 

The  bill  providing  lor  a  state  normal 
ichool  at  Duluth  went  to  the  committee 
on  finance.  Senator  Spencer,  ot  Duluth, 
objected,  as  be  thought  it  was  unneces- 
siry,  there  being  no  appropriation,  but 
tbe  bill  went  just  the  same. 

The  Wyman  bill  providing  appropria- 
tions for  the  state  university  was  intro- 
duced.

Washington,  Jan.  30. — The  state  de- 
partment has  been  informed  by  United 
States  Minister  Taylor  at  Madrid,  that 
the  Spanish  senate  has  passed  a  modus 
Vivendi  placing  the  United  States  again 
in  the  most  favored  nation  column  as  to 
duties  on  imports  into  Cuba  and  Porto 
Rico.  The  bill  yet  remains  to  be  signed 
by  the  queen,  but  it  is  believed  that  two 
days  will  suffice  for  completion  of  all 
formalities  and  that  the  United  States 
will  be  given  the  advantage  of  tbe  old 
rates   immediately. 

This  restores  the  customs  rates  under 
which  the  United  States  has  enjoyed  a 
large  trade  in  flour,  breadstuffs,  lard  and 
other  products  with  Cub-i  and  Porto  Rico. 

A  BLOW  FROM  SWEDEN. 

Import    Duties  on    Grains    Are    Greatly    In- 
creased. 

Washington,  Jan.  30.— The  American 
grain  growers  and  mill  owners  have  re- 
ceived another  severe  blow  from  an 
European  country,  in  this  case  Sweden, 
a  country  which  is  in  no  wise  affected  by 
our  sugar  differential  duty. 

The  United  States  consul  at  Gothen 
burg,  Mr.  Boyeson,  in  a  report  to  the 
state  department,  shows  that  by  a  royal 
ordinance  the  import  duties  on  grains 
have  been  greatly  increased,  in  cases 
more  than  100  per  cent.  The  rates  are 
as  follows  per  100  kilos  (220  pounds): 

Rye.  wheat,  barley,  maize,  peas,  beans 
and  other  kinds  not  specially  provided 
for,  old  rate  125  kroners.  new  rate  315 
kroners  (.8|4  cents);  malt,  old  rate  250 
kroners,  new  ratf  400  ($1.25);  flour  and 
groats,  old  rate  250  kroners,  new  rate  650 
kroners  ($1.42). 

BISHOP  McQUAiO  DENIES. 

Says  Ho  Has  Not  Seen  Suspended  from  the 
Episcopate. 

Rochester,  Jan.  30.— A  special  tele- 
gram from  Chicago  published  here 
stated  that  a  private  communication  to 
a  resident  of  that  city  from  a  Vatican  offi 

cial  contained  the  statement  that  Bishoo 
McOuaid  had  been  suspended  from  the 
exercise  of  |his  pontifical  functions  for 
six  months,  because  of  his  recent  ser- 
mon at  the  cathedral  on  the  part  that 
Archbishop  Ireland,  of  St.  Paul,  had 
taken  in  the  recent  New  York  state  elec- 
tion. 

An  Associated  Press  reporter  found 
the  bishop  of  Rochester  at  St,  Bernard's 
st-minary,  whtre  he  is  spending  the 
greater  part  of  his  time  this  winter,  be- 
ing in  charge  of  th^t  institution.  As  the 
dispatch  was  read  to  the  bishop  he  in- 
dignantly exclaimed:  "It's  a  lie.  This 
letter  is  only  another  calumny  to  injure 
me  but  I  do  not  wish  to  enter  into  any 
controversy.  My  statement  is  sufficient." 


UBOR  ARBITRATION. 


Various  Bills  Oiscutsed  by  a  Committee  at 
Wathington. 
Washington,  Jan.  30. — Prominent 
representatives  if  labor  organizatioos 
and  others  interested  gathered  in  the 
room  of  the  house  committee  on  labor  to- 
day to  discuss  the  labor  arbitration  bills 

presented   by  Attorney  General    Olney 
and  the  Chicago  strike  commission. 

They  included  Labor  Commissioner 
Barroll  D.  Wright,  Messrs.  F.  P.  Argent 
and  F,  W.  Arnoid,  representing  the 
Brotherhood  of  Locomotive  Firemen;  D. 
L,  Case  and  W,  G.  Egan,  representing 
the  railway  trainmen;  E.  £.  Clark,  the 
Order  of  Railway  Conductors;  Andrew 
Fursutb,  the  Seaman's  union;  H,  C, 
Yctter,  a  Chicago  new-paper  man,  and 
Edward  A,  Mosely.  secretary  of  the  in- 
terstate commerce  commi&sioo. 

The  members  of  the  committee  were 
late  in  putting  in  an  appearance,  so  that 
it  was  after  II  o'clock  when  Chairman 
McGann  called  the  meeting  to  order. 
The  chairman  stated  that  at  the  confer- 
ence last  night  between  tbe  rcprescnta 
tives  of  the  railway  employes,  the  com- 
missioner of  labor  and  members  of  the 
labor  committee,  the  Olney  bill  had  been 
amended  so  as  to  meet  the  views  of  the 
railway  interests.  The  bill  was  then 
read  and  the  amendments  discussed  and 
the  reason  for  their  adoption  pointed  out. 

Later — The  house  labor  committee 
has  agreed  to  report  f<tvorabiy  to  the 
house  the  labor  arbitration  bill  prepared 
by  Attorney  General  Olney,  as  amended 
at  the  instance  of  the  reKresentatives  of 
railroad  employes  now  in  the  city. 

THREE     HUNDRED    DEAD. 


Steamer  Elbe  Sunk  In  Collision  Off  the  Brit- 
ish Coast  and  Three  Hundred  People 
Perithed. 

London  Jan.  30.— The  Exchange  Tel- 
egraph company  says  that  the  North 
German  Lloyd  steamship  Elbe  has  been 
run  down  off  Lowestoft  and  sunk.  Two 
hundred  person  are  reported  to  have 
been  drowned,  and  only  nineteen  are 
said  to  have  been  saved. 

Later — Another  dispatch  says  the 
Elbe  foundered,  and  only  nineteen  per- 
sons out  of  350  were  saved. 

Lloyd's  has  received  the  following  dis- 
patch from  Lowestoft,  dated  6:12  p.  m.: 
The  Elbe  was  sunk  in  the  North  sea 
after  colliding  with  another  steamer. 
Twenty  people  who  were  on  board  of  her 
have  been  landed  hereby  fishing  smacks. 
The  persons  saved  include  the  second 
officer  and  pilot.  It  is  feared  that  the 
loss  of  life  is  great. 


HAYWARD  MUROER  TRIAL. 

Twelve  Jurors  Secured  and  ihe  Opening  Ad- 
dress Begun. 

MiNNEAi'Oi.is,  Jan.  30.— The  jury 
which  is  to  determine  whether  Harry 
Hayward  is  guilty  of  murder,  is  now 
complete.  The  twelfth  and  last  man 
was  secured  this  morning  in  the  person 
of  John  Dunn,  a  Dayton  farmer.  Tbe 
defense  exercised  its  seventeenth  per- 
emptory in  excusing  H.  L.  Bowen,  a 
farmer  of  Plymouth,  after  the  juror  bad 
been  found  eligible  for  service  by  the 
triers.

Washington,  Jan.  30.— The  bonding 
of  government  officials  is  a  subject  which 
has  been  under  discussion  by  the  bouse 
committee  on  appropriation  for  several 
days,  and  the  committee  has  concluded 
that  it  is  a  tield  in  which  is  Rreat  room 
for  reform.  The  irregularities  and  lack 
of  system  governing  the  securities  taken 
by  the  government  for  the  performance 
of  official  duties  were  first  inquired  into 
by  the  experts  of  the  Dockery  commis- 
sion and  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
committee.  Recently  heads  of  the  several 
departments  and  bureaus  have  been  be 
fore  the  sub-committee  of  appropriations 
which  is  framing  the  legislative  bill,  and 
It  has  been  shown  that  the  surety  system 
is  probably  more  lax  than  that  ot  any 
other  governnoer-t. 

Many  officers  are  bonded  for  a  term  of 
four  years,  and  if,  as  often  happens,  there 
is  delay  in  the  appointment  of  the  succes- 
sor and  they  continue  to  officiate.the  gov- 
ernment is  left  without  any  gnarantee  or 
means  of  making  good  losses  if  any  are 
incurred  through  their  accounts.  This 
lapse  is  frequent  in  the  cases  of  first- 
class  postmasters,  but  the  assistant  treas- 
urers of  the  United  States  present  the 
most  conspicuous  examples,  since  their 
bondsmen,  according  to  decisions  by 
the  courts,  cease  to  be  responsible  at 
the  end  of  four  years  and  th;  govern- 
ment is  left  with  no  recourse  in  case  of 
default,  m  the  interim,  until  the  appoint- 
ment of  their  successors. 

It  is  apparent,  however,  that  there  will 
be  no  time  to  adopt  a  new  plan  in  this 
session  of  congress,  so  the  committee 
will  leave  that  work  for  the  next  con- 
gress. Some  necessary  reforms  to  go 
into  immediate  effect  and  act  as  sale- 
guards  until  a  general  system  shall  be 
established,  are  embodied  in  a  bill  intro- 
duced by  Representative  Dockerv.  It 
provides  that  all  bonds  of  United  States 
officials  shall  be  examined  at  least  every 
two  years  by  the  officials  required  by  law 
to  taicejand  approve  them,  for  the  pur 
pose  of  ascertaining  the  sufficiency  of 
\he  amount  and  the  sureties.  Also  re- 
quiring the  same  officers  to  cause  bonds 
to  be  renewed  four  vears  after  their  date, 
strengthened  or  renewed  oftener  it 
thought  necessary,  with  discretion,  how- 
ever, to  waive  the  requirement  of  a  new 
bond  for  the  peiiod  of  service  of  a 
bonded  cfficer  after  the  expiration  of  his 
term  and  pending    the    appointment  of 

his  successor,  the  liability  of  principal 
and  sureties  on  the  original  bond  to  con- 
tinue during  this  period. 

The  house  has  authorized  the  appro- 
priation committee  to  attach  the  bill  to 
the  legislative  bill. 

Skating  Races  at  Montreal. 

Montreal,  Jan  30.— Davidson,  Rudd 
and  .Mobhier  arrivea  here  today  for  the 
Canadian  amateur  championship  races 
on  Saturday.

DECISION  FOR  JUDGE  LONG. 

Judge  Bradley   Decides  tise  Pension  Case    in 
Long's  Favor. 

Washington,  J.in.  30  — Judge  Brad- 
lev,  of  the  district  supreme  court,  yester- 
day granted  the  mandamus  asked  for  by 
Judge  Charles  D.  Lon?.  of  Michigan,  to 
compel  Commissioner  Lochren,  of  the 
pension  bureau,  to  restore  the  former 
rating  of  1^72  per  month  to  the  plaintitl. 
The  mandamus  against  Secretary  Smith 
asked  for  by  Judge  Long  was  denied  ai 
unnecessary.  , 

In  commenting  on  Judge  Bradley  s 
declaration.  Commissioner  Lochren  said: 
"The  idea  that  a  pensioner  can  come  in 
and  ask  for  an  increase  of  pension,  with- 
out any  record,  and  be  given  it  merely 
upon  his  own  statement  is  an  absurdity 
so  patent  that  it  docs  rot  require  even  a 
lawyer  to  observe  it.  The  only  way  that 
Judge  Long  could  be  restored  to  his  for- 
mor  rating  is  through  a  new  certificate 
to  be  signed  by  the  secretary  of  the  inte- 
rior and  the  commissioner  of  pensions. 
How  Judge  Bradely  expects  me  to  re- 
store the  pension,  it  the  secretary  does 
not,  in  the  exercise  of  his  discretion, 
agree  to  have  a  new  pension  executed,  is 
a  problem  that  I  shall  leave  to  the  judge 
to  determine. 

'Commissioner  Dudley  issued  a  cer- 
tificate granting  Judge  Long  $soa  month 
and  Commissioner  Tanner  undid  that  ac- 
tion years  afterward  re-adjusting  the 
case  on  the  same  evidence  recorded. 
There  had  been  no  doubt  as  to  the  au- 
thority of  the  commissioner  to  correct  an 
error  or  illegality  discovered." 

Judge  Lochren  will  confer  with  As- 
siitant  Attorney  General  Whitney  in  a 
few  days  to  determine  the  next  step  to 
be  taken  by  the  government  in  the  case.

That 
aroused  bis  curiosity  and  he  went  oat 
and  picked  the  newspaper  up,  and  there 
was  disclosed  a  bomb. 

It  had  a  copper  top  with  holes  in  it, 
and  the  two  wires  came  out  of  two  ot  the 
holes.  It  was  about  a  foot  long  and  tour 
inches  in  diameter.  Mr.  Gillette  took 
it  to  the  Green  point  station.  The  news 
of  its  finding  traveled  quickly  and  a  bi^ 
crowd  gathered  at  tne  station.  The 
cover  was  taken  off  and  some  gray 
matter  was  found  inside. 

The  police  clapped  it  in  water  without 
a  moment's  delay.  There  is  no  question 
but  that  the  caps  on  the  wires  were  gen 
uine.  The  police  officials  at  the  Green- 
point  station  are  thoroughly  convinced 
that  the  thing  is  a  genuine  bomb,  that  it 
was  put  on  the  track  for  the  purpose  of 
blowing  up  a  car. 

It  will  be  taken  to  police  headquarters 
today  and  presented  to  Superintendent 
Campbell,  who,  following  the  usual 
course,  will  send  it  to  the  navy  yard. 
They  have  a  fearless  blacksmith  at  the 
navy  yard  who  breaks  open  ev  ery  al- 
leged bomb  with  a  sledge  hammer  and 
be  has  never  been  hurt  yet

today  that  Lilla  Vane,  the  actress,  Jan. 
26,  became  Mrs.  George  Goodrich.  The 
wedding  was  performed  in  Yonkers  at 
the  home  of  W.  S.  Harkins,  a  relative.

The  latest  sensation  in  the  Great  West- 
ern affairs  was  the  reported  disappear- 
ance yesterday  of  D.  A.  Daggett,  chief 
witness  for  the  state  in  the  case  afi^ainst 
the  custodians  ot    the  personal  property. 

Daggett  has  been  boarding  at  the 
Bennett  and  working  for  the  Burgess 
Electric  company,  and  he  is  the  one  who 
unwillingly  gave  the  information  that  the 
goods  were  bting  transferred  from  ihe 
Great  Western  to  the  shops  of  the  elec- 
tric company.  While  sitting  in  the  hotel 
otfice  one  evening,  be  stated  that  the 
Great  Western  people  must  be  selling 
some  of  their  stuff,  as  it  was  commg  into 
the  place  where  he  was  working.  It 
happened  that  the  gentleman  to 
whom  he  spoke  was  an  interested 
creditor  of  the  Great  Western  to  the 
amount  of  several  hundred  dollars.  He 
iortbwith  reported  the  matter  to  his  at- 
tornev  and  detectives  were  placed  on 
the  track  of  the  goods.

THE  DOINGS  OF  C0NGi:Et8. 

Animateii  Debate  in  the  Senate  on  the  Finan- 
ciil  Situation. 

WASHiNtiTON,  Jan.  30.— A  very  ani- 
mated consideration  of  the  nnancial 
question  took  place  in  the  senate  ts  soon 
as  the  session  opened  tod.iy.  Mr  Cul- 
lom  presented  a  dispatch  from  all  the 
leading  nanks  of  Chicago,  urging  that 
the  president's  reconimt;nd;itious  be  cvr- 
ried  out  at  the  earliest  day  possible.  M  r 
Vest  followed  with  a  similar  dispatch 
from  the  St.  Louis  cbamberof  commerce 

This  was  the  text  for  one  of  the  most 
stirring  scenes  that  the  senate  has  heard 
in  many  days.  Mr.  Vest  said  that  the 
chamber  of  commerce  ot  St.  Louis  did 
not  represent  the  feeling  of  the  people 
of  Missouri,  or  of  the  coun- 
try on  the  financial  question. 
He  did  not  believe  the  people 
favored  a  retirement  of  $500,000,000  ot 
greenbacks  and  treasury  notes,  and  the 
substitution  of  no  currency  at  all.  He 
did  not  believe  they  favored  gold  obli- 
gations running  fifty  years  with  interest 
aggregating  $7t;,ooo.ooo. 

The  senator  iisked  if  any  man  really 
believed  the  supposed  emergency  could 
not  be  met  by  treasury  payments  in  sil- 
ver. And  yet  the  impression  was  being 
conveyed  to  the  public  that  the  country 
was  on  the  brink  of  ruin.  It  the  presi 
dent  had  the  power  he  would  force  us  to 
the  single  gold  standard. 

"But,"  said  Mr.  Vest  impressively,  and 
raising  his  right  hand  in  emphasis,  "so 
far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  will  never  vote 
to  issue  bonds  to  secure  gold  and  place 
us  on  a  single  gold  standard." 

Mr.  Cullorti  rose  at  this  point  with  a 
question  as  to  what  the  finance  commit- 
tee, of  which  Mr.  Vest  is  a  member,  in- 
tended doing  towards  securing  somt;  de- 
finite policy.  Mr.  Vest  paused  for  a  mo- 
ment before  replying,  and  then  said: 

*  It  might  be  more  proper  to  let  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  answer  that 
question,  but  in  his  absence,  I  will  say 
that  I  do  not  believe  that  there  is  the 
slightest  possibility  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee agreeing  upon  any  measure  to  re- 
port to  the  senate." 

The  announcement,  the  first  that  had 
openly  been  made  as  to  the  situation  in 
the  finance  committee,  was  received  with 
marked  attention  and    evident  surprise. 

At  2  o'clock  the  senate  went  into  ex- 
ecutive session  and  the  financial  debate 
ceased.

An    Amendment    by    Co;igressman 
Agreed  To. 

Washington,  Jan.  30.— The  banking 
and  currency  committee  resumed  the 
discussion  of  the  administration  bill  to- 
day. Several  new  amendments  were 
proposed.  An  amendment  proposed  by 
Representative  Walker,  of  Massachu- 
setts, was  agreed  to  by  a  two  thirds  vote. 
The  amendment  is  as  follows: 

Section  5.  That  from  and  after  July  i, 
iKy5,  JO  per  cent  of  the  cash  reserve  re- 
quired by  the  law  shall  be  kept  in 
coin  or  coin  certificates  and  not  less  than 
half  of  such  coin  or  coin  certificates  shall 
be  in  gold  coin  or  gold  certificates,  and 
that  such  cash  reserve  required  by  law 
shall  be  kept  in  coin  or  coin  certificates 
in  amounts  increased  by  10  per  cent  uf 
the  whole  cash  reserve  require*!  to  be 
kept  by  the  law,  and  after  the  first  day 
ot  each  quarter  of  the  calendar  year, 
until  the  whole  cash  reserve  shall  be  in 
coin  or  coin  certificates,  and  not  less 
than  one-half  of  such  cash  reserve  shall 
at  all  times  be  in  gold  coin  or  gold  cer- 
tificates.

They  Are  Now  in  Japan   En  Route   to    the 
Capital. 

Yokohama,  Jan.  30.— The  Chinese 
p;ace  envoys  have  arrived  at  Kobe  and 
will  go  to  Hiroshima  by  train  this  after- 
noon, accompanied  by  John  W.  Foster, 
ex-  ;ecretary  of  state  of  the  United  States, 
wbo  is  acting  as  their  adviser,  and  Coun- 
se  I'^r  Wo.

The  City  Treasurer. 

The  News  Tribune  is  not  very  hopeful 
of  Mr.  Chapman's  election  as  city  treas- 
urer. It  expresses  the  opinion  that  he  is 
"likely  to  be  elected,"  but  it  is  not  cer- 
tain about  it.  The  fact  is  that  it  knows 
Mr  Chapman  is  hardly  in  the  race  at  all. 
but  the  political  bosses  have  dfrected  it 
to  say  something  in  his  f.iVor  and  it 
meekly,  but  half-heartedly,  complies. 

There  is  not  one  reasonable  argument 
advanced  why  Mr.  ^oss  should  be  de- 
posed to  cive  Mr.  Chapman  an  office. 
Mr.  \  OSS  has  been  a  faithful,  honest  and 
efficient  official.  The  condition  of  the 
treasurer's  office  testifies  to  his  ability 
and  integrity.  The  city's  accounts  are 
in  excellent  shape,  and  not  one  dollar  of 
the  city's  funds  has  been  lost  through 
any  error  committed  by  Treasurer  \  oss. 
It  is  generally  conceded  that  he  is  a 
model  official  and  that  the  city  has  been 
fortunate  in  having  the  treasurer  s  office 
in  such  capable  hands. 

This  being  the  case,  there  is  no  valid 
cause  for  setting  aside  Mr.  V'oss  in  order 
that  Mr.  Chapman  may  secure  a  job. 
On  the  other  hand,  there  are  scores  of 
excellent  reasons  why  Mr.  Voss  should 
be  retained.  A  private  corporation  does 
not  remove  its  treasurer  because  he  has 
held  the  office  for  a  long  time;  if  he  has 
been  an  honest  and  thoroughly  compe- 
tent officer,  it  retains  his  service.  This 
sound  business  pohcv  should  be  followed 
in  the  ca^e  of  city  officials.  That  it  will 
be  followed  in  the  case  of  Treasurer 
Voss,  The  Herald  is  confident.  The  sen- 
timent in  favor  of  his  re-election  is  very 
strong,  and  he  will  be  an  easy  winner, 
despite  the  efforts  of  the  political  bosses 
to  defeat  him.

The  champions  of  a  non-partisan  mu 
nicipal  government  in  the    Republican 
party,  who  are  ready  to  advocate    the 
election  of  Messrs.  TenBrook  and  \  oss, 
are  not  confined  to  the    prominent  busi- 
ness   men  of    Duluth.

Having  demonstrated  that  they  ure  hon- 
est, faithful  and  competent  officials, 
there  is  no  valid  reason  why  they  should 
be  removed  to  make  room  for  politicians 
who  want  the  offict  for  the  sake  of  office. 

There  is  no  political  principle  involved 
in  this  campaign.

A  Meritorious  Measure. 
Senator  Ozmun  of  Ramsey  county  has 
introduced  a  bill  providing  for  the  nom- 
ination of  city  and  county  officers  by  a 
primary  ballot  without  the  customary 
nominating  conventions.  Nominations 
are  to  ba  made  by  certificate  of  nomina- 
tion as  follows:  The  certificate  of  nom- 
ination shall  be  signed  by  electors  resi- 
dent within  the  district  from  which  the 
candidate  is  presented  to  a  number 
equal  to  lo  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote 
cast  at  the  last  preceding  election  in  the 
county,  city,  or  other  political  division 
from  which  the  nomination  is  made,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  any  case  the 
number  of  the  signatures  required  shall 
not  exceed  Soo. 

The  certificate  of  nomination  shall  con- 
tain: First,  the  name  of  the  person 
nominated ;  second,  the  office  for  which 
he  was  nominated;  third,  the  party  or 
political  principle  which  he  represt-nts 
(expressed  in  not  more  than  three  words); 
fourth,  his  place  of  residence,  with  street 
and  number  if  any;  fifth,  an  oath  which 
each  signer  is  made  to  take  that  he  is  a 
qualified  elector  under  the  laws  and  has 
affiliated  with  the  party  two  years;  sixth, 
the  name  of  each  signer  with  his  resi- 
dence: seventh,  the  formal  acceptance 
of  the  nomination  by  the  nominee. 

The  bill  also  provides  for  the  expres- 
sion by  the  voter  of  a  tirst  and  a  second 
choice,  so  that  in  case  any  nominee  does 
not  receive  a  majority  of  votes  cast  as

first  choice,  then  there  is  a  provision  for 
a  second  choice. 

Such  a  method  of  .nomin?.ting  and 
electing  city  and  county  officers  would 
be  a  deadly  blow  at  the  political  bosses 
and  the  rinusters.  A  similar  law  has 
worked  well  for  years  in  Australia, 
whence  we  have  derived  our  present 
ballot  system,  and  it  would  no  doubt 
work  well  here.

Christmas  day  the  quarrel  was  re- 
newed, and  Drumbeater  is  said  to  have 
crushed  Fisherman's  skull  with  a  club. 
If  he  is  held,  he  will  be  compelled  to 
lie  in  j 111  until  Mav,  when  the  United 
States  grand  jury  convenes.

Wiagand  Gold  Mining  Company  Has  Reor- 
ganized and  Will  Have  a  Ten-Stamp 
Mill  in  Before  Long. 


People  Coming  From  the  Gold  Fields  Say 

The  Roads  Are  Covered  With 

Teams  Going  In. 


Old  Minerr,   After  Being  Hired  to    Work, 

Quit  and  Strike  Out  to  Prospect 

Independently. 


The  Wiegand  Gold  Mining  company, 
the  organization  of  which  was  given  in 
The  Herald  some  time  ago,  has  reorgan- 
ized, and  articles  of  incorporation  were 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  Monday. 
The  directors  are  as  follows:  Joseph  C. 
Foley,  president;  V.  D.  Cliff,  vice  presi- 
dent; John  J.  McAuliffe,  secretary,  all  of 
Duluth;  James  F.  Foley,  of  Negaunee, 
Mich.,  and  James  A.  Close,  of  Hancock, 
Mich.    The  mine    is    the    Wiegand,  on 

which  the  first  prospecting  on  the  Seine 
was  done,  and  which  has  often  been 
mentioned  in  The  Herald  as  one  of  the 
best  in  the  gold  region. 

A  io-3tamp  mill  with  a  capacity  of 
thirty  tons  of  ore  per  day  will  be  on  the 
ground  by  May  15,  by  which  time  a 
stock  pile  of  1500  tons  will  be  ready  from 
the  loo-foot  shaft  which  is  now  being 
sunk.  The  company  is  capitalized  at 
$200,000,  with  shares  at  $1  each.  Of  this 
amount  50,000  shares  will  be  placed  in 
the  treasury  and  io,oco  placed  on  the 
market  at  50  cents  each. 

The  boom  is  apparently  well  under 
way  in  the  Rainy  Lake  gold  fields 
Travelers  say  that  the  trails  are  covered 
with  teams  making  their  way  to  the 
fields.  Dr.  Biirrett,  who  came  down  from 
Tower  yesterday,  say^  that  nineteen 
leams,  seventeen  double  and  two  4  horse 
teams,  left  Tower  Monday  for  Rainy 
Lake  and  the  Seine. 

P.  LI.  Fitzgerald  and  C.  H.  Whitford. 
two  old  miners  of  life-long  experience, 
came  down  Tuesday  noon,  and  their 
stories  are  enthusiastic.  "I  went  up  there 
to  work  for  J.  C.  Foley,"  said  Fitzgerald, 
"but  when  1  saw  the  size  and  richness  of 
that  country  you  couldn't  hire  me  for 
love  or  money  to  work  for  anyone  else, 
so  I  quit  and  struck  out  for  myself.  My 
partner  and  I  have  located  a  good  vein 
nine  feet  across  and  traceable  for  a  mile. 
We  have  had  no  assays  made  yet,  but  we 
are  sure  we  have  struck  a  big  thing. 

'You  have  no  idea  of  the  wealth  of  the 
country.  I  have  mined  all  my  life  and 
have  been  in  nearly  every  part  of  the 
globe  but  I  never  in  all  my  experience 
saw  anything  like  it.  Every  new  du- 
covery  seems  Ultima  Thule,  until  the 
next  one  is  shown  to  be  much  better. 
Yes,  Foley  is  about  right.  I  am  nearly 
crazy  over  it.  I  am  going  back  in  a  day 
or  two,  for  you  can't  keep  me  here  while 
there  is  gold  on  the  Seine." 

C.  H.  Whitford,  Fitzgerald's  partner, 
is  also  an  old  miner.  He  was  born  in 
Cornwall  and  has  ^worked  in  mines  in 
New  Zealand  and  Australia  and  the 
West.  He,  also,  went  up  on  a  contract  to 
sink  a  shalt  for  some  one.  When  he 
looked  about  he  threw  up  his  contract 
and  went  out  on  his  own  hook.  He  tells 
the  same  enthusiastic  story  of  the  gold 
fields. 

These  pioneers  say  that  the  rush  into 
the  country  is  growing  sapidly,  and  has 
already  far  surpassed  the  accommoda- 
tions. .\t  the  camps,  hotels  and  board- 
ing houses  everything  is  full  and  those 
who  come  last  must  take  pot  luck  and 
make  the  most  et  the  circumstances  by 
accepting  a  blanket  on  the  floor  in  a 
spare  corner  of  a  room.  They  passed 
twenty-five  loaded  teams  on  the  way 
down. 

J.  C.  Foley  left  this  afternoon  for  a 
short  trip  to  his  Seine  river  properties, 
during  which  he  will  look  over  the  work 
which  has  been  done  and  give  directions 
for  more.  He  will  probably  find  it  nec- 
essary to  increase  the  size  of  his    camp.

Judge  Ersign  has  f.lcd  his  findings  in 
the  Levine  insurance  case  against  the 
Manufacturers  and  Merchants  Insurance 
company,  deciding  in  favor  of  the  Le- 
vines  in  every  particular.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  this  was  the  second  case 
tried.  The  first  case  was  tried  before  a 
jury  and  the  verdict  exonerated  the 
Levines  fully.  The  second  case  came 
on  before  Judge  Ensign  without  a  jury, 
and  the  remaining  thirty  odd  cases  were 
by  stipulation  made  to  depend  upon  the 
outcome  of  the  present  suit. 

Consetjuently  this  decision  practically 
determines,  so  far  as  the  district  court  is 
roncerned,  the  whole  litigation.  Judge 
Ensign  finds  that  the  stock  of  the  Le- 
vines was  worth  $56,151  S--  on  which 
there  was  concurrent  insurance,  besides 
the  $1000  policy  of  the  Manufacturers 
and  M^rchante  amounting  to  $47.500. 
On  Dec.  13  an  accidental  fire,  without 
any  fault  ot  the  Levines,  totally  de- 
stroyed part  of  the  stock  and  partial)  v 
destroyed  the  remainder.  The  value  ot 
the  property  totally  destroyed  is  placed 
at  $15  741  72,  and  the  damage  to  the  rest 
at  $22,116.72.  Defendants'  proportion  of 
this  IS  $780  5S. 

The  appraisers  are  given  a  slight 
roast  in  the  findiogs,  Arbitrator  W.  A. 
Morse  and  Umpire  Turncjuist  are  found 
to  have  arbitrarily  placed  the  whole 
loss  at  $17,602.13  without  the  concur- 
rence of  the  other  appraisers,  and  to 
have  refused  to  examine  the  books  of 
the  Levines,  although  much  of  the  prop- 
erty lost  could  not  have  been  adjusted 
without  such  an  examination.  Morse, 
during  the  appraisal,  stated  at  various 
times  that  "he  was  representing  the  in- 
surance companies,"  that  "the  loss  was 
fraudulent."  that  "plaintiffs'  books  were 
doctored"  and  that  they  were  "putting

The  decision  is  that  the  award  shall  be 
set  aside  and  v:icated,  and  that  the  de- 
fendant shall  pay  the  difference  between 
the  original  award  of  ?362.q3  and  the 
court's  award  of  ^73o.58.  The  case  will 
probably  be  appealed  by  the  insurance 
companies.

A  Favorable  Report  Was  Made  by  the  Houso 
Committee  on  the  Capitol  Amend- 
ment Bill. 


St.  Paul,  Jan.  31.— When  the  state 
senate  met  today  two  important  execu- 
tive communications  were  read  immedi- 
ately after  the  reading  of  the  journal. 
The  first  was  Governor  Knute  Nelson's 
formal  resignation,  addressed  to  Lieu- 
tenant Governor  David  M.  Clough,  and 
the  second,  addressed  to  the  senate,  noti- 
fied that  body  that  m  view  of  his  election 
to  be  United  States  senator  he  had  sent 
his  resijjr.ation  as  governor  to  the  lieu- 
tenant governor.

"Gentlemen:  Before  retiring  as  lieu- 
tenant governor  I  want  to  thank  every 
senator  and  every  member  of  the  house 
of  representatives  and  every  man  in  the 
state  of  Minnerota,  for  a'.l  their  favors  in 
the  past.  Gentlemen,  when  I  say  'my 
friends'  I  look  on  you  all  as  my  friends. 
I  am  a  friend  to  you  all,  notwithstanding 
any  statements  that  have  been  made  in 
some  of  the  papers  of  late.  I  am  not 
going  to  the  .fjovcrnor's  otVice  with  a  view 
of  punishing  my  enemies— not  at  all.  I 
intend  to  do  what  is  right  by  all  and 
what  is  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state, 
regardless  of  friends  or  foes,  and  I  think 
I  ouyht  to  know  what  is  right.

Lowestoft,  Eng.,  Jan,  31, — The  hor- 
rible details  of  the  loss  of  the  North  Ger- 
man Lloyd  steamship,  Elbe,  and  her  Jiu- 
man  freight  are  being  discussed  here  by 
crowds  of  people  gathered  at  different 
places  where  the  survivors  remain,  al- 
though a  regular  blizzard  is  blowing  and, 
under  ordinary  circumstances,  very  few 
people  would  have  ventured  out  of  doors. 
The  bitterly  cold  weather  prevailing  and 
the  lack  of  news  from  any  point  along 
the  coast  shows  that  there  is  little  if  any 
hope  of  any  other  survivors  of  the  disas- 
ter reaching  land. 

A  lifeboat  supposed   to  have  belonged 

to  the  P-lbe  has  been  washed  ashore  near 
Yarmouth.  In  the  boat  were  a  number 
of  life  belts  and  oars  and  it  is  believed  to 
be  the  boat  from  which  the  fishing  smack 
Wildflower  rescued  the  few  persons  who 
escaped  from  the  steamer  after  the  col- 
lision of  yesterday  morning. 

Everybody  here  is  asking  his  neighbor 
the  same  question— "How  did  it  occur?" 
and  nobody  seems  able  to  give  a  satis- 
factory answer. 

A  handful  of  the  survivors  who  wefe 
clustering  around  a  hotel  fire  this  morn- 
ing indulged  in  the  most  bitter  criticisms 
of  the  still  unknown  ship  which  rammed 
and  sunk  the  i:.lbe.  They  all  claim  that 
she  should  have  stood  by  the  Elbe  and 
that  if  she  had  done  so  a  great  many 
lives  would  have  been  saved.  This,  of 
course,  is  a  matter  which  cannot  be  de- 
cided until  all  the  facts  in  the  case  are 
brought  to  light  by  the  court  of  inquiry 
which  will  enquire  into  the  matter. 

The  agents  of  the  North  German 
Lloyd  company  at  Southampton  have 
been  in  constant  communication  with  the 
German  vice  consul,  who  has  been  upon 
the  spot  ever  since  a  short  time  after  the 
disaster  became  known.  It  is  not  yet 
definitely  establishtd  that  the  Crathie 
was  the  offending  steamer.  There  are 
several  interesting  points  in  this  dis- 
tressing story  which  require  definite  ex- 
planation before  all  the  facts  in  the  case 
will  become  generally  known. 

For  instarce,  there  are  people  who  be- 
lieve that  the  second  steamer  may  have 
foundered.  They  base  their  opinions  on 
the  fact  that  the  Ramsgate  lifeboat  put 
to  sea  yesterday  evening  in  answer  to 
signals  of  distress  supposed  to  have 
come  from  a  steamer.  But  the  lifeboat 
has  not  returned,  and  as  she  got  away  in 
a  blinding  snow  storm  it  is  believed  that 
she  is  lost  and  that  the  steamer  she  at- 
tempted to  assist  also  went  down. 

Then,  again,  the  word  "Azonia"  is 
branded  on  the  oars  of  the  boat  stranded 
near  Ivermouth,  so  people  say  that  it 
could  not  be  the  boat  from  which  the 
Wildflower  rescued  the  survivors  of  the 
Elbe.  The  name  of  "Azonia"  is  not 
known  in  shipping  circles  here. 

The  German  vice  consul  and  the  agent 
of  the  North  German  Lloyd  company 
have  cautioned  all  the  survivors  of  the 
crew  of  the  Elbe  to  furnish  no  informa- 
tion of  any  description  to  anybody  until 
they  appear  before  the  court  of  inquiry, 
and  as  the  men  are  strictly  obeying  these 
directions,  very  little  can  be  gathered 
except  from  the  passengers  who,  of 
course,  are  not  posted  on  maritime  rules 
and  regulations  and  are  therefore  unable 
to  furnish  the  facts  which  might  enable 
the  mystery  of  the  sinking  of  the  Elbe  to 
be  cleared  up  as  promptly  as  most  peo- 
ple wish. 

It  seems,  however,  that  neither  of  the 
two  pilots  was  on  the  bridge  of  the  Elbe 
at  the  time  of  the  collision.  The  Weser 
or  German  pilot  ceased  his  duty  when 
the  Elbe  cleared  from  the  Weser,  and 
the  turn  of  duty  ot  the  Trinity  or  English 
pilot  did  not  commence  until  the  steam- 
ship entered  the  waters  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight,  ard  the  surviving  officers  of  the 
Elbe  refuse  to  say  who  was  in  charge  of 
that  steamer  when  the  collision  oc- 
curred, but  it  is  supposed  to  have  been 
Third  Officer  StoUberg,  who  was  one  of 
the  survivors, 

StoUberg  is  understood  to  have 
asserted  that  the  steamship  which  sank 
the  Elbe  was  out  of  her  course,  and  he 
is  said  to  have  admitted  that  he  saw  a 
green  light  on  the  port  bow  of  the  Elbe 
shortly  before  the  collision  occurred. 
He  described  the  third  lifeboat  lowered 
and  which  it  is  still  thought  may  have 
escaped,  to  be  about  twenty  feet  long. 
She  cleared  the  Elbe  all  right  and  a 
number  of  people  inside  of  her,  StoU- 
berg, however,  does  not  believe  it  pos- 
sible for  her  to  have  lived  for  any 
length  of  time  in  the  heavy  sea  which 
was  running  at  the  time  of  the  accident. 

Chief  Engineer  Neusell  says  that  the 
stem  of  the  unknown  ship  struck  the 
Elbe  about  150  feet  forward  ot  the  rud- 
der or  just  abaft  the  engine  room.  The 
engines  were  not  damaged  by  the  col- 
lision; but  the  water  soon  poured  in,  and 
although  the  steam  pumps  were  put  to 
work  in  about  three  minutes  time  it  be- 
came useless  and  the  engine  rooms  were 
soon  deserted  for  the  upper  deck. 

Later  in  the  day  at  the  request  of  the 
North  German  Lloyd  company.  Green- 
ham,  the  Trinity  pilot,  made  the  follow- 
ing statement: 

"When  I  came  on  deck  with  some  of 
the  passengers,  Capt.  von  Gossel  was 
in  charge.  The  first  order  given  was  to 
swing  the  boats  out  but  not  to  lower 
them  until  further  orders.      The    next

in  the  Generil  Land  Office  by 

Oockery  Commission.

Washikoton.  Jan.  31.— The  report  of 
the  experts  employed  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Dockeiy  commission  on  a  bill 
to  regulate  the  engrossing  and  recording 
of  public  land  patents  has  been  laid  be- 
fore the  house.  This  report  embodies  a 
history  of  the  organi.ition  of  the  gen- 
eral land  oftice.  describes  the  character 
of  the  worK  in  the  several  divisions  and 
makes  sundry  recommendations  that 
will  result  in  a  saving  to  the  govern- 
ment. 

The  experts  recommend  that  the  pri- 
vate land  claims  division  and  pre-emp 
lion  division  be  consolidated  as  a  miscel- 
laneous lacd  claims  division,  and  that 
the  railway  division  and  the  swamp 
lands  division  be  consolidated  as  the  land 
grantsdivision:  that  all  patents  be  pre- 
pared and  recorded  under  division  of  the 
recorder  of  the  land  office  in  order  to 
provide  uniform  methods,  to  concentrate 
the  records  and  to  comply  wiih  the  Uw; 
that  the  patents  and  lists  be  prepared  by 
the  use  of  typewriting  machines,  by 
which  duplicate  copies  could  be  made, 
saving  the  time  of  at  least  twenty  clerks, 
and  the  possibility  of  errors  in  the  trans- 
cribing; that  the  abstracts  from  registers 
and  rceivers  be  con'^oliddted.  and  one  ab- 
stract signed  by  both  officers  substituted. 
The  total  estimated  saving  by  the  adop- 
tion of  these  recommendations  is 
$35881. 

Some  changes  in  the  practice  ot  toe 
interior  depa  rtrocnt  regarding  contested 
land  cases  is  probable  as  a  result  of  a 
recommendation  of  the  commission. 
This  commission  made  a  favorable  re- 
port on  a  bill  recently  introduced  in  coc- 
Sress  to  repeal  section  2  of  the  act  of 
lay  14,  1880,  which  provide-  a  bonus 
for  successtul  contestants  in  land  cases. 
Expecting  that  three-quarters  of  the  con- 
test work  will  cease  by  reason  of  the  re- 
peal of  this  section,  the  commission  esti- 
mates that  a  saving  will  be  made  of  the 
salaries  of  about  thrte-fourths  of  the 
clerks  now  engaged  in  such  work  in  thr 
general  land  office.  This  annual  saving 
will  amount  to  $32,000. 

In  addition  to  this  sum,  the  repeal  of 
the  provision  for  a  bonus  in  the  act  of 
1S80  will,  says  the  commission,  facilitate 
the  public  lana  business  for  the  people 
and  dispense  with  the  odious  features  of 
the  informer.  The  public  lands  commit- 
tee has  adopted  the  recommendations 
of  the  commission  and  suggests  that  they  j 
be  inserted  as  a  part  of  the  legislative 
appropriation  bill. 

Representative  Patterson  has  reported 
to  the  house  the  bill  agreed  on  by  the 
committee  on  commerce  to  punish  train 
wrecking.  The  object  of  the  bill,  savs 
the  accompanving  report,  is  to  secure- 
more  effective  punishment  of  ir.^ia 
wreckers  for  the  purpose  of  robbery 
These  offenses  so  destructive  to  life  and 
property  are  of  increasing  frequency. 
The  vast  extent  cf  our  country  com 
prising  many  states  sparsely  populated 
and  pcneirattd  by  railroads  carrying  m- 
terstate  traffic  and  the  mails,  makes  it 
very  difficult  to  capture  and  bring  to 
just'ce  roi^bers  who  depredate  on  inter- 
state commerce. 

These  orticials  of  these  states  are  not 
so  well  equipped  for  the  apprehension  (  f 
the  marauders  as  are  the  marshals  of  the 
United  States.  Tben  the  offendrs  can 
escape  so  easily  from  the  jurisdiction 
from  one  5tate  to  inanother,  as  to  fre- 
quently hi  ttli  the  state  officials.  The 
committee  believes  the  passage  of  the 
bill  will  not  interfere  with  the  jurisdic 
tion  of  the  state  courts  over  the  crimes 
described  thereio,  because  they  are 
punishable  at  common  law.  To  pass 
the  bill  will  give  increased  security  to 
life  and  property  and  will  greatlv  con- 
tribute to  the  suppression  of  the  offenses 
complained  of.

order  was  for  everylxidy  to  come  on 
deck  and  for  the  crew  to  go  to  their 
stations.  Then  followed  the  onler  for 
the  women  and  children  to  go  to  the 
starboard  boats,  in  which  it  was  proposed 
to  save  ihem.  The  first  of  these  orders 
was  given  by  Capt.  von  Gossel  and  re- 
peated by  Chief  Officer  VVilhclras.  The 
captain  was  on  the  bridge  and  1  believe 
he  went  down  with  his  ship. 

'The  next  order  which  I  heard  given 
was  to  lower  the  boats.  There  was  no 
confusion  whatever  nor  was  there  a 
panic.  Every  order  was  executed  with 
the  greatest  calmness  and  promptitude. 
"At  the  time  of  the  collision  there  was 
a  high  sea  running  and  a  strong  wind 
blowing  from  east  southeast.  It  was  bit- 
teriv  cold  and  there  had  been  nineteen 
degrees  of  frost  Celsius  on  the  morning 
before  the  day  of  the  wreck.  The  lan- 
yards and  boats  grips  and  falls  were 
frozen  and  the  lanyards  securing  falls 
had  to  be  copped  in  order  to  save  time; 
but  that  would  have  been  done  in  any 
case  of  the  event  of  a  collision.  The  1.1- 
be  went  down  about  two  minutes  after 
we  left  her  side." 

The  explanation  given  by  ihe  surviv- 
ing officers  of  the  Elbe  as  to  the  propor- 
tion of  the  crew  saved  to  the  number  of 
passengers  saved  is  that  the  following 
orders  were  given  bv  the  officers  of  the 
Elbe— the  children  were  to  be  saved  first 
and  then  the  women  and  they  were  to  be 
placed  in  the  boats  on  the  starboard  side 
where  the  women  and  children  were  told 
to  gather.  But,  almost  immediately  after 
these  orders  had  been  obeyed,  the  Elbe 
listed  heavily  to  starboard  and  the  seas 
»wept  up  to  the  promenade  decks  of  the 
starboard  side  and  the  boats  were  ren- 
dered useless.    • 

The  boat  which  brought  the  survivors 
awav  from  the  Elbe  was  one  of  the  port 
boats  and  was  the  last  to  leave  the  ves- 
sel. Acting  upon  the  orders  of  Capt. 
von  Gossel.  Third  Officer  Stollberg  and 
the  paymaster,  who  were  in  charge  of 
ibis  boat,  took  their  seats  inside  of  her 
and  then,  when  the  water  was  creeping 
over  the  deck,  it  was  a  rush  for  the  boat 
ind  anvbody  who  could  get  into  it  did 
so.  The  Trinity  pilot,  Greenham,  who, 
as  already  stated  by  himself,  rushed  on 
deck  immediately  after  the  collision,  as- 
sisted the  crew  of  the  Elbe  in  firing  the 
rocRets  which  signalled  the  vessel.  It  is 
understood  that  Greenham  has  been 
heard  to  express  the  opinion  that  the 
steamer  which  collided  with  the  Elbe 
was  distinctly  at  fault  as  she  attempted 
to  cross  the  bows  of  the  Elbe. 

The  following  statement  of  the  disas- 
ter was  officially  given  this  afternoon  to 
the  Associated  Press  correspondent  by 
the  German  vice  consul,  Herr  Bradber, 
and  was  corrected  by  him.  The  state- 
ment was  made  after  silting  all  the  in- 
terviews with  the  survivors  and  cross- 
questioning  the  officers  and  crew,  and 
may  be  classed  as  the  consensus  of  the 
officers'  opinions. 

•The  collision  occurred  forty-five 
miles  from  Merschelling  light  ship. 
Though  both  the "  Elbe  and  the  colliding 
steamer  were  going  full  steam  ahead,  the 
concussion  was  very  slight.  Immedi- 
ately after  the  collision  the  Elbe  began 
to  settle  down  stern  first,  her  bow  mount- 
ing high  into  the  air  and  rendering  it  im- 
possible to  reach  some  of  the  boats.  As 
everybody  crowded  upon  deck  immedi- 
ately after  the  shock  and  in  a  state  of 
great  alarm,  it  was  impossible  that  the 
orders  of  the  captain,  who  was  standing 
on  the  bridge,  that  the  women  and  chil- 
dren be  saved  first,  could  be  obeyed. 

"A  rush  was  made  for  the  boats  that 
were  accessible.  The  first  boat  to  touch 
the  water  was  immediately  swamped  and 
the  passengers  who  had  crowded  into  it 
were  drowned.  The  second  boat  launched 
was  lost  sight  of  in  the  high  sea  which 
was  running,  but  it  is  feared  that  she 
capsized. 

"Into  the  third  boat,  at  the  last  mo- 
ment, when  the  water  was  up  to  the 
promenade  deck,  the  vessel  sinking  un- 
der their  feet  and  two  minutes  before  she 
disappeared,  there  crowded  nineteen 
men,  the  women  and  children  having 
rushed  to  the  other  side,  owing, it  is  said, 
to  the  command  that  they  should  get  into 
the  boats  there. 

"This  third  boat  polled  away  from  the 
ship,  and  in  so  doing  shortly  afterwards 
passed  a  lady  passenger.  Miss  Anna 
Buecher,  who  clung  to  the  gunwale  or 
side  of  the  life  boat.  Some  time  elapssd 
before  she  could  be  pulled  into  the  boat. 
The  twenty  survivors  drilted  about  until 
ii:ioa.  m.  the  heavy  seas  repeatedly 
washing  over  the  small  craft  which  was 
in  constant  danger  of  being  swamped, 
and  drenching  its  occupants,  who  had 
not  a  morsel  of  food  to  eat. 

"Miss  Buecher  lay  in  the  bottom  of  the 
h)oat,  half  drowned  and  in  a  semi-con- 
scious condition.  The  lights  of  many 
vessels  were  seen  all  round,  but  not  one 
approached,  though  after  daylight  a 
steamer  Jihd  two  fishing  vessels  passed. 
Their  crews,  however,  did  not  notice  the 
signals  of  the  lifeboat.  Finally,  the 
waving  of  a  shirt  from  the  boat  attracted 
the  attention  of  the  crew  of  the  fishing 
smack  Wildflower,  which  rescued  the 
survivors  with  extreme  difficulty. 

"After  the  collision  an  unknown 
steamer  passed  under  the  stern  of  the 
Elbe  and  proceeded  on  her  course  with- 
out paying  any  heed  to  the  cries  of  the 
people  on  board  the  sinking  steamer." 

The  rescued  seamen  showed  little 
trace  today  of  having  so  barely  escaped 

osing  their  lives  in  a  fearful  disaster. 
When  the  correspondent  of  the  Asso- 
ciated Press  entered  the  room  which  had 
oetn  placed  at  their  disposal  at  the 
sailors"  home,  he  found  them  busily  en- 
.agcd    in    stitching    up    their    battered 

lothing    which  was  all  they    managed 
to  save.    They  were  laughing  and  joking

The  strange  steamer,  they 
added,  did  not  crash  into  the  engine 
room  but  into  the  mail  room,  further  aft. 
It  was  impossible  to  reach  the  forward 
boats  and  the  bow  of  the  steamer  had 
risen  out  of  the  water.  The  seamen  then 
went  aft  and  escaped  in  the  manner 
already  described.  . 

The  rescued  seamen  steadily  denied 
that  there  had  been  any  panic  on  board 
the  Elbe  after  the  collision,  but  the  ex- 
cited manner  in  which  they  replied  to 
the  questions  put  to  them  on  this  point 
showed  that  great  confusion  had  pre- 
vailed. 

'Could  we,"  they  said,  "stand  there  on 
the  sinking  ship  and  not  spring  into  the 
boats  below?" 

"I  cannot  swim  at  all."  said  one  of  the 
seamen,  "and  the  distance  between  the 
boat  and  the  ship's  side  was  increasing." 

"Did  the  captain  give  any  orders?" 

"Only  one."  was  the  reply,  "ami  that 
was  that  all  the  women  and  children 
were  to  go  to  the  starboard  side.  \N  e 
were  on  the  port  side  and  remained  there 
to  give  the  women  .ind  children  a 
chance,  and,  of  course,  we  could  not  help 
them  " 

"Did  none  of  the  passengers  endeavor 
to  leap  into  the  boats?"  was  the  next 
question 

"  rhev  could  not."  said  the  seaman  ad- 
dressed, "so  high  had  the  vessel  raised 
out  of  the  water,  and  they  were  afraid  to

"What? "  interposed  one  man,  "did  not 
one  ot  the  passengers  jump  and  nearly 
swamp  the  boat?  A  big,  stout  man."  and 
here  the  speaker,  with  a  scowl  on  his 
face,  made  a  gesture  to  represent  a  per- 
son of  exceeding  corpulence.  "Nineteen 
men  in  a  boat  only  able  to  hold  four  ton," 
he  continued:  "we  could  not  take  any 
more  vn  board.  Besides, "  and  he  again 
made  use  of  a  dramatic  gesture  to  depict 
the  eddying  of  the  whirlpool  caused  by  a 
ship  fast  going  down,  "we  would  have 
been  sucked  into  the  vortex." 

As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  374  of  the 
passengers  and  crew  of  the  Elbe  are 
missing.  A  strong  northeast  gale  blew 
throughout  the  night,  accompanied  by  a 
severe  frost  but  this  did  not  deter  the 
coast  guards  and  customs  officers  from 
Keeping  up  an  active  watch  all  night 
long  for  anv  signs  of  other  survivors  of 
the  Elbe.  These  coast  guardsmen  and 
custom  house  officers  have  been  on  duty 
continuously  now  for  forty-eight  hours, 
the  whole  force  of  both  branches  of  the 
service  having  been  on  duty,  but  nothing 
is  seen  ot  the  missing  boat  and  not  a 
vestige  of  wreckage  from  her  has  yet 
been  washed  ashore. 

The  majorityof  people  here  have  aban- 
doned all  hope  of  hearing  of  the  res- 
cue of  any  more  of  the  Elbe's  passengers 
or  crew,  as  many  of  the  Yarmouth  and 
Lowestoft  fishing  smacks  are  known  to 
have  been  plying  near  the  scene  of  the 
disaster  and  they  have  not  yet  returned, 
which  they  certainly  would  have  done 
had  they  picked  up'  any  survivors. 

Although  u  is  generally  believed  that 
the  E.be  sank  immediately  after  the  col- 
lision, some  of  the  survivors  assert  that 
they  did  not  see  her  go  down  and  they 
express  the  hope  that  she  may  still  be 
afioat.

City  of  Mr.xico,  Jan.  31.— Since  the 
great  earthquake  shock  of  Nov.  22,  1894, 
which  caused  the  loss  of  fifteen  lives  in

Incompetency  Sot  Wanted. 
The  state  weighmasiers  department 
has  been  induced  to  declare  that  Mr. 
Hopkins  is  a  psrfect  mathematical  won- 
der and  that  he  is  fully  competent  to  fill 
the  position  of  city  comptroller.  This 
does  not  agree  with  the  stories  which 
men  in  this  department  told  before  the 
party  whip  was  snapped.  Wonderful 
stories  are  now  related  of  Mr.  Hopkins 
weighing  cargoes,  going  from  one  scale 
to  another  along  the  tuU  length  of  the 
house,  recording  each  draft  and  making 
footings,  whdeat  the  same  time  he  was 
receiving  cars  and  taking  their  weight 
and  reducing  it  to  bushels. 

The  Herald  has  information  about  Mr. 
Hopkins'  work  at  the  elevators  which 
leads  to  the  conclusion  that  the  above 
stories  are  fairy  tales  concocted  to  bol- 
ster him  up  in  bis  present  campaign  for 
an  office  for  which  he  is  totally  unfitted. 
It  is  stated  on  excellent  authority  that 
when  Mr.  Hopkins  came  here  from 
Crookston  and  began  work  as  a  weigb- 
man  he  could  not  perform  a  simple  sum 
in  division  with  any  certainly  of  accur- 
acy, and  that  he  was  compelled  then  and 
for  a  long  time  subsequently  to  get  other 
men  in  the  department  to  prepare  his 
returns  to  the  chief  weighmaster.  Time 
and  again  the  loading  of  vessels  with 
grain  from  the  elevators  where  Mr. 
Hopkins  was  stationed  has  been  delayed 
by  his  inability  to  perform  the  Work  of 
weighing  with  sufficient  celerity,  his 
slowness  in  calculating  the  weight  and 
making  footings  being  very  noticeable. 

There  is  good  authority  for  saying 
that  Mr.  Hopkins  has  not  the  slightest 
idea  of  bookkeeping;  that  he  could  not 
take  personal  charge  of  the  books  in  the 
comptioller's  oiTicc  without  getting  them 
into  a  hopelessly  involved  condition. 
Indeed  his  friends  have  never  heretofore 
made  any  claims  that  he  could  handle 
the  comptroller's  work  personally.  He 
will  get  a  good  deputy,  they  say,  and  the 
work  will  be  performed  by  him.  They 
evidently  forget  that  the  work  in  the 
comptroller's  office  now  requires  the 
services  of  two  good  accountants  in 
addition  to  Mr.  Ten  Brook,  who  takes 
personal  charge  of  the  whole  work  and 
performs  much  of  it.  Mr.  Hopkins, 
being  incompetent,  would  require  an- 
other first-class  man.  and  this  would 
mean  another  salary  to  be  paid  by  the 
city. 

The  city  cannot  afford  to  place  an  in- 
competent man  in  the  position  of  comp- 
troller. The  duties  of  the  office  are  so 
important,  and  the  danger  of  serious  loss 
to  the  city  by  the  commission  of  errors  is 
so  great,  that  it  would  be  the  height  of 
folly  to  elect  such  a  man  as  Mr.  Hop- 
kins. Let  him  stick  to  his  grain-weigh- 
ing work.  He  has  still  much  to  learn 
about  it  if  reports  are  correct.  Mr.  Ten 
Brook  has  proven  a  thoroughly  compet- 
ent comptroller.  His  natural  qualifications 
for  the  office  and  the  valuable  experi- 
ence he  has  gained  since  he  took  charge 
of  the  office  make  it  advisable  that  he 
should  be  re-elected, and  unless  the  usual 
indications  are  much  astray,  Mr.  Ten 
Brook  will  be  returned  by  an  overwhelm-, 
ing  majority  on  Tuesday  next. 


Produce  the  Proofs, 

Replying  to  a  statement  by  The  Her- 
ald that  Senator  Washburn  was  defeated 
before  Governor  Nelson  entered  the  field, 
the  Minneapolis  Tribune  says:  "Wash- 
barn's  defeat  is  of  no  consequence,  but 
Nelson's  election  by  bribery  and  corrup- 
liop,  and  as  the  reward  of  tergiversation, 
is  a  veiy  serious  matter.  The  indorse- 
ment of  Nelson's  conduct  and  methods 
by  the  press  and  •people  of  the  state 
would  be  a  sad  indication  of  moral  par- 
alysis in  the  commonwealth." 

The  Tribune  has  several  times  since 
the  senatorial  election  talked  of  Gover- 
nor Nelson  securing  the  senatorial  plum 
by  the  aid  of  bribery  and  corruption.  It 
it  time  to  call  upon  this  Minneapolis  sore- 
head for  its  proofs.  It  is  a  serious 
charge  to  make,  and  having  made  it  the 
Tribune  should  be  prepared  to  prove  it 
or  retract  the  charge.  Let  us  have 
names,  dates,  amounts  and  all  the  other 
details.  The  Tribune  says  there 
was  bribery  and  corruption,  but 
this  ecncral  charge  will  not 
be  credited  without  the  production  of 
proofs.  Bring  on  your  proofs.  Mr.  Tri- 
bune, or  confess  that  you  lied. 

It  was  claimed  at  one  time  that  the 
governor  was  using  the  state  patronage 
to  aid  bis  senatorial  aspirations  and  that 
members  were  being  induced  to  vote  for 
him  by  the  promise  of  ofiices  for  friends. 
When  the  appointments  were  announced 
it  was  seen  that  this  charge  was  un- 
founded. Nearly  all  the  old  officials 
have  been  reappointed.  This  fact  has 
swept  away  the  foundation  of  the  patron- 
age charge.  And  the  bribery  and  cor- 
ruption charge  made  by  the  Minneapolis 
paper  is  equally  false  and  malicious.

MR  ITS  ADOPTION. 


Chamber  of  Commerce  Passed  a  Resolution 
Approving  of  the  Financial  Course  Re- 
commended Bjf  the  President. 


Disrussion  Was  Very  Warm  and  C.  E.  Lovett 

Hotly  Opposed  the  Adoption  of  the 

Resolution. 


Motion  to  Postpone  Consideration  For  An- 
other Week  Was  Voted  Down  -Little 
Else  Was  Done. 


At  the  chamber  of  commerce  yester- 
day G.  A.  Leland  introduced  the  follow- 
ing resolution:  "Resolved,  that  it  is 
the  sense  of  this  chamber  that  the  pro- 
position of  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  as  embodied  in  his  recent  mes- 
sage to  congress,  authorizing  the  secre- 
Ury  ol  the  treasury  to  sell  sufficient  long 
time  gold  bonds  to  protect  the  credit  of 
the  nation,  meets  our  hearty  approval, 
and  we  earnestly  urge  upon  our  sena- 
tors ana  representatives  in  congress  to 
unite  in  the  immediate  passage  of  a  bill 
in  conformaty  with  said  message. " 

Then  began  a  disrussion  which  con 
tinued  for  a  long  time  and  was  more  nr 
less  heated.  M.  ( ».  Hall  seconded  the 
motion  to  adopt  the  resolution.  Col. 
Harris  came  in  a  few  moments  later  and 
presented  a  resolution  providibg  for  the 
same  action. 

Mr.  Leland  supported  the  resolution. 
He  referred  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  gold  is  being  drawn  out  of  the  coun- 
try and  thought  the  action  recommended 
by  the  president  would  remedy  this.  He 
thought  a  sale  of  bonds  wouM  result  in 
bringing  the  gold  back  and  force  the 
foreign  powers  to  bring  about  an  inter- 
national monetary  conference. 

J.  H.  Baker  introduced  an  amendment 
postponing  discussion  for  one  week.  C. 
I].  Loveit  seconded  this. 

M.  O.  Hall  said  twenty-six  bank  presi- 
dents in  Chicago  had  endorsed  the  pres- 
ide t's  ideas  and  he  thought  this  suffic- 
ient to  show  that  the  plan  would  result 
in  much  good. 

Mr.  Wheeler  favored  moderate  action 
and  A.  llirsch  thought  the  chamber 
should  go  a  little  slow  and  not  act  for  a 
week. 

Col.  Harris  said  this  was  a  matter  in 
which  people  must  rise  above  partisan- 
ship. He  had  never  admired  Grover 
Cleveland  and  condemned  his  political 
methods  but  would  nevertheless  give 
him  the  credit  of  trying  to  save  the  fame 
and  prosperity  of  the  country.  "The 
government  should  go  out  of  the  bank- 
ing Imsiness  and  in  this  crisis  immediate 
action  should  be  taken"  he  said. 

C.  K.  Lovett  was  hotly  opposed  to  the 
president's  idea  and  made  a  speech 
which  was  at  times  rather  partisan  in 
character,  lie  opposed  any  increase  of 
the  national  debt  in  times  of  profound 
peace.  "President  Cleveland  proposes 
to  almost  double  the  national  debt,"  said 
hr,  "why,  it  is  a  proposition  nothing 
short  of  monstrous."  He  laid  the  whole 
trouble  to  the  "infamous  Wilson  bill" 
and  the  policy  of  the  Democratic  party 
on  the  tariff.  The  tariff  is  inadequate 
to  bring  sufticient  revenues  to  maintain 
the  government,  he  said,  and  this  is  the 
whole  trouble.  "The  chamber  will  stul- 
tify itself  if  it  adopts  that  resolution,"  he 
said.  "Let  the  thing  alone.  Congress 
can  deal  with  the  question  and  ou^ht 
to." 

Henry  C.  Spaldine  answered  this  and 
made  the  clearest  and  most  intelligent 
speech  of  the  meeting.  "I  hear  much 
said  about  running  this  government 
into  debt,"  he  said.  "Let  us  get 
right  down  to  the  question,  if  I  owe  a 
grocery  bill  and  give  a  note  to  pay  it  do 
I  increase  my  debt'"  This  government 
has  outstanding  greenbacks  and  gold 
notes  amounting  to  $3f36,ooo,ooo.  This  a 
government  debt.  Look  at  a  note  and 
see  what  is  stated  thereon,  'the  govern- 
ment will  pay.'  Is  that  not  then  a  debt? 
The  question,  say  what  you  please,  is 
simply  this,  'Is  it  desirable  for  this  gov- 
ernment to  have  so  large  a  floating  in 
debcedness?'  Is  it  wise  that  sularge  an 
amount  be  outstanding  that  it  may  be 
ustd  to  derange  the  treasury?  These 
notes  are  government  obligations  and 
must  be  received  for  duties  on  imports. 
I'ntil  they  are  out  of  the  way  you  can- 
not get  at  the  gold  and  as  soon  they  are 
the  gold  will  come  back. 

"The  president  wants  to  issue  bonds 
to  take  up  this  floating  indebtedness.  He 
does  not  ask  that  the  country's  debt  be 
increased  one  cent.  To  the  silver  men 
I  say  that  the  withdrawal  of  green- 
backs would  help  silver.  It 
would  make  a  demand  for 
another  kind  of  money  and  silver  would 
have  to  be  used.  What  is  to  fill  the 
vacuum  created  by  the  withdrawal  of 
the  greenbacks  is  a  question,  but  it  cer- 
tainly will  increase  the  demand  for 
silver, 

"No  other  nation  of  our  standing  and 
wealth  occupies  the  same  position  as  we 
do— issuing  obligations  against  itself  in 
the  form  of  noteb.  Russia  does  it,  bank- 
rupt Italy  does  it,  poverty-stricken  Spain 
does  it.  Shall  our  government  occupy 
the  same  position  as  these  countries?' 

The  question  was  called  for  and  the 
amendment  lost.  The  origmal  resolu- 
tion was  then  carried. 

A  committee  of  four  is  to  investigate 
D.  H.  Hines'  railroad  scheme.  C.  E. 
Lovett  is  to  represent  the  chamber,  A. 
H.  Burke  the  board  of  trade  and  R.  S. 
Munger  the  citizens. 

The  Minneapolis  Commercial  club  in 
a  communication  asked  that  a  petition 
for  faster  mail  service  between  the  Twin 
Cities  and  Chicago  be  sent  the  post- 
master general.  Referred  to  the  trans- 
portation committee.

It  is  stated  on  undoubted 
authority  that  the  Rothschilds  andSelig- 
man  tv  C(\,  are  arranging  to  make  a 
proposition  to  the  United  States  to  place 
a  big  block  of  4  per  cent  bonds  in  Lon- 
don, or  make  a  gold  loan  to  ihe  govern- 
ment for  from  six  to  nine  months 
against  the  deposit  of  bonds  in  the  New 
York  sub-tieasury.

THE  IRON  TltADE  REVIEW. 

Projects  Involving  Large  Iron  and   Steel  Ton- 
nage Are  Held  Back. 

Clevklani),  Jan.  31.— The  Iron  Trade 
Review  this  week  will  say:  "There  are 
evidences  that  the  prolonged  uncertainty 
in  regard  to  the  financial  legislation, 
poor  railroad  earnings  and  the  further 
oultlow  of  gold  are  holding  back  a  num- 
ber of  projects  that  involve  'a  large  ton- 
nage in  iron  ar.d  steel.  The  financial 
problem  is  in  lacr,  the  largest  element 
of  uncertainty  in  the  outlook  for  every 
industry. 

"It  is' evident  that  the  heavy  buyers  of 
Lake  Superior  iron  ores  are  going  to  be 
in  no  hurry  to  make  their  arrangements 
for  the  next  yen's  supply,  preferring  to 
wait  until  there  are  more  definite  indi- 
cations as  to  the  future  basis  of  all 
values.  While  work  on  which  contracts 
have  been  let  has  brought  a  certain 
amount  of  work  to  the  mills,  and  there  is 
promise  of  goodly  tonnasje  a  few  months 
hence,  there  is  a  sharp  struggle  for  orders 
that  can  be  put  ia  hand  at  once. 

"January  business  in  nearly  all  lines 
has  been  below  anticipations.  Pig  iion 
sales  to  mills  and  foundries  have  been 
small.  As  the  year  opened  there  was  a 
call  lor  iron  by  foundries  that  indicated 
enlarged  consumption,  but  it  appears  to 
have  been  only  a  replenishment  follow- 
ing the  close  reduction  of  all  stocks  at 
the  close  of  iS<;4.  Prices  for  foundry 
iron  are  quite  as  weak  as  at  holiday  time 
and  some  furnaces  have  cone  below  that 
level.

Bill  Adopting  Special  Rules  for    Lake  Naviga- 
tion Passed  the  House. 

Washington,  Jan.  31.— Speaker  Crisp 
called  the  house  to  order  today.  Bills 
were  passed  as  follows:  To  adopt  spe- 
cial rules  for  the  navigation  of  harbors, 
rivers  and  inland  waters  of  the  United 
States,  supplementary  to  the  act  to 
adopt  the  regulations  to  prevent  colli- 
sions at  sea;  to  fix  the  time  for  holding 
district  court  in  North  Dakota. 

The  ho;;se  went  into  committee  arid 
resumed  consideration  of  the  Pacific 
railway  bill. 

The  Senate. 

Washington,  Jan.  31.— Mr.  Hill  pre- 
sented to  the  senate  toe  petition  of  the 
leather  and  hide  trade  of  New  York, 
urging  the  issue  of  $500,000,000  of  gold 
bonds. 

Mr.  Peffer  introduced  a  financial  reso- 
lution "to  provide  for  a  special  election 
to  take  the  sense  of  the  people  concern- 
ing several  questions  as  to  the  financial 
policy  of  the  government." 

The  resolution  of  Mr.  Allen  (Pop.). 
Nebraska,  was  taken  up,  requiring  the 
secretary  of  the  treasury  to  redeem  gov- 
ernment securities  in  silver  as  soon  as  he 
is  convinced  that  a  systematic  effort  is 
being  made  to  deplete  the  gold  reserve 
and  lorce  a  new  isssue  of  bonds. 

An  effective  step  was  taken  at  this 
point  to  bring  the  entire  financial  ques- 
tion belore  the  senate  instead  of  leaving 
it  any  longer  with  the  finance  committee.

DOINGS  OF  THE  SENATE. 


An  Extravagant  Committee  Was  the  Cauie  of  a 
Lively  Debate. 

St.  Paul,  Feb.  i.— The  most  interest- 
ing thing  in  the  senate  this  morning  was 
the  fight  on  the  committee  on  legislative 
expenses.  When  this  committee  was  ap- 
pointed no  one  suspected  that  it  would 
ever  be  changed  with  extravagance,  and 
there  was  general  surprise  when  the 
committee  yesterday  decided  to  favor 
clerks  for  committees,  that  in  the  pa^t 
hardly  knew  what  a  clerk  was.  After 
rather  a  lively  debate  on  the  subject,  the 
whole  matter  was  sent  hick  to  the  same 
ccmmittee  for  further  consideration. 

The  oliowing  bills  were  introduced  in 
the  senate  today: 

Mr.  Shcehan,  amending   the  constitu- 


tion so  as  to  allow   cities  to    frame  their 
own  charters.      Municipal  corporations. 

Mr.  Knatvold,  relating  to  the  trans- 
portation of  certain  freight  by  common 
carriers,  forbidding  freight  rates  in  ex- 
cess of  50  centb  per  ton  on  ore  for  the  first 
100  miles  and  '4  cent  per  ton  for  each 
additional  mile.  I'enalty  from  ^1000  to 
$5000  fine  for  first  offeijst;  and  $5000  to 
^10.000  for  later  offenses.  Mines  and 
minerals. 

Mr.  Knatvold,  to  amend  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  sale  of  mineral  lands,  in- 
creasing the  royalty  from  25  to  35  cents 
per  ton.    Mines  and  minerals. 

Mr.  French,  amending  the  penal  code 
relating  to  adultery.

The  senate  then  adjourned  until  Mon- 
day evening  at  So'clo'jk.

A    Most  Exciting  Scene   Occi:rred    in  the 
House  of  Representatives  at  Wash- 
ington This  Afternoon. 


Congressman  Breckinridge,  of  Kentucky  and 

Madeline  Pollard  Notoriety,  Struck  a 

Blow  at  Congressman  Heard. 


They  Were  Seized  by  Other  Members  But 

Struggled  Fiercely  to  Get  at  Each 

Other. 


Both  Were  Arrested  by  the  Speaker's  Order 

and  Forced  to  Apologize  to  the 

House. 


Washington,  Feb.  i.— There  was  a 
most  exciting  scene  ir  the  house  of  re- 
presentatives this  afternoon  when  Re- 
presentative Breckinridge,  of  Kentucky 
and  Representative  Heard,  of  Missouri, 
came  lo  blows  in  the  center  aisle  in  the 
middle  of  the  hall.  Representative 
Heard,  who  is  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  the  District  of  Columbia,  became 
angered  because  the  Hawaiian  question 
was  being  brought  forward  in  time 
devoted  to  his  committee  and  attempted 
to  secure  the  floor. 

The  beginning  ot  the  controversy  was 
not  plain,  but  suddenly  both  members 
sprang  toward  each  other,  Mr.  Breckin- 
ridge shouting :  "You  cur,  scoundrel  and 
liar,"  striking  at  the  member  from  Mis- 
souri a  fierce  blow,  which  missed  him. 

Instantly  they  were  seized  by  other 
members,  but  struggled  fiercely  to  get  at 
each  other,  shouting  *Liar." 

Mr  i'ence,  of  Colorado,  had  Mr. 
Breckinridge  by  the  throat  and  Mr.  Mc- 
Creary,  of  Kentucky,  climbed  over  sev- 
eral seats  and  held  him  by  the  shoulder. 
For  three  or  four  minutes  there  was  a 
wild  scrambling  resembling  a  football 
rush,  while  all  the  members  in  the  house 
poured  into  the  aisle  and  the  greatest 
confusion  reigned.  The  pounding  of  the 
SDcaker's  gavel  could  not  be  heard  but 
Mr.  Crisp's  voice  rang  above  the  tumult 
shouting:  "Th;i  sergeant-at-irms  will 
arrest  the  members."  And  then,  "The 
sergeant-at-arms  will  bring  them  before 
the  bar  of  the  house  " 

Deputy  Sergeant- at- Arms  Isaac  Hill 
rubhed  down  the  aisle  bearing  the  great 
mace,  followed  by  his  assistant.  The 
two  members  were  then  brought  up  be- 
fore the  speaker's  desk,  two  men  on  each 
side  holding  their  arms,  at-d  Representa- 
tive Dockery,  of  Missouri,  5t-r.nding  be- 
hind them.  Mr.  Breckinridge  was  ex- 
ceedingly red  in  the  face,  while  Mr. 
Heard,  who  :s  a  slender  oian,  was  ashen 
pale  and  trembled  like  a  leaf. 

In  the  course  of  an  explanation  to  the 
house  Mr.  Breckinridge  practically 
challenged  Mr.  Heard  and  demanded 
personal  satisfaction.  Both  Heard  and 
Breckinridge  were  forced  to  apologize  to 
the  house.  Expulsion  proceedings  are 
unlikely. 

The  speaker  ordered  the  members  to 
take  their  seats.  Many  of  the  members 
did  so  reluctantly. 

"Take  it  back,"  shouted  Mr.  Breckin- 
ridge, as  he  glared  at  Mr.  Heard,  who 
stood  like  himself  in  custody  before  the 
bar. 

"You  called  mean  impertinent  puppy," 
answered  Mr.    Heard. 

Meantime  the  speaker  in  stentorian 
tones  was  driving  the  excited  and  frantic 
members  back  with  heavy  blows  of  the- 
gavei.  Mr.  Breckinridge  was  appealing 
for  recognition,  but  the  speaker  would 
not  hear  him. 

After  all  the  members  were  seated,  he 
ordered  both  Heard  and  Breckinridg 
back  to  their  seats  and  then  recognize  : 
the  Kentuckian.  With  his  frame  tremb- 
ling with  excitement,  his  silver  hair 
tumbling  back  from  his  forehead,  Mr 
Breckinridge  rose,  attempting  to  contain 
himself.  Mr.  Breckinridge  btgan  his 
apology  in  humble  tones. 

"No  one,"  he  began,  "can  regret  mort 
ihan  I  that  anv  personal  difficulty  should 
occur  on  this  floor,  but  when  I  thought  I 
had  been  taken  off  the  floor  with  great 
rudeness,  I  went  to  Mr.  Heard  and  said 
to  him  that  he  couli  not  do  business  in 
that  way.  He  replied  that  that  was  an 
insolent  statemeut,  and  that  I  was  'an 
impertinent  scoundrel.'" 

"He  called  me  a  scoundrel,"  interposed 
Mr.  Heard. 

"He  called  me  a  liar,"  v/ent  on  Mr. 
Breckinridge,  ignoring  the  interruption. 
"I  ought  not  to  have  restnttd  it,  Mr. 
Speaker,  but  as  a  Mississippi  judge  once 
said,  the  lie  was  the  first  assault,  and  in 
spite  of  my  white  hairs,  I  could  not  re- 
strain royielf.  I  apologize  to  the  speak- 
er, and  to  the  house.  To  the 
gentleman,  I  will  say,"  he  said 
as  he  turned  and  looked  squarely  at 
Mr.  Heard,  his  voice  raising,  "1  will  sav 
that  that  cannot  remain  between  he 
and  I." 

A  scattering  burst  of  applause  greeted 
this.  Mr.  Breckinridge  took  his  s-at. 
The  house  gasped  at  this  last  statment 
and  sat  breathlessly  waiting  for  the 
reply. 

Mr.  Heard  explained  the  situation. 
Today,  he  said,  had  been  set  apart  for 
District  of  Columbia  business  and  he 
had  felt  it  his  duty  when  the  opposing 
leaders  on  the  Hawaiian  resolution  had 
finished  their  statements  to  demand  the 
previous  question.  The  gentleman  from 
Kentucky  had  then  hurried  over  to  him 
and  had  stated  in  a  tone  in  which  he  re- 
garded as  an  insult  that  the  bonse  would 
do  no  business  today. 

He  had  thereupon  demanded  the  yeas 
and  nays,  as  he  deemed  it  his  duty  to  do, 
whereupon  the  gentleman  from  Ken- 
tucky, in  what  he  regarded  as  most  offen- 
sive language,  had  called  him  an  inso- 
lent and  imper'inent  something. 

"He  followed,"  said  Mr.  Heard,  his 
temper  rising,  "that  statement  with  a 
practical  assault  i  pon  me.  He  called 
me  a  scoundrel."

FOUR  BURNED  TO  DEATH. 


Lives  Lost  by  Fire  in  a  Hospital  at  Cleve- 
land. 

Cleveland,  Feb.  i.— The  Deacon- 
esses' home,  located  on  Jennings  avenue, 
burned  today  and  four  persons  have 
been  burned  to  death.    The    dead  are: 

Albert  Almever,  Minnie  Baumer,  an 
8-months-old  baby  and  Jacob  Krause. 

The  fire  started  in  the  basement,  pre- 
sumably from  the  furnace,  and  before  it 
could  be  extinguished  four  of  the  fifteen 
patients  in  the  house  and  hospital  were 
dead  and  the  building  almost  destroyed. 
Brave  work  on  the  part  of  the  firemen 
and  police  alone  prevented  a  further 
loss.    The  fire  started  about  1 1   o'clock. 

The  hospital  has  been  in  existence  but 
a  short  time.  It  is  a  branch  of  a  large 
hospital  in  Chicago  and  of  no  special  de- 
nomination. 

Before  the  flames  had  reached  the  out- 
side of  the  building,  Minnie  Baumer,  one 
of  the  nurses,  aopeared  at  the  top  stairs 
window  and  implored  those  below  to 
assist  her  in  getting  out  her  patient,  who 
was  William  AUmeyer,  one  of  the  men 
burned.  All  saw  that  it  would  be  folly 
to  attempt  to  enter  the  building,  which 
was  now  burning  fiercely. 

"Jump  to  the  porch  and  save  your- 
self," they  cried  to  her,  as  she  was  but 
itteen  or  sixteen  feet  above  the  broad 
veranda  roof. 

"I  can't  leave  my  patient,"  was  the 
reply  of  the  brave  woman,  as  she  turned 
to  look  back  into  the  room,  evidently  to 
quiet  the  fears  of  AUmever,  who  thought 
she  was  going  to  leave  him.  For  a  mo- 
ment the  brave  woman  stood  looking 
down  into  the  crowd  below  her,  and  then 
duty  triumphed  over  her  desire  to  be 
saved. 

The  smoke  was  pouring  from  the  win- 
dows above  her  and  her  white,  startled 
face  appeared  as  a  picture  in  the  frame 
ot  darkness  ebony.  Then  she  turned 
into  the  room  and  she  was  seen  no  more, 
until  her  blackened  form  was  carried 
tenderly  from  the  building  shortly  after.

Last  night  Nathan  Bijur, 
of  New  York,  left  for  Peoria,  accompani- 
ed by  two  expert  accountants  and  armed 
with  an  order  Irom  judge  Crosscup  tor 
an  examination  of  the  books  oj  the  com- 
pany. Early  today  word  was  received 
that  access  to  tne  books  was  denied. 

Mr.  Bijur  wired  that  the  books  were 
behind  tbc  bolts  and  bars  of  the  com- 
pany's vault,  and  that  the  only  man  hav- 
ing the  combination  to  the  safe  was  out 
of  town. 

His  request  for  instructions  was  an- 
swered immediately  by  a  telegram  or- 
dering bim  to  secure  the  books  at  any 
cost,  and  to  use  dynamite  if  necessary.

FOUR  BURNED  TO  DEATH. 

Lives  Lost  by  Fire  in  a  Hospital  at  Cleve- 
land. 

Cleveland,  Feb.  i.— The  Deacon- 
esses' home,  located  on  Jennings  avenue, 
burned  today  and  four  persons  have 
been  burned  to  death.  The  dead  are: 
Albert  Almever,  Minnie  Baumer,  an 
8-months-old  baby  and  Jacob  Krause. 

The  fire  started  in  the  basement,  pre- 
sumably from  the  furnace,  and  before  it 
could  be  extinguished  four  of  the  fifteen 
patients  in  tbe  house  and  hospital  were 
dead  and  the  building  almost  destroyed. 
Brave  work  on  the  part  of  the  firemen 
and  police  alore  prevented  a  further 
loss.

"I  can't  leave  mv  patient,"  was  the 
reply  of  the  brave  woman,  as  she  turned 
to  look  back  into  the  room,  evidently  to 
quiet  the  fears  of  Allmever,  who  thought 
she  was  going  to  leave  him.

WASHiNGTON.Feb.  I.— The  European 
ecoriomists  are  alarmed  at  the  prospect 
that  the  I'nited  States,  the  greatest  sugar 
country  in  the  world  and  always  relied 
upon  to  absorb  the  surplus  European 
product,  will  at  no  distant  date  produce 
all  of  its  own  sugar.  Frank  Mason, 
I'Dited  States  consul  general  a  Frank- 
fort. Germany,  has  submitted  to  the  state 
department  a  special  report  on  Ameri- 
can competition  in  sugar  production 
which  is  full  of  mteresting  statistics  on 
the  subject.  Among  other  things  he 
shows  that  the  crop  of  beetroot  sugar 
last  year  exceeded  bv  76J.000  tons  the 
product  of  the  preceding  ycai. 

The  production  of  cane  sugar  has 
doubled  in  the  past  twenty  years,  while 
that  of  beet  sugar  has  trebled.  Careful 
examinati  ms  of  the  possihihtes  ot  beet 
sugar  production  in  the  I'liiled  States 
have  been  made  by  European  corre 
spondent5  who  sho»v  certain  locahiics, 
noiablv  California  and  some  ol  the  more- 
southerly  anJ  westerly  si.«te-.  will  t-nj  )y 
decided  natural  advantages  over  all  the 
beet  producing  rountrus  of  Europe. 
Four  elements  enter  into  the  competi- 
tion, climate,  cost  and  tcriility  of  land, 
cost  of  Ubor  and  the  tffcctive  economy 
of  the  machinery  and  methnds.  of  culti- 
vation and  sugar  manufacture.  In  all 
but  one,  cost  of  ^abor,  the  I  ni:ed  States 
has  the  advantage. 

An  English  correspondent  shows  that 
wherCiS  beet  growing  in  Germany,  rot- 
wiihitanding  the  cneapiesi  ot  labor, 
costi  on  an  average  of  §50.30  per  acre; 
in  California,  in  spite  ol  hinh  wages,  the 
net  cost  doe:,  not  exceed  $17.50  per  acre, 
a  diflcrence  of  $33  07  per  acre  m  favor  of 
the  Pacifn:  coast.  Land  is  also  cheaper 
and  the  Californu  farmer  works  a  neb 
virgin  soil  while  his  German  rival  is  re- 
stricted to  old  worn  out  lands  which 
must  be  sustained  bv  the  constant  use  of 
fertilizers.  These  facts  have,  as  Mr. 
Mason  shows,  awakened  the  apprehen- 
sion among  European  economists  and  su- 
gar produc-  r»  and  have  greatly  depressed 
the  movement  in  England  to  plant  bceis 
instead  of  wheat.  . 

The  legislative  appropriation  bill, 
soon  to  be  reported  to  tbe  house  by  the 
committee  on  appropriations,  will  con- 
tain a  provision  abolishing  the  practice 
of  paying  fees  by  wood  and  coal  deal- 
ers to  persons  desigr.atea  bv  law  to  in- 
spect purchases  of  supplies  of  such 
character.  The  fee  now  paid  to  such  in- 
spectors by  persons  selling  wood  and 
coal  to  the  government  is  <)  cents  per 
cord  of  wood  and  20  cents  per  ton  of 
CO  il,  and  the  total  amount  received  bv 
such  inspectors  during  the  past  fiscal 
year  amounted  to  $85  jo.  The  pe»sons 
performing  the  duties  of  inspection  are 
officers  of  the  government,  so  th.T.t  the 
effect  of  the  practice  is  to  give  them  ex- 
tra compensation,  in  addition  to  the  reg- 
ular salary  allowed  bv  law.  The  in- 
spectors will  be  required  to  see  that  each 
ton  of  cnal  weighed  by  them  shall  ■  con- 
sist of  2210  pounds  and  each  cord  of 
wood  measured  shall  be  of  the  standard 
measure  of  12S  cubic  feet. 

A  report  has  been  received  by  Secre- 
tary Morton  from  United  States  Consul 
Morss  in  Paris,  showing  the  costof  a  com- 
plete e<iJipment  lor  beet  sugar  mills  of 
different  capacities.  Tbe  cost  of  a  mill 
of  a  capacity  of  sixteen  and  one-half  tons 
isi^hown  tobe  $i86,79t;  ot  eleven  tons 
$138,116,  and  of  five  and  one-half  tons 
$04,6oo  The  roa'hinery  upon  which 
these  estimates  are  made,  says  Consul 
Morss,  is  of  the  latest  and  mo-t  im- 
proved pUterns  and  the  installations 
contemplated  are  first-class  in  every 
respect.  The  figures  represent  the  cost 
of  the  material  free  on  board  cars  in  the 
station  at  Havre  and  do  not  include  the 


m?'ritime  transportation,  assurance, 
which  remain  at  tbe  charge  of  the 
signee.

ROMANTIC  BUT  SAO  STORY. 

The  Life  ol  One  ol  the  Victims  ol  the  tibe  Dii- 
aster. 

Oakland,  Cal.,  Feb.  i,— There  is  no 
doubt  that  15,  M.  F.runson  and  Ida  Brun- 
son,  whose  names  appear  in  the  Elbe's 
steerage  passenger  list  are  the  young 
military  captain  and  wife  who  started 
for  Berlin  in  December  last  to  present 
their  claim  to  a  f:6o,ooo  share  in  the 
estate  of  Baron  v,.ii  Barnckow.  All  the 
circumstances  of  time  and  travel  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  voung  couple's  inten- 
tion in  the  event  of  tailure,  prove  their 
identity.  ,       .        ,.. 

The  story  of  Mrs.  Brunson  s  short  lilc 
is  a  romantic  one.  Twenty  years  ago 
Baron  von  Barnekow,  the  heir  to  an  im- 
menbc  estalo  in  B.luc  by  virtue  of  being 
ihe  oldest  son  in  the  family,  came  to  Cali- 
forni.a.  In  San  Francisco  he  met  and 
married  Miss  Green,  who  still  resides 
here.  For  some  ^ears  the  nobleman  and 
his  American  wif^  lived  together  and 
Baron  von  Barnekow  and  a  twin  sister 
rt-ere  born.  Ida,  who  alone  survived,  is 
th^  girl  who  subsequently  adopted  the 
name  of  Green  when  her  mother  re- 
sumed it. 

The  marriage  of  Mrs.  Green  to  the 
baron  was  not  a  happy  one.  Ida  was 
placed  tn  the  convent  of  the  Sacred 
Heart,  San  Francisco,  and  then  at  Miss 
Lake's  private  school  she  was  educated 
.nt  her  f.ather's  -\pense.  Baron  von 
Barnekow  returned  to  Germany  to  claim 
his  estate  at  the  death  of  his  father,  and 
there  he  died  without  making  any  pro- 
vision for  the  support  of  his  wife  or 
daughter,  .'hough  he  had  been  exceed- 
ingly aitached'io  the  httle  one.  He  had 
lived  with  his  wile  up  to  the  time  of  his 
departure  and  it  was  his  intention  to  re- 
turn to  Calitornia. 

Litigation  over  the  estate  followed  the 
baron's  death,  and  it  was  in  the  hupe  of 
ending  the  case  favorably  that  the  young 
couple  started  tor  Germany  less  than 
two  months  ago.  wi  h  little  money  to  push 
their  claim.  It  is  evident  from  the  fact 
ot  the  sudden  return  that  either  the  case 
was  compromiseii  with  the  opposing 
heirs  or  that  the  prospect  was  hopeless, 
and  the  circuoiMatice  of  the  sailing  in 
ihe  steerage  tells  plainly  of  tailure.

In  the  case  of  John  G.  Howard  against 
the  Duluth  Driving  Park  association 
Judge  Ensign  yesterday  completed  find- 
ings that  will  cause  consternation  among 
the  stockholders  in  that  defunct  associa- 
tion, for  each  and  every  one  is  made  re- 
sponsible for  the  liabilities  of  the  cor- 
poration. The  trial  o[  the  case  occupied 
a  week  before  Judge  Ensign  some 
months  ago,  and  it  was  chiefly  remark- 
aole  for  the  agility  with  which  the  per- 
sons who  were  charged  with  being  stock- 
holders hastened  to  disclaim  any  con- 
nection whatever  with  the  Duluth  Driv- 
ing Park  association  and  for  the  number 
of  attorneys  who  represented  various 
stockholders  during  the  proceedings. 

The  action  was  brought  under  chapter 
76  of  of  the  state  laws  to  enforce  the 
liability  of  the  stockholders,  and  maty 
and  varied  were  the  excusei  given  m 
hope  of  escaping  the  penalty  of  holding 
stock.  Manv  of  the  defendants  asserted 
that  they  bad  donated  the  sums  set  op- 
posite their  names  without  any  intention 
of  becoming  stockholders,  and  that  the  j 
stock  had  been  lorced  upon  them.  Some  | 
few  of  these  assertions  are  declared 
valid  by  Judge  Ensign.  Another  excuse 
was  that  the  business  lor  which  the  cor- 
pLiration  was  formed  was  illegal,  because 
it  involved  racing  for  bets  and  stakes. 
This  latter  defense  did  no:  avail.

S12, 
S^)0  in  notes.  The  enure  indebtedness  is 
luund  10  be  $21,516  S7,  which  excccu!>  the 
amount  in  the  hnnds  ot  tbo  receiver,  the 
amount  due  on  stock  subscriptions  ana 
the  total  par  value  of  the  stock  sub 
scribed.  The  result  of  a  sale  of  all 
available  assets  besides  unpaid  sub- 
scriptions netted  the  receiver,  W.  G. 
Ciosby,  $41  lo  iflsct  $21,516.57  liabil- 
itits.  The  fences  and  granu  stand  were 
seized  in  a  hen  long  a^o  by  the  contrac- 
tor, H.  H.  Cossitt,  wno  was  never  p  id. 
No  01  e  setnis  to  have  been  paid,  and 
ihe  stockholders  are  wondering  where 
the  liabilities  accumulated  horn. 
Four  Are  Not  Stockholders. 

Judge  Er.sign  finds  that  W.  I'.  Heim- 
haugh,  M.  O.  Hall,  A.  W.  Dulion  and 
Duncan,  Brewer  vv:  Co.were  never  stock- 
holders. The  name  of  the  latter  firm 
was  placed  on  the  list  by  T.  W.  Hoopes, 
treasurer  ot  the  association,  without  the 
firm's  authotity.  A  certificate  of  stock 
for  $100  which  was  sent  m  payment  for  a 
donjition  of  lumber  worth  gioo  was  re- 
lubed  by  the  company,  and  thou;^h 
Hoopes  was  requested  to  come  and  take 
it  away  he  never  did  so.  Accompanying 
the  findings  is  a  list  of  sixty  three  names 
of  firms  and  individuals  with  the  amoui.t 
of  their  stock  subscriptions.  Judge 
Ensign  finds  each  of  these  parties  liable 
for  all  that  may  be  due  on  their  stock 
and  for  an  additional  sum  equal  to  the 
par  value  of  the  shares  held    by    them. 

No  creditors  of  the  association  are  en- 
titled to  any  benefit  from  this  decision 
besides  those  mentioned  above,  who  put 
in  appearance  in  the  trial.  The  case 
will  probably  be  appealed  by  some  of 
the  stockholders. 

The  demurrer  of  Alfred  Merritt  et  al 
to  the  complaint  of  the  First  National 
bank,  of  Chattanooga,  has  been  over- 
ruled by  Judge  Moer  and  appealed  by 
Merritt. 

Walter  N.  Ingalls  has  petitioned  the 
court  to  make  tiim  party  plainti£f  in  the 
case  of  Doud  &  Sons  against  the  Duluth 
Milling  company  on  a  claim  of  S1440  for 
services  as  bookkeeper.  Judge  Lewis 
has  filed  findings  for  the  defendant  in 
the  case  of  H.  H.  Hoyt  against  M.  ]. 
Clark,  a  dispute  over  title  to  land  in 
58- J  J. 

Judge  Ensign  has  made  an  order  al- 
lowing the  final  account  of  Charles  Mc- 
Namara,  assignee  for  J.  J.  Murnik  & 
Co  ,  of  Tower,  and  allowing  him  $358.14 
for  compensation  and  $525  attorney's 
fees. 

The  grand  jury  will  be  charged  and 
sworn  in  Tuesday  morning,  but  as  elec- 
tion day  happens  to  fall  on  the  same  day 
as  the  opening  of  the  February  term,  no 
other  business  will  be  transacted. 
Wednesday  morning  the  calendar  will 
be  called  and  in  the  afternoon  the  judges 
will  hear  motions.  The  petit  jury  tales- 
men are  calKd  lor  Thursday  morning. 
«  hen  the  trial  of  jury  cases  will  'oe  com- 
menced.

all  against  those  instances  in  which  the 
raanigers  of  socallctl  harpain  sale*,  by 
means  of  fraudulent  advertisements, 
effect  a  sale  of  merchandise  of  indiffer- 
ent value,  thus  supplying  the  demand  of 
a  section  or  entire  district  for  a  consid- 
erable perioci,  during  which,  of  course, 
the  legitimate  business  houses  have  to 
suffer,  and  the  welfare  cf  the  whole  com- 
munity is  mjured.  A  number  of  the 
chambers  of  commerce  have  complaintd 
oi  this  unfair  competition. 

The  act  is  very  sweeping  in  its  provis- 
ions and  proscribes  these  things  as  un- 
fair competition:  Attempting  to  place 
business  offers  in  a  particularly  favor- 
able light  by  means  of  incorrect  declar- 
ations regarding  the  nature  of  prices  of 
articles  of  merchandise, 

amount  of  stock  on  hand 
the  cause  of  selling  out;  hindeiing 
business  or  credit  of  a  merchant  by 
correct  statements  as  to  his  business, 
person  or  wares;  using  names  of  firms 
or  pi:rsons,  or  tradi;marks  or  signs  so  as* 
to  lead  to  confusion  or  infringe  upon 
another  merchants  trade;  the  betrayal  of 
trade  secrets  by  an  employe  within  two 
years  after  leaving  his  employer. 

Mr.  Stern  says  that  owing  to  the  great 
difficulty  that  would  be  experienced  in 
construing  the  application  of  this  act  in 
individual  cases,  it  has  already  been 
severely  criticised  and  he  expresses 
doubt  of  its  passage  by  the  reicbstag  at 
least  this  year.

It  would  be  laughable,  if  there  wre 
not  such  serious  consequences  involved, 
to  watch  the  efforts  of  the  News  Tribune, 
and  the  political  bosses  whose  mouth- 
piece it  IS,  to  prove  that  Mr.  Hopkins  j^  a 
mathematical  wonder,  an  accountant  of 
amazing  expertness  and  a  veritable 
arithmetical,  algebraic  and  logarithmic 
prodigy.  Why  it  is  an  actual  fact,  ac- 
cording to  the  morning  piper,  that  Mr. 
Hopkins'  arithmetical  abilities  are  of 
such  a  high  order  that  he  can  add  up 
ten  rows  of  figures  at  his  leisure  and 
copy  them  on  a  blank  report  to  his 
superior  ctlicer.  This  is  a  little  better 
than  common  report  credits  him  with 
being  able  to  accomplish  when  he  was 
first  sent  to  Duluth  by  "Bill"  Merri.^m 
in  payment  of  a  political  debt  contraried 
at  Crookston,  and  therefore  Mr.  Hopkins 
must  be  given  credit  for  having  made  a 
little  progress  in  knowledge  during  the 
past  few  years. 

But.  seriously  speaking,  would  it  not 
be  a  public  calamity  to  place  such  a  man 
in  the  office  of  city  comptroller?  It  is 
the  most  important  office  in  the  munici- 
pal service.  The  comptr  Her  is  a  check 
upon  every  other  city  officer.  He  is  the 
guardian  of  the  city's  interests  in  many 
directions,  and  upon  his  competency  de- 
pends much.  The  work  in  connection 
with  the  assessments  lor  city  improve 
ments  is  of  a  delicate  character;  the 
slightest  error  might  result  in  the  loss  to 
the  city  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Think 
of  what  might  be  the  result  should  an 
incompetent  man  like  Mr.  Hopkins  be 
placed  m  this  office! 

And  Mr.  Hopkins  is  utterly  incompe- 
tent to  act  as  the  comptroller  of   the  city 
of  Duluth,    The  Herald  says  this  with- 
out    the     slightest     personal      feeling 
and        without       any        bias        whu 
ever.      It     has     no      feeling     against 
Mr.     Hopkins     personally;      on      the 
contrary  it   wishes  him    success  in   the 
position  which  he   now   fills.     Bat   il  is 
convinced     from    the    evidence    which 
can     be     gathered,     from     the    slate- 
m3nts  of  men  who  have  been  brought  in 
close  contact  with   Mr.    Hopkins    m    a 
business  way,  that  he   is  absolutely    un- 
fitted for  the  comptroilership,  and   that 
the  Republican  convention  made  a  very 
serious  mistake  when,  at  the  dictation  cf 
the  bosses,  it  nominated  him   in   prefer- 
ence to  such  a  competent  man  as   Mr 
Ten  Brook. 

It  would  be  a  serious  misfortune  to 
the  city  should  Mr.  Hopkins  be  elected, 
but  happily  there  is  no  probability  of 
such  a  result,  because  the  people  of  Du- 
luth are  intelligent  and  will  not  vote  for 
an  incompetent  candidate  merely  be- 
cause he  wears  jome  party  tag.  And  not 
only  would  Mr.  Hopkins'  cleciion  be  a 
misfortune  to  the  city,  but  it  would  be  a 
calamity  to  the  Republican  party  in 
Duluth.  The  best  interests  of  the  city 
demand  Mr.  Ten  Brook's  election.  He 
ishoncsr.  He  is  competent.  He  is  ex- 
perienced. What  more  do  you  want? 
Vote  for  him  and  against  incompetency. 


Because  Mr.  Towne  deems  it  good 
policy  on  hii  part  to  "stand  in"  with  th^ 
political  twjsies,  and  because  Mr.  Kin- 
ney has  thou,<ht  it  advis.ibk  to  do  like- 
wise.

Part  three  of  the  twenty-thi 
report  of  the  geological  survej 
nesota  is  jast  out.  It  consists 
lin:  n;iry  report  on  the  Rainy  1 
region,  written  by  H.  V.  Win 
I'.  S.  Grant.  In  the  introduc 
stated  that  the  report  makes  r 
sions  to  he  an  exhaustive  desc 
the  locality,  but  is  an  endeavo 
sent  some  precise  and  reliable 
tion  concerning  the  geological  resources 
and  general  conditions  of  the  country. 

There  is  an  historical  sketch  of  the 
discoveries  of  gold  in  the  Lake  Superior 
region,  and  a  detailed  account  of  the 
general  features  of  the  Rainy  Lake  re- 
gion acfl  its  geology.  This  is 
accompanied  by  a  geological 
map  of  the  district  in  which 
the  gold-bearing  rocks  are  indicated. 
Next  comes  a  description  of  the  veins  in 
general  and  individual  properties,  and  a 
chapter  devoted  to  the  treatment  of  the 
ores  of  the  region.  Followinjj  this  are 
two  chapters  on  the  other  resources  of 
the  RaJr.y  Lake  country  and  the  routes 
of  travel. 

la  the  concluding  parts  of  the  report 
th«:re  is  reference  to  other  reports  of  gold 
in  Minnesota,  among  which  is  a  page  or 
so  about  the  fraudulent  gold  "mine"  at 
Redwood  Falls.  In  summing  up,  the  re- 
port says  otthe  Rainy  Lake  region:  "As 
yet  the  development  is  insufficient  to 
warrant  the  positive  assertion  that  profit- 
able 2old  mining  operation  can  be  con- 
ducted there,  but  in  certain  localities  the 
prospects  are  full  of  encouragement 
and  promise  to  the  conservative  opera- 
tor."

morning  to  look  the  matter  up. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  cause  for 
alarm.  There  will  be  no  ice  famine  in 
Duluth  this  summer.  There  will  not 
even  be  a  sufificient  shortage  to  afford 
the  ice  barons  an  excuse  for  raising  the 
price.  No  ice  has  yet  been  cut  for  the 
summer's  supply,  except  a  few  thousand 
tons  for  the  use  of  cold  storage  houses, 
etc.  There  is  plenty  of  time  for  cutting 
the  ice  which  will  supply  the  city, 
even  if  the  lake  does  not  freeze  up  until 
March. 

The  storage  ice  may  be  cut  in  almost 
any  spot,  as  it  is  not  uSed  in  any  busi- 
ness that  requires  great  care  as  to  purity. 
The  city  supply,  however,  must  be  cut 
from  the  lake,  and  it  cannot  be  ob- 
tained until  a  good  thick  coating  of  pure 
ice  has  been  secured.  In  the  twelve 
years  the  Duluth  Ice  company  has  been 
in  business  there  have  been  but  two 
years  when  the  supply  from  the  lake  was 
cut  in  January.  It  is  generally  cut  in 
February,  and  toward  the  end  of  the 
month  at  that.  Sometimes  it  runs  into 
March,  and  in  two  years  out  of  the 
t.velve  the  entire  supply  was  cut  in 
March. 

So  there  is  plenty  of  time  in  which  to 
cut  next  summer's  supply,  and  the  pres- 
en'  atmospheric  condition,  as  some  may 
have  noticed,  is  extremely  favorable  to 
ice  making.  If  necessary  the  entiie 
supply  may  be  cut  in  ten  or  twelve  days 
by  putting  on  larger  gangs  of  men  at 
each  ice  bouse. 

The  annual  cut  for  Duluth,  exclusive 
of  storage,  is  20,000  tons,  of  which  the 
Duluth  Ire  company  handles  15.0C0  tons 
and  the  East  End  Ice  company  5000 
tons.  About  10,000  tons  of  storage  ice  is 
used  by  the  packing  houses,  slaughter 
houses  and  cold  storage  houses. 

The  Duluth  Ice  company  has  cut 
about  1500  tons  at  Spirit  Lake  for  J.  B. 
Sutphin's  West  Duluth  storage  house, 
and  today  began  to  cut  in  the  b.iy  a  sup- 
ply for  ihe  Minnesota  Packing  company. 
The  storage  ice  will  be  gathered,  and  by 
that  time,  unless  the  weather  fails,  the 
lake  will  be  ready  to  furnish  the  city  sup- 
ply-

Each  division 
will  meet  weekly  and  its  work  will  em- 
brace debates,  essay?,  orations,  etc.  It 
is  intended  that  this  arrangement  will 
strengthen  the  society  work.

K.  Light,  a  fish  peddler  who  resides  at 
No.  3225  West  Superior  street,  has  been 
at  the  city  hall  nearly  every  day  this 
week  making  an  appeal  for  what  he  con- 
siders justice.  Monday  night,  he  says, 
he  stopped  into  McFadden's  saloon,  532

Last  Nighl  Ihe  Coldest  ol  the  Winter— Twenty- 
Seven  Below. 

It  was  the  coldest  night  of  the  year. 
Everybody  knows  that  whether  tbcv 
looked  at  the  thermometer  last  night  or 
this  morning  or  not  at  all.  The  mer- 
cury dropped  to  27  degrees  below  zero 
and  stood  there  for  some  time.  It  re- 
gistered that  temperature  at  7  o'clock 
this  morning. 

The  advance  guard  of  the  cold  wave 
arrived  during  the  afternoon  yesterday 
and  Irom  then  on  the  mercury  kept 
chasing  down  until  finally  there  was  a 
total  fall  of  24  degrees.  St.  Paul  caught 
it  worse  having  a  fall  of  34    degrees. 

The  coldest  point  was  Winnipeg.where 
it  was  34  degrees  below  at  7  a.  m.  It 
was  26  below  at  St.  Paul  and  Moorhead.

Mil- 
waukee's thermometer  registers  10  be- 
low. It  is  the  most  extensive  cold  wave 
of  the  winter  and  covers  an  immense 
territory,  running  clear  down  almost  to 
Northern  Georgia  and  Alabama. 

For  today  warmer  weather  is  pre- 
dicted, the  temperature  to  continue  to 
rise  until  tomorrow  night.  It  may  not 
be  a  marked  change  but  when  the 
weather  says  "it  will  be  warmer  tonight" 
it  means  warmer  than  it  was  twenty-four 
hours  previous.  Whatever  the  general 
public  may  think,  the  plumbers  and  coal 
dealers  are  not  kicking.

Paul,  who  owns  large  milling  and  lumber- 
ing interests  here,  gave  a  ban<|uet  to  the 
business  men  of  \irginia  at  the  Hotel 
Virginia  last  Saturday  night.  Over  100 
covers  were  served  and  the  compliments 
Landlord  McGarry  received  only  in- 
directly served  to  indicate  the  joy  of  the 
guests  in  the  royal  intertainment  of  their 
distinguished  patron  Mr.  Moon. 

Dr.  William  Alden  in  his  felicitous 
manner  as  toastmaster  and  chairman, 
after  the  guests  were  seated,  paid  a  high 
tribute  to  the  host  of  the  evening  and 
congratulated  the  citi:;ens  of  Virginia  up- 
on the  happy  union,  there  displayed,  of 
wit,  wisdom  and  enterprise  coqueting 
with  progress  and  indefatigable-get- 
there-ativeness.

I-,  and  the  following  is  the  why  of  the 
wherefore:  Some  days  ago  thirteen  of 
the  madams  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Alderman  Trevillion  a  petition  asking 
the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  abate  or  re- 
duce their  monthly  tines  of  $5-- 5°  each. 
The  accomodating  alderman  from  the 
Fourth  ward  did  not  formally  tile  the 
petition  but  the  little  movement  on  the 
pan  of  the  madames,  backed  up  by  their 
personal  appeals  and  tears  seems  to 
have  knocked  the  persimmons  into  their 
capacious  laps. 

This  morning  when  The  Herald  city 
hall  reporter  called  in  at  the  police  court 
and  looked  at  the  record,  he  found,  under 
date  of  Jan.  31,  that  charges  of  tunning 
houses  had  been  entered  against  fifteen 
madames. 

Through  each  entry,  however,  were 
drawn  black  pencil  marks. 

"Why  are  these  entries  erased?"  asked 
the  reporter  of  Deputy  Clerk  Tischart, 

"I  don't  know."  he  replied,  "I  was  told 
to  cancel  them." 

Inciuiry  was  then  made  of  Cicrk  Grady. 
• '^  ou  had  better  see  the  mayor  about 
that,"  was  all  the  answer  he  would  make. 
Mayor  Lewis  was  interrogated.  He 
seemed  a  trifle  confused  at  being  ques- 
tioned upon  so  delicate  a  subject,  but 
finally  said  that  the  women  had  begged 
off  on  account  of  hard  times.  They  de- 
clared that  they  had  no  money  and  if 
arraigned  as  usual  would  be  compelled 
to  eo  to  jail.  "1  talked  it  over  with  some 
of  the  aldermen."  said  the  mayor,  "and 
rather  than  see  the  women  go  to  jail 
we  decided  to  postpone  the  day  of  pay- 
ment. The  public  treasury  will  not  lose 
anything,  as  they  will  pay  their  fines 
later,  probably  next  week." 

The  postponement  of  the  regular 
monthly  "matinee"  made  considerable 
excitement.  A  report  commenced  to 
circulate  that  the  fines  had  been  remitted 
on  condition  that  the  madames  contri- 
bute to  the  municipal  campaign  fund, 
but  the    mayor's    explanation    answers 

that. 

As  usual,  the  chief  of  police  swore  out 
complaints  and  warrants  for  the  women 
were  issued  .ind  served.  They  came  up 
to  the  court  room  yesterday  afternoon 
thinking  that  their  tears  and  pleadings 
had  been  in  vain  but  when 
they  arrived,  they  were  re- 
ceived  by  Chief  Armstrong,  with  hat  in 
hand  and  supported  by  the  court  ofhcer 
and  his  deputies.  ,  . 

"Madam,"  said  the  chief  wuh  his 
blandest  smile  to  each  one,  "you  may  go 
home.  The  matinee  has  been  postponed 
until  Feb.  1 5." 

One  woman,  however,  Irene  bterrett. 


missed  the  chief  and  entered  the  court 
room  unseen.  She  made  right  for  Judge 
Powell's  private  oftice  and  commenced 
to  pour  out  a  tale  of  woe. 

"I  owed  an  alderman  a  bill  for  goods," 
said  she,  "and  asked  him  to  postpone 
my  day  of  payment  as  I  had  to  pay  my 
fine  soon.  He  said  pay  him  his  bill  and 
he  would  guarantee  that  1  would  have 
no  fine  to  pay  this  month  and  I  did  so. 
Now  they  have  brought  me  in  here  and 
I  have  no  money.  Won't  you  let  me 
o£f?" 

Judge  Powell  told  her  that  he  could 
do  nothing  for  her  if  she  came  formally 
before  him.  She  was  in  dispair  but  just 
then  the  chief  found  her  and  broke  the 
good  news. 

Mercy  and  fairness  seems  to  be  at  the 
bottom  of  this  new  departure,  but  some 
of  the  more  straight-laced  citizens  say 
that  it  is  a  shame  and  that  if  the  women 
do  not  pay  as  usual,  complaint  will  be 
made  against  them  before  the  grand 
jury  next  week.

The  effort  of  the  defense  to  draw  from 
the  witnesses  already  examined  evidence 
as  to  the  finding  of  tracks  of  pointed  toe 
shoes  at  the  scene  of  the  murder  has 
served  to  confirm  the  impression  that  the 
defense  has  the  theory  that  there  was  a 
third  man  concerned  in  the  crime  firmly 
in  mind. 

In  this  same  connection  the  testimony 
of  Witness  Goosman  as  to  the  bloody 
condition  of  the  buggy  is  important  as 
showing  that  Blixt's  story  of  how  the 
murder  was  done  cannot  be  wholly  true, 
as  it  would  have  been  impossible  for  the 
murderer  to  do  the  deed  without  being 
splashed  with  blood. 

The  defense  will  also  attempt  to  show 
bv  expert  testimony  that  the  wounds  on 
Miss  Ging's  face  could  not  have  been 
produced  as  Blixt  says  they  were,  after 
death  when  the  body  was  pushed  out  of 
the  buggy.  By  such  testimony  as  this, 
the  detense  hqpes  to  dvscre<^.t  Blixt'« 
story.'^  The  story  of  Adry  Hayti^d  will 
be  attacked  by  the  insanity  testimony, 
the  effort  to  show  that  possibly  he  was 
himself  the  instigator  of  the  crime,  or  at 
any  rate  that  his  story  of  his  brother 
Harry's  connection  with  it  is  a  hallucina- 
tion. 

The  defense  permitted  the  Journal  to 
print  yesterday  two  letters  written  by 
Miss  Ging  to  Harry  Hayward.  These 
speak  of  the  loans  he  has  made  her  in 
such  a  way  as  to  prove  that  there  were 
bona  fide  financial  transactions  between 
them.  The  battle  will  rage  hotly  around 
these  letters,  which  are  claimed  by  the 
state  to  be  simply  part  of  Harry's  deep 
plot  to  protect  himself. 

There  is  much  amusement  among 
those  connected  with  the  case  over  the 
claim  made  by  a  morning  paper  this 
morning  that  the  pointed  footprints  were 
made  by  one  of  its  reporters  who  visited 
the  scene  of  the  murder.  The  claim  is 
recognized  as  an  attempt  to  get  adver- 
tising out  of  the  quest  for  the  third  man.

An  Electrical  Conveyor  From  Chicago  Post- 
office  to  a  Depot. 

Chicago,  Feb.  2. — If  the  city  council 
will  permit,  a  novel  experiment  will  be 
tried  in  the  swift  transport  of  mails  from 
the  postoffice  to  the  Illinois  Central 
station  at  Twelfth  street  and  Park  Row. 
one  mile  distant. 

Richard  B.  Sherm&n,  the  inventor  of 
the  system,  proposes  to  erect  an  over- 
head, or  rather  overhouse  roof,  electrical 
conveyor  that  will  carry  a  7;-pound  mail 
pouch  from  the  roof  from  the  postoffice 
lo  the  station  in  five  minutes.  It  now 
takes  twenty-two  minutes  to  transport 
mail  to  the  station  by  wagon. 

The  conveyoil  is  similar  to  the  one 
outside  the  transportation  building  on 
the  World's  fair  grounds,  except  that  it 
is  to  be  operated  by  electricity,  a  wire 
answering  to  the  trolley  wire  on  a  street 
car  system  furnishing  the  power  to  the 
carriage  in  which  is  enclosed  the  mail 
pouch. 

Mr.  Sherman  has  secured  the  consent 
of  the  property  owners  to  the  erection  of 
a  temporary  overhead  road,  which  con- 
sists of  lour  or  five  wires.

era  of  billiard  tables  and  the  billiard  room 
keepers  get  together  and  bestir  themselves 
to  concortetl  action  Tho  manufacturers 
should  take  tho  initiative.  They  should 
hang  up  liberal  purses  aud  invite  the  lead- 
ing players  of  Franco  and  America  to  en- 
tor  tourneys  held  under  their  auspices. 
This  step  once  taken,  I  maintain  that 
roomkeepcrs  should  assurno  their  share  of 
the  responsibility  and  push  the  game 
alniif?.  It)  that  evcint  you  would  quickly 
see  u  number  of  tialiic  constellations  lol 
lowing  Frunoe'smo-t  brilliant  billiardlRtic 
mrteor  across  the  Atlantic.  Piot,  fiarnier, 
Beau,  Gibelin  and  Mangin  would  bo  at 
\  ignaux's  heels,  and  with  Fuurnil  already 
hero  they  would  contrive  to  make  it  quite 
lively  for  our  boy.s.  Wo  have  a  good  lot 
of  lads  to  meet  tiiem,  and  whichever  side 
won  the  victors  would  know  that  they  had 
been  pla>ing  some  jiretty  hot  billiards. 

To  bring  about  a  successful  tourney, 
however,  tho  present  game  should  be 
changed.  Balk  line — at  least  tho  14  inch 
Iwlk  line— is  dead  Ivcw  killed  it  by  dem- 
onstrating how  easy  the  game  is  to  the  man 
who  has  thoroughly  studied  and  practiced 
it.  As  there  are  but  half  a  dozen  or  more 
players  who  have  given  their  entire  ener- 
gies to  the  game,  they  have  it  as  tightly 
to  themselves  as  ever  Vandorbilt,  Gould 
and  Sago  held  Wall  street  in  the  hollow  of 
their  hands. 

Of  course  the  task  of  luaklng  any  radi- 
cal changes  In  tho  game  requires  cousid- 
erablo  thought  and  study.  This  task  tho 
manufncturers  cuiild  assume  themselves, 
or,  better  still,  they  could  do  tiio  work  in 
conjunction  with  the  leading  players  and 
roomkecpers.  tJffhand  I  would  suggest 
that  to  increase  theditlicultiesof  the  game 
and  thereby  add  to  its  attractiveness  the 
balk  lino  be  iiuTcased  from  14  to  20 
inches,  and  that  but  one  shot,  instead  of 
two,  as  now  obtains,  be  permitted  in  tho 
balk;  or  I  think  that  a  return  to  cushion 
caroms  would  put  more  champions  on  an 
equal  footing  and  add  keener  ze.st  to  the 
sijorb.  Tlie  excitt-nient  of  the  game  would 
Ijo  on  up  to  the  last  moment,  when  tho 
last  pair  of  players  played  the  game  to  the 
end. 

In  tho  present  game — 14  inch  balk  lino 
— Ives,  Viguaux,  .Schaefer,  Slosson  and 
Fournil  have  everything  their  own  way. 
In  cushion  caroms  no  one  man  would  have 
any  decided  advantage  over  another,  and 
he  would  never  be  sure  of  winning  the 
game  until  the  last  button  was  rung  up. 
In  cushion  caroiusCatton,  Gallagher,  Car 
ter,  Billy  Sexton  (if  in  gootl  physical  con- 
dition) and  I  would  stand  as  good  a  show 
of  winning  first  money  as  any  of  the 
champions  named. 

I  would  like  iiuleetl  to  see  a  revival  of 
that  good  old  game,  not  from  any  selfish 
motives,  but  because  I  think  it  admit.sof 
more  nervy,  brilliant,  picturesque  playing 
than  any  other  Besides  it  affords  tho 
spectators  better  opportunities  of  witness- 
ing tlio  execution  of  various  shots  and  the 
sijort  never  grows  monotonous  or  weari 
some.  Public  Intere.'it  is  held  throughout. 
That  it  is  more  popular  than  any  other 
game  is  .-ittcsted  by  the  hearty  and  onthu 
sia.stlc  cheers  which  greet  every  bold  and 
open  play.  In  the  balk  line  game  plaudits 
are  only  bestowed  when  a  great  run  has 
been  made. 

As  regai"ds  the  proposed  international 
match  l)etween  Ives  and  Vignaux,  which 
will  lie  at  balk  line,  of  course,  I  think  it 
will  be  one  of  the  greatest  ever  witnessed 
In  this  or  any  other  country  if  the  prlncl 
pals  measure  cues.  Ives  certainly  is  a 
wonder.  He  proved  that  by  defeating 
Schaefer,  the  gnat  "Wizard"  of  the  west, 
at  an  age  when  most  players  don't  be 
gin  to  approach  championship  form.  Vig- 
uaux, too,  however,  is  a  marvel.  For  20 
years  he  has  reigned  as  the  king  of  bil- 
liards in  France.  He  had  many  rirals, 
but  none  could  ever  mount  near  his 
throne.  He  is  now  playing  better  billiards 
than  over  before  In  his  life,  and  he  is  near- 
ly 60  at  that,  30  years  older  than  Iv«!«, 

Vignaux  Is  a  master  of  every  kind  of 
blUi^ds— rail  ulas.ii6lk  Itrio  anil  onshlor 
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carom.  Ho  ib  in  coBetant  practice.  In 
Franco  they  have  an  academical  system 
under  which  champions  play  before  a  lim- 
ited number  of  spectators  for  all  sorts  of 
purees  every  night.  I  have  inaugurated  a 
similar  system  in  my  salon  in  this  city 
and  in  Brooklyn.  It  is  bound  in  time  to 
bring  out  good  players.  Vignaux  avails 
himself  of  the  benefits  of  this  system  and 
is  playing  all  the  time.  He  is,  however, 
compelled  to  give  tremendous  odds  to  his 
opponents.  The  big  Frenchman,  I  am  re- 
liably informed,  is  playing  better  billiards 
now  than  he  was  when  he  so  decisively  de- 
feated Schaefer  abroad  two  years  ago. 

Ho  conquered  Jake  just  as  easily  then  as 
Ives  did  later  on.  His  average  was  won- 
derful—5-*   in   a   game   of    1,200   points. 

Ives'  average  in  his  game  with  Schaefer 
a  year  and  a  half  later  was  48  in  a  game 
of  a, 600  points.  The  '-Young Napoleon's" 
average,  though  numerically  less  than 
that  of  tbe  Frenchman,  is  really  slightly 
better  considering  the  fact  that  he  played 
iu  a  game  of  thrice  as  many  points. 

I  mention  all  these  little  details  to  en- 
able my  readers  to  get  a  line  upon  the  rel- 
ative merits  of  the  men.  Any  student  of 
billiards  can  see  that  they  are  pretty  even- 
ly matched.  The  talk  of  Ives  playing  6,000 
points  against  Vignaux's  5,000  is  the 
veriest  nonisensc.  He  could  never  give  tho 
Frenchman  such  odds.  He  will  have  his 
bands  full  to  win.  In  justice  to  Ives  it 
must  be  said  that  he  never  ventured  such 
a  rash  proposition.  What  ho  did  propose 
was  a  game  of  (i.OuO  iioints  with  Vignaux  1 
and  a  bet  of  $6,000  against  *5,000  that  he 
would  defeat  the  Frenchman.  Ives  was 
misquoted  and  made  to  say  that  ho  would 
play  6, 000  points  agaliLst  Vignaux's  5,000. 
That  was  cabled  across  the  Atlantic,  and 
Vignaux  immediately  clinched  the  sup- 
posed offer  and  signified  his  willingness  to 
make  a  match  on  such  terms  for  J5,000  a 
side.  Ives  and  his  backer  say  that  they 
will  take  the  Frenchman  even  upon  such 
disadvantageou.s  terms.  I  doubt  it  very 
much.  I  don't  think  thoy  have  money  for 
conflagrations.  I  do  think  they  will  do  all 
in  their  power  to  bring  about  a  match  up 
on  an  equitable  basis. 

Who  will  win  such  a  match?  Well,  1 
have  said  that  I  consider  Ives,  Vignaux, 
Schaefer,  Slosson,  Plot  and  Fournil  all 
pretty  close  together  in  the  14  inch  balk 
line  game.  I  will  go  a  bit  further  and  s;iy 
that  I  think  Ives  is  slightly  in  the  lead. 
That  is  as  far  as  I  care  to  go  as  a  prophet. 
I  have  spoken  of  Frenchmen  as  our  only 
competitors  in  the  proposed  international 
tourney  which  billiard  lovers  hope  for, 
and  I  may  be  asked  why  I  do  not  include 
the  fanious  John  Roberts  of  England  and 
some  of  his  countrymen  iu  the  lists.  The 
reason  is  simply  this— in  England  they  do 
not  play  straight  billiards  as  we  do.  Their 
game  is  a  combination  of  billiards  and 
pool,  with  balls  as  small  almost  as  marbles 
and  a  table  as  big  as  tbe  side  of  a  barn. 
At  that  game  Roberts  could  make  children 
out  of  U9,  and  at  ours  we  could  make  a 
novice  out  of  him.  There  would  be  no  In- 
terest whatever  in  any  such  games. 

If  our  French  brethren  should  cross  tbe 
big  pond,  they  would  be  assured  of  a  fair 
field  and  courteous  attention,  this  de- 
spite the  fact  that  M.  Fournil  complains 
that  he  has  liecn  slighted  in  these  regards. 
Monsieur  is  unreasonable.  He  has  been 
earning  over  $500  a  month  since  he  came 
to  America  and  has  only  failed  of  a  match 
with  Ives  or  Schaefer  (the  chief  burden  of 
his  complaint)  because  he  has  had  no 
backing  to  effect  a  match  with  either. 
Should  ho  get  tho  necessary  collateral  I 
have  no  doubt  either  gentleman  would  ac- 
commodate him.  Some  foreigners,  when 
they  como  to  our  shores,  expect  the  earth 
and  all  tho  gold  and  silver  in  it.  When 
Americans  go  abroad,  thoy  leave  their  coin 
Chore,  instead  of  bringing  home  that  of 
the  stranger.  I  know  that  when  I  went  to 
France  soiue  years  ago  I  received  no  $000 
a  month  from  tlie  good  people  of  that 
country,  but  rather  left  that  amount  in 
good  American  dollars  over  there  every 
month,  and  I  know  of  other  American 
blUiardists  who  did  the  same  thing.  It  is 
only  within  tho  last  two  or  three  years 
that  American  players  have  captured  any 
French  francs.  These  fortunate  gentlemen 
were  Ives,  Schaefer,  Slosson,  Carter  aud 
Catton. 
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I  say  that  ev  ery  e  nterprise 
every  business  and  I 
might  add  every  institution 
must  be  advertised  in  order 
to  be  a  success,  I  only  voice 
the  general  opinion  of  those 
who  are  most  capable  of 
judging.— >Ohaiifie«v  DqMW.

Down  With  Bossism. 

While  the  battle  against  partisanship 
in  municipal  affairs  is  being  hotly  waged 
io  Duiuth,  it  is  mteresting  to  watch  the 
great  struggle  for  honest  government 
now  proceeding  in  Philadelphia  against 
those  who  wield  political  power  wholly 
for  personal  profit  by  corrupt  manipula- 
tion of  municipal  affairs.  The  situation 
in  Philadelphia  today  is  the  direct  result 
of  partisanship  in  municipal  elections. 
It  has  placed  the  government  of  the  city 
in  the  hands  of  a  political  ring,  with  the 
result  that  incompetence,  extravagance 
and  corruption  have  obtained  complete 
control  of  all  branches  of  the  municipal 
service.  It  is  a  Republican  ring  that 
exists  in  Philadelphia,  [and  it  is  not 
in  the  slightest  degree  better  than  the 
Democratic  ring  that  has  had  complete 
control  in  New  York  until  recently  the 
respectable  citizens  rose  en  masse  and 
wiped  it  out  of  existence. 

All  other  cities  where  partisanship  has 
prevailed  in  municipal  affairs,  and  men 
have  been  chosen  to  office  because  of  po- 
litical "pulls"  and  not  because  of  fitness, 
have  experienced  the  same  state  of  af- 
fairs. It  is  to  prevent  Duiuth  falling  in- 
to the  clutches  of  a  similar  political  ring 
that  The  Herald  calls  upon  the  people 
to  vote  on  Tuesday  next  for  the  inde- 
pendent candidates.  The  election  of 
Messrs.  V'oss,  Ten  Brook,  Dibell  and 
Hunt  will  put  an  effectual  quietus  upon 
the  attempt  of  the  political  bosses  to  ob- 
tain control  of  the  city  offices. 

The  partisans  claim  that  there  is  no 
corrupt  political  ring  men  here  now. 
This  may  be  true.  The  political  ring 
that  is  back  of  Messrs.  Hopkins,  Chap- 
man, Edson  and  Boyle  may  not  be  cor- 
rupt, but  the  history  of  every  city  shows 
that  such  a  political  ring  invariably  be- 
comes corrupt  as  soon  as  it  obtains  com- 
plete control  of  the  municipal  govern- 
ment. It  is  as  much  the  duty  of  every 
true  citizen  to  prevent  such  a  state  of  af- 
fairs as  it  is  to  apply  the  remedy  after 
such  things  have  occurred.  The  Re- 
publican Reform  club  of  Philadelphia 
has  issued  a  declaration  of  its  reasons 
tor  opposing  the  political  ring  there. 
One  reason  is  stated  thus:  "Because 
men  of  all  parties  ate  rapidly  leirning 
that  the  subjection  of  municipal  to  na- 
tional politics  is  a  constant  source  ot  coi- 
ruption  and  weakness  in  both,  and  we 
feel  that  there  is  no  valid  excuse  for  al- 
lowing our  preferences  on  national  ques- 
tions to  prevent  us  from  embracing  the 
present  opportunity  for  dealing  an  effec- 
tive or  fatal  blow  to  the  Tammany  of 
our  own  city."  This  is  a  complete 
answer  to  those  who  arc  cracking  the 
party  whip  in  Duiuth.

The  City  Treasurer. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  The  Herald 
to  say  anything  to  the  people  of  Duiuth 
in  behalf  of  the  re-election  of  Treasurer 
Fred  J.  \'oss.  There  is  no  absolutely  no 
question  about  bis  success,  if  his  thou- 
sands of  friends  turn  out  and  vote,  and 
they  will  no  doubt  attend  to  that  duty. 
Mr.  \  OSS  has  a  record  that  is  without  re- 
proach. For  honesty  and  efficiency  in 
one  of  the  most  important  municipal 
ottices  he  stands  unchallenged.  His  op- 
ponents cannot  find  any  tlaw  in  his  re- 
cord, and  the  onlv  thing  that  they  say  is 
that  he  is  not  of  their  political  faith. 

The  people  of  Duiuth  do  not  care 
what  views  the  city  treasurer  entertains 
upon  the  tariff  question  or  any  other  po- 
litical question.  They  want  a  man  as 
city  treasurer  who  will  look  after  the 
city's  tiaancial  interests,  and  it  is  gener- 
ally conceded  that  in  this  respect  Mr. 
Voss  has  done  very  valuable  service. 
His  books  are  in  splendid  shape,  and 
every  oae  who  knows  anything  about 
the  treasurer's  office  concedes  that  it  is  a 
model  one  in  every  way.  Why  should 
any  one  want  to  depose  such  an  efficient 
public  servant  to  make  room  for  a  mere 
office  seeker? 

Mr.  Voss  will  be  elected,  and  by  the 
largest  majority  that  he  has  ever  re- 
ceived. 

The  Municipal  Bench. 

The  New  Tribune  has  successively 
adopted  and  abandoned  half  a  dozen 
different  and  inconsistent  positions  in  a 
vain  effort  to  find  some  good  reason  for 
supporting  the  convention  nominees  for 
the  municipal  bench  rather  than  Mr. 
Dibell  and  Mr.  Hunt,  the  bar  nominees. 
At  firat  the  News  Tribune  said  the  law- 
yers were  not  unanimous  in  recommend- 
ing these  gentlemen.  Then  it  said  the 
meeting  of  the  Bar  association  was  not  a 
representative  gathering  of  the  lawyers. 
After  that,  it  said  the  bar  meeting  was 
partisan  in  its  inception  and  was  only  a 
Democratic  scheme. 

All  of  these  statements  were  so  notori- 
ously untrue  and  unfair  that  the  editor  of 
that  paper  now  admits  that  the  bar  meet- 
ing was  a  representative  gathering;  that 
almost  all  of  the  lawyers  were  there;  that 
it  was  non  partisan  and  was  held  in  the 
best  of  faith.  It  admits  that  a  non-parti- 
san judiciary  is  a  good  thing  for  the  dis- 
trict bench  but  says  the  municipal  bench 
has  never  been  non-partisan.  Even  if 
this  were  true,  it  would  furnish  no  argu- 
ment against  making  it  non-partisan. 
But  the  statement  is  not  entirely  true. 
The  judge  whom  litigants  and  lav/yers 
remember  rffe  one  of  the  best  we  have 
had  on  the  municipal  bench  was  selected 
by  the  lawyers  and  elected  by  the  people 
without  opposition. 


Let  Them  Wince. 

The  Iwsses  object  to  being  railed 
b  )sses"|  and  they  object  to  those  who 
sit  in  the  shadow  of  their  greatness  being 
called  "satellites."  They  .ilso  obj:ct  to 
any  reference  to  "hotel  loafers"  or  "ward 
heelers."  which  are  not  infrctjucntly  syn- 
onymous, being  applied  to  some  of  their 
followers.  Well,  their  objection  is  over- 
ruled. The  Herald  cannot  revise  its  vo- 
cabulaty  to  please  the  bosses  and  their 
followers,  and  it  will  continue  to  carry  on 
the  light  against  bossism  and  ring  rule  in 
municipal  politics,  no  matter  bow  pain- 
ful it  may  be  to  the  feelings  of  these 
people  of  such  suddenly  acquired  sensi- 
bilities.

The  Question  of  Competency. 

Mr.  Towne  has  precipitated  himself 
into  the  municipal  campaign,  regardless 
of  the  fate'  which  has  overtaken  other 
congressmen  who  have  mixed  themselves 
up  with  municipal  contests  in  a  partisan 
way,  and  has  attacked  The  Herald  for 
asserting  that  Mr.  Hopkins,  the  partisan 
candidate,  is  incompetent  to  perform  the 
duties  of  city  comptroller.  Mr.  Towne 
says  he  has  been  told  by  men  he  trusts 
that  Mr.  Hopkins  is  competent,  and 
therefore  he  believes  it.

the  Cit>'s   Interests. 


Some  of  the  Ways  In  Which  He  Has  Schemed 

and  Contrived  to  Sustain  Duluth's 

Credit. 


Aid.  Getty  Thinlts  Voss  and  Ten  Brook  Are 

to  Be  Elecled-A  Judicial  Campaign 

Episode. 


1  n  the  abstract,  there  has  been  much 
said  on  the  street  and  through  the  press 
dntinfrthis  short  municipal  campaign 
concemmg  the  strong  points  and  su- 
perior abilities  of  Fred  \oss  as  a  city 
treasurer.  There  is  much  that  might  be 
told  specifically  and  in  detail  concerning 
his  especial  fitness  for  that  oflicc,  all  of 
which,  to  a  fair,  honest,  non-partisan 
lover  of  an  able  administration  of  city 
affairs,  is  an  unanswerable  argument  for 
this  matchless  olTiciars  re-election. 

The  invariable  and  uniform  manner  in 
which  Mr.  \'oss  meets  all  who  transact 
business  in  his  olTice  is  one  of  his  strong 
]>oints.  He  is  polite,  pleasant,  accom- 
modating to  an  extreme,  treats  all  men 
alike  and  is  the  same  every  day  in  the 
year. 

His  faithfulness  to  duty  is  remarkable. 
With  a  minimum  of  clerical  assistance 
and  no  deputies,  he  has  given  the  office 
his  personal  attention  everv  office  day  in 
the  year  from  early  morning  until  dewy 
eve.  To  keep  his  records  and  books  in 
shape  he  has  spent  the  better  part  of 
many  Sundays  at  his  desk  in  the  city 
hall.  The  writer  of  these  lines  also  can- 
not remember  a  single  holiday  for  nearly 
three  yeais  that  he  did  not  see  Mr.  \oss 
in  his  office  for  a  greater  or  less  part  of 
the  day.  When  Mr.  Voss  has  been  ai 
his  desk  on  those  days,  other  city  ofifi- 
cials  have  been  by  their  firesides  or  cele- 
brating in  their  own  way  far  from  the 
city  hail. 

But  it  is  as  a  financier  that  Mr.  \'oss 
has  shown  the  greatest  ability,  made 
himself  the  most  valuable  to  the  city  and 
entitled  himseU  to  the  greatest  credit. 

Just  as  the  present  hard  times  began 
to  appear,  the  city  was  extensively  en- 
gaged in  public  improvements.  Not 
possessing  cash  in  the  treasury 
to  meet  contractors'  estimates  city 
orders  were  then  issued  bearing 
7  per  cent  interest.  This  shortage  in 
ready  cash  in  the  treasury  was  caused 
solely  by  the  failure  of  hundreds  of  citi- 
zens. Republicans,  Democrats,  Populists, 
Prohibitionists,  rich  and  poor,  to  pay 
their  improvement  assessments. 

As  stated,  the  contractors  were  com- 
pelled to  take  city  orders  or  nothing. 
The  contractors  then  sold  them  to  banks 
and  brokers  wherever  and  whenever  pos- 
sible. The  orders  soon  amounted  to 
Sjco.oco  and  people  who  had  been  pur- 
chasing them  freely,  began  to  hesitate. 
For  a  time,  as  a  result,  this  paper  be- 
came somewhat  of  a  drug  and  contrac- 
tors discounted  orders  as  high  as  3  per 
cent.  Large  quantities  of  them  were 
sold  at  2  per  cent  below  par. 

The  past  two  years  the  city  has  had 
all  it  could  do  to  pay  e.\penses  and  as 
sessment  collections  have  been  so  slow 
and  small  that  there  has  been  no  money 
available  to  retire  these  city  orders 
when  due  or  presented  for  payment. 
Then  the  admission  of  West  Duluth  into 
the  municipality  a  year  ago,  added  $100,- 
000  to  the  burden.  These  orders  were 
drawing  S  per  cent.  too.  Mr.  \oss  railed 
them  all  in  and  renewed  them  at  7  per 
cent. 

Now  Mr.  \'oss  has  taken  both  an  offi- 
cial and  a  personal  interest  in  these  mat- 
ters. He  has  planned  and  schemed  and 
worried  to  preserve  and  increase  the 
credit  and  good  business  reputation 
of  the  city.  His  friends  at  times  have 
mildly  censured  him  for  worrying  over 
matters  that  he  was  not  required  to  pay 
the  least  attention  to.  But  more  about 
■  the  way  m  which  these  city  orders  have 
been  cared  for. 

What  Fred  Voss  Has  Dont. 

When  these  orders  have  been  pre- 
sented for  oavment,  large  amounts  of 
them  by  prominent  Eastern  banks  and 
brokers,  Mr.  Voss  has  been  compelled  to 
hind  out  the  cash  or  else  refuse  pay- 
ment, injure  materially  the  credit  of  the 
rity,  depreciate  the  orders  and  cause 
financial  loss  to  the  holders.  In  no  case 
has  he  permitted  an  order  to  be  present- 
ed without  meeting  exceedingly  prompt 
payment,  and  he  has  done  all  that  with- 
out a  cent  of  city  money  in  the  treasury. 

How  in  the  world  has  he  done  itr 

That  is  a  secret  that  perhaps  for  the 
good  of  the  city's  credit  ought  not  to  be 


Money. 

There  is  a  great  deal  more 
trading,  buying  and  selling,  go- 
ing on  in  Duluth  today  than  the 
calamity  howler  would  believe 
not  a  day  passes,  hardly,  without 
some  sale  of  property  being  made 
at  fair  and  cften  liberal  figures. 
A  few  have  faith  now  that  all  our 
tariff  and  currency  and  revenue 
tioubtes  will  be  adjusted;  alter 
a  while  we  will  all  begin  to  enter 
tain  the  same  opinion.  Property 
will  bring  more  money  then  than 
it  ran  be  bought  for  now.

Yes,  it's  simple  but    it  takes 
brains  and  personal  interest  in  the  city's 
affairs  to  make  it  eflective.  lustthe  same. 

And  now  what  has  been  the  result? 
Nothing  but  that  last  summer  city  orders 
that  two  or  three  years  ago,  before  hard 
times  were  really  here  and  before  securi- 
ties had  depreciated  more  or  less  all 
over  the  country,  sold  for  3  per  cent  be- 
low par,  were  renewed  and  resold  at  \  ot 
I  per  cent  above  par. 

That  is  what  Fred  \  oss  has  done  for 
Dfluth.  Kvery  tax  payer  and  holder  of 
city  sfcurities  regardless  of  political  be- 
lief and  paper  has  been  afinancial  gainer. 

Here  is  dollars  to  doughnuts  that  the 
petty  spoilsmen  who  assert  that  the  city 
treasurership  is  too  good  an  office  for  a 
man  who  is  a  Democrat  on  national 
issues,  have  never  done  one  thousandth 
part  as  much  lor  Duluth.

Voters.  Consider  This. 
To  the  Editor  of  The  Herald: 

It  has  been  stated  by  prominent  Re- 
publicans that  if  the  partisan  ticket  now 
in  the  field  is  triumphant  it  will  ulti- 
mately prove  disastrous  to  the  Republi- 
can party  generally.  Be  that  as  it  may,

We  have  be- 
fore us  an  opportunity  of  kceoing  the 
judiciar)  pure  and  clean  and  above  re- 
pruach  in  the  future,  no  matter  which 
party  is  successful  in  future  struggles. 

The  attorneys  of  the  city  have  recom- 
mended two  men  in  whom  they  have  im- 
plicit confidence  as  judges  of  the  muni- 
cipal court.  They  knew  that  the  in- 
terests of  their  clients  were  concerned 
when  thev  made  their  choice,  and  nearly 
every  man  finds  it  necessary  to  consult 
an  attorney  once  in  a  while.  Every 
voter  ought  to  consider  this,  and  if  he 
considers  it  well  he  must  come  tu  the 
conclusion  that  it  is  a  sad  spectacle  to 
have  the  judiciary  dragged  into  the 
mire  of  politics. 

I  am  a  Republican  and  1  look  at  this 
matter  in  what  I  believe  the  true  light. 
We  will  now  suppose  the  noroine«s  of 
the  bar  will  be  elected.  They  were  sug- 
gc  sted  to  the  people  by  almost  evcfv 
practicing  attorney  of  the  city,  irrespect- 
ive of  political  affiliations.  With  what 
ease  and  composure  can  we  go  into 
court  (and  each  one  of  us  might  have 
occasion  for  it  some  time)  with  our  at- 
torney, sit  beside  him  when  he  is  seek- 
ing lustice  for  us,  and  have  a  conscien-* 
tiousness  ot  the  fact  that  before  us  s.ts  a 
judge  who  is  the  choice  of  our  attorney 
and  his  brothers  in  the  law  as  well. 
The  decision  of  such  a  judge  will  have 
weight  and  less  occasion  will  rise  for  ap- 
peal which  is  always  attended  by  large 
bills  of  cost. 

If  the  voters  of  this  city  should  by  their 
votes  defeat  the  candidates  of  the  bar, 
they  will  establish  a  rule  of  dragging  the 
judiciary  into  the  mire  of  politics  every 
two  years.  \'oters  ot  Duluth,  let  us  pre- 
vent this.  It  rests  with  you.  Will  you 
stand  firm? 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  voters  of  this 
city  should  by  their  votes  elect  these 
candidates,  they  will  establish  a  rule  of 
non-pailisanship  upon  the  bench,  which 
the  politicians  and  political  bosses  must 
respect  in  the  future,  no  matter 
which  is  the  dominant  party.  They 
would  have  to  respect  the  recomtpenda- 
tions  of  those  who  are  best  qualified  to 
judge  who  should  be  on  the  I'cnch.  The 
law  says  a  judge  must  be  learned  in  the 
law,  and  if  the  lawyers  do  not  know  who 
is  best  learned  in  the  law  or  who  has  par- 
ticular fitness  for  positions  on  the  bench, 
who  does?  In  a  political  convention  the 
most  popular  man  generally  secures  a 
nomination,  and  especially  if  he  has 
special  ({ualifications  as  a  schemer.  A 
lawyer  may  go  into  apolitical  convention 
and  carry  off  a  nomination  for  the  legis 
lature  or  congress  by  reason  of  his  popu- 
larity and  geniality.  Yet,  as  a  mdge,  to 
decide  disputes  between  man  and  man, 
that  same  lawyer  might  not  be  worth  his 
weight  in  feathers. 

The  lawyers  have  the  interest  of  their 
clients  at  heart.  They  desire  that  the 
men  they  recommended  to  the  people 
should  meet  with  their  approval.  We 
look  to  the  lawyers  to  battle  for  our 
right,  therefore  let  us  on  Tuesday  next 
approve  of  their  choice  for  our  judges. 
Before  going  to  the  polls,  let  each  voter 
consider  the  following.  Let  him  suppose 
for  himself  that  be  had  occasion  to  con- 
sult an  attorney.  Which  one  of  our  at- 
torneys would  be  his  choice?  After  he 
has  decided  that,  let  him  call  on  the 
man  of  his  choice,  and  ask  him  the  fol- 
lowing question:  "For  whom  would  you 
advise  me  to  vote  for  municipal  judges, 
and  have  at  heart  the  best  interests  of 
all  concerned  ?"  One  hundred  and  seven 
out  of  117  attorneys  would  reply:  "Let 
our  choice  be  yours."

This  is  not  the  proper  season  for  any 
actual  developments  in  building,  as 
whatever  plans  there  may  be  in  concep-

Few  have  plans  in  such  shape  that  they 
may  be  made  public,  as  the  building 
season  does  not  commence  until  the 
opening  of  spring.  Hut  each  one  speaks 
very  encouragingly  of  the  prospects  for 
building  during  the  summer. 

One  prominent  architect  said  yester- 
day: "This  is  a  little  early  for  building 
news,  but  the  opening  of  the  season  will 
show  a  belter  prospect  than  ever  before 
in  Duluth.  Outside  owners  of  property 
are,figuring  on  building  during  the  com 
ing  summer,  and  when  the  proper  time 
comes,  in  my  opinion,  the  results  of  the 
figuring  which  is  going  on  now  will  be 
surprising  to  even  those  with  the  most 
sanguine  views  of  the  immediate  future 
in  Duluth.  1  can  say  for  myself  that  I 
am  figuring  now  on  several  large  and 
important  buildings  that  will  probably 
be  erected  next  summer.  We  have  a 
number  of  plans  in  the  stocks  with  every 
prospect  that  they  will  materialize. 

"VVe  have  (|uite  a  little  work  that  we 
were  planning  a  year  apo  which  was  dis- 
continued on  .account  of  the  slowness  of 
the  return  of  firm  financial  feeling.  Now 
these  plans  are  being  taken  up  again 
with  every  likelihood  and  indeed  almost 
a  certainty  that  the  coming  summer  will 
see  their  fruition."  In  this  vein  all  the 
architects  seen  spoke. 

I'almer,  Hall  iS:  Hunt's  most  import- 
ant matter  at  present  is  the  building  to 
be  erected  on  the  site  of  the  old  Hoard 
of  Trade.  Plans  are  nut  yet  sufliciently 
matured  to  admit  of  tbeir  publication, 
but  the  building  is  an  assured  fact,  and 
a  few  general  facts  have  been  learned 
from  those  who  are  interested.  The 
building  will  be  five  stories  on  Superior 
street  and  six  on  Michigan  street  and 
will  be  constructed  entirely  of  steel,  the 
first  of  the  kind  to  be  built  in  Duluth. 

The  same  firm  has  plans  completed 
for  the  addition  to  the  Jackson  school, 
which  will  be  presented  to  the  school 
board  at  its  meeting  tonight,  after  which 
they  will  be  ready  for  figures.  The  ad- 
dition will  be  of  eight  rooms  and  will  be 
the  completion  of  the  building  as  started 
three  years  ago.  It  v.ill  give  the  build- 
ing a  frontage  on  Third  street. 

Palmer,  Hall  &  Hunt  also  have  ready 
for  figures  a  l-story  i)rick  store  building 
for  Isaac  Freimuth  on  the  north  side  of 
West  Superior  sticet,  just  beyond 
Seventh  avenue  west.  The  building  will 
be  50  by  60  and  will  contain  two  store 
rooms. 

German  &  De  Waard  have  plans 
ready  for  figures  for  a  dwelling  house  tor 
A.  C.  Weiss,  on  Superior  street,  between 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  avenues  east. 
They  have  many  other  plans  in  consider- 
ation not  yet  sufficiently  developed  for 
publication,  and  speak  well  for  the  com- 
ing season  in  building. 

One  feature  of  the  building  season  will 
be  the  number  of  tUt  buildings  which 
will  be  erected.  Several  have  been  built 
this  winter,  and  a  number  of  others  are  in 
process  which  will  develop  later.  One 
of  the  needs  of  the  city  is  neat,  comfort- 
able fiats  of  four  to  six  rooms  for  small 
families  who  are  unable  to  pay  the 
rents  of  the  larger  flats.

Millet  studied  tho 
liye.-  >            ving  people  for  30  years  and 
at  last  became  faiuous,  but  his  own  soul 
beeamj  steadfastly  grave,  and  thcgrent- 
ucss  of  his  pictures  lies  iu  the  dull  trag- 
edy ho  so  truly  paints  iu  tho  faces  of  his 
poor.

In  going  to  jail  for  participation  in 
tho  late  strike  wo  h.ave  no  apologies  to 
make  uor  regrets  to  express.   No  igno- 
miny attaches  to  us  on  account  of  ^  tins 
sentence.     I   would  not   change   places 
with  Judge  Woods,  and  if  it  is  expoctod 
that   six  months,  or   even  six  years,  in 
jail  will  purge  mo  of  contempt  the  pun- 
ishment will  fail  of  its  purpose.   Candor 
compels   mo   to  characterize   tho  whole 
proceeding  as  infamous.   Ho  is  uot  cal- 
culated  to  revive  tho  rapidly   failing 
coulidcuce   of   tho  American  people   in 
tho   federal   jadiciary.  There  is   not   a 
scrap  of  testimony  to  show  that  one  of 
us  violated  any  law  whatsoever,  and  if 
wo  aro  guilty  of  co:ispiracy  why  aro  wo 
punished  for  contempt?

A  Compulsory  Arbitration  Law 
Utterl)  Useless. 
Any  compulsory  law  of  arbitration  and 
a  voluntary  law  would  be  useless  where 
corporations  "run  their  own  business  and 
have  nothing  to  arbitrate"  might  be 
characterized  as  a  scheme  to  enlarge  the 
lield  for  the  display  ot  the  arrogance  and 
injustice  ot  the  judges  and  to  increase 
the  opportunities  to  corrupt  the  scales  of 
justice  with  gold,  while  the  goddess  of 
liberty  sits  by  and  weeps.  When  the 
laws  of  a  country  become  so  pernicious 
in  enactment,  so  partial  in  their  favors 
and  penalties  to  openly  pardon,  without 
trial  or  conviction,  one  class  while  they 
persecute  another,  they  are  entitled  to 
the  contempt  of  all  classes.  Do  not  ex- 
pect honest  and  intelligent  labor  to 
favor  any  board  of  arbitration  short   of 

the  people.  ^     ,     l- 

And  I  ask,  why  select  a  board  of  arbi- 
tration between  employer  and  employe 
leaving  out  of  consideration  the  public, 
who  are  directly  interested,  not  by  what 
there  is  in  it,  biit  by  reason  of  los^  and 
inconvenience  that  .arises  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement between  common  carriers  and 
their  employes,  when  if  properly  in- 
formed  and  the  immediate  public  should 
be.  the  judgment  of  the  people  must  be 
nearer  the  foundation  of  law  and  less 
liable  to  corruption  than  the  verdict  of 
court  or  arbitrators? 

That  the  public  may  be  properly  in- 
formed compel  all  newspapers  to  as- 
sume responsibility  for  "our  special  cor- 
respondents" and  mark  conspicuously 
by  asterisks  or  otherwise  as  unreliable 
all  matter  for  the  truth  and  veracitv  of 
which  they  cannot  vouch.  The  right  of 
employers  to  discharge  has  never  been 
questioned.  That  of  the  employe  to 
strike  has  much  more  recently  been  ad- 
mitted, but  as  classes  thev  have  other 
responsibilities— the  laboring  element, 
the  support  of  their  families;  the  corpo- 
rations, their  contracts  with  the  public 
as  common  carriers.  The  former  meet 
theirs  by  means  of  their  unions;  the  lat- 
ter are  entirely  ignored.  By  what  juggl- 
ing of  law  are  corporations  permitted  to 
arbitrarily  break  three  or  four  contracts 
because  they  find  it  impossible  to  carry 
out  one  other  that  is  independent? 

When  the  A.  R.  U.  refused  to  handle 
Pullman  cars  untd  they  were  replaced, 
it  was  impossible  for  the  roads  to  handle 
them,  and  when  the  managers,  thoroughly 
conversant  with  the  organization  of  their 
employes  and  the  results  of  arbitrary 
action  on  their  part,  precipitated  strikes 
before  securing  other  men  to  protect  the 
public  from  serious  inconvenience  and 
loss  they  should  have  been  held  as  hav- 
ing arbitrarily  broken  their  voluntary 
contracts. 

In  the  millenium  "the  judges"  will  hold 
that  men  may  (juit  an  unprofitable  job 
without  a  doctor's  certificate  or  notarial 
affidavit;  that  men  having  these  rights  do 
not  lose  them  by  organization; that  a  con- 
sultation or  discussion  in  open  meeting 
to  do  a  lawful  act  is  not  a  conspiracy; 
that  men  who  have  just  cause  to  strike 
(quit  work)  retain  that  right  regardless 
of  the  inconvenience  to  the  public,  with 
whom  they  have  no  contract  and  with 
whom  they  also  suffer  more  than  ah 
ecjual  share  in  every  tie-up;  that  the 
proper  solution  is  an  inducement  in 
wages  that  shall  keep  them  properly 
equipped  with  men  and  make  it  impossi- 
ble for  an  honest  public  to  criticise  their 
business  principles.

t;tory  of  labor.  It  has  been  said  that  ev- 
eiythiug  on3  can  ccuceivo  at  all  mast 
h.ive  its  reality  somewhere,  some  time. 
If  wo  can  lind  it  anywhere,  it  must 
have  an  existence. 

There  U  a  big,  sun  lighted   building 
stan'iiugon  a  hill,  whero  great  shadowy 
trees  snrrouiul  it   and  rustlo  and  whis- 
per to  peutlo  breezes  all  day  long.  There 
aro  wide,  grassy   lawns  about   it,  too, 
and  a  sinning  lake   at   tho  side,  where 
pretty   boats  dance    gleefully   on    tho 
v.aves.   lusido   aro  wide,  sloping   stair- 
ways leading  up  to  clean,  cheerful  cor- 
ridors.    Iu  all  tho  glittering  windows 
are   flowers  and  vines  that  tone  down 
the  suushiuo  which   enters   so   freely. 
Then  there  aro  broad  halls   fitted  with 
long  tables  and  comfortable  seats,  while 
along  tho  center  and  ono  side  aro  rov>'3 
of  small,  almost  noiseless  machines.    A 
l.iughiug,  merry   troop   of  young   men 
and  women  como  pouring  into  tho  halls 
at  tho  sound  of  a  chiming  bell  and  in  a 
few  moments   have  ranged    themselves 
in    their   places   and    aro  energetically 
working.   The  women's  faces  are  bright, 
youthful  and  fresh,  their  forms  aro  at- 
tired in  neat,  loose  garments  snitablo  to 
their  cccup.ation,  and  all  their   motions 
aro  free,  graceful  and  unwearied.    Tho 
men   are   strong   and  healthful.    They 
stand  upright;  their  faces  aro  not  far- 
rowed and  pinched  with  care,  and  their 
eyes  look  at  you  straight,  as  though  in- 
dependent souls  looked  through  them. 
They    work  with    an    easy,    vigorous 
swing,  as   if  e:;erci.so  were   a   delight. 
Jest,  repartee,  remarks  aro  not  checked, 
and  presently  all  brealc  into  a   song— a 
glorious  labor  song,  fall  of  strength  and 
♦lir.mph  and  joy  of  life.   Rules,  regula- 
. 5  ,;;.-,  directors  there  are,  but  all  so  seu- 
cible  and  natural  that  no  ono  thinks  of 
disregarding  them. 

At  the  end  of  three  hours  another  bell 
sounds.    They  drop  their  work  av.d  joy- 
fully spring  up,  unworn  and  ready  for 
tho  next  phase  of  lifo.   Down  below  arc 
parlors  whero  games,  music   and   pic- 
tures  abound.     In  tho  grounds   outside 
are  lovely  nooks  in  tho  shrubbery,  rus- 
tic seats,  lawns  for   games,  boats,  etc. 
Thu  workers  havo  tended  their  machines 
sis  hours  and  aro  now  at  liberty  to  con- 
gregate in  the  grounds  or  parlors,  to  re- 
pair to  the  quieter  study  rooms  or  to  go 
to  their  own  homes.   These  may  be  seen 
from   tho  upper  windows — picturesque 
cottages  nestling  in  clusters  of  verdure 
and  ranging  along  the  banks  of  a  wind- 
ing stream  for  miles  away.  An  elevated 
track  threads  its  way  .among  them,  and 
swiftly  moving  cars  show  how  aocessi- 
blo   they  aro   to  the   manufactory.     In 
eitlier  direction,  as  ono  gazes  from  tho 
numerous  windows,  not  one  vacant,  mi- 
sightly,  unused  plot  of  ground,  not  one 
poor,  dilapidated,  ugly   house,  not  ono 
crowded  quarter  can  bo  seen.   There  are 
□o  groups  of  idlers,  hopeless   "unem- 
ployed," for  somewhere  in  field,  forest, 
mine,    railroad,    shop   or  new   factory 
everybody  is  engaged   in  performing  a 
few  hours'  labor  a  day,  and  over  all  tho 
beautiful  landscape  a' soft  mi.st  of  peace- 
ful light  rent.^i. 

Perhaps  there  is  another  set  of  work- 
ers ready  to  tako  the  places  of  these  now 
scattering  over  tho  house  and  gronnds. 
If  morowork  is  necessary,  others  do  it, 
for  six  hours'  labor  obtains  all  the  com- 
forts and  enjoyments  of  life.  Working 
people  may  now  rejoice  in  the  possession 
of  faculties  —  before  they  were  hut 
Gources  of  hopeless  longings — for  they 
may  be  cultivated.      In  one  room  some 

one  U  reading  a  scientific  work  to  an 
interested  gi-oup.  In  another  a  musical 
rehearsal  is  going  on.  In  a  third  an  idle, 
cheery  chat  betv;een  good  friends  is  iu 
progi-ess.  Out  in  tho  grounds  pairs  of 
lovers  have  strayed.  They  aro  not  too 
weary  to  feel  tho  joy  of  loving;  carping 
cares  ami  wearing  anxieties  havo  not 
hardened  and  narrowed  their  natures, 
and  lovo  and  affection  thrive  iu  their 
rich  souls.  Thoso  who  havo  gone  to  their 
homes  find  happiness  awaiting  them. 
Theso  homos  aro  qtiiet  retreats,  whero 
tho  individuality  of  each  impresses  it-

Monopoly  anil  Man.

to  administrate.  Ho  issues  a  nlcase 
!vhieli  ho  calls  an  iiijuiictkin  forbidding 
whatever  ho  jdeases  and  what  tho  law 
does  not  fnrbil,  and  thus  legislates  for 
himself,  lli)  Makes  things  penal  which 
tho  law  docs  ;,.jt  make  p-jual.  lie  do- 
prives  men  of  tho  right  of  trial  by  jury 
when  tho  law  gu.vrantees  this  right,  and 
ho  then  eufor.  es  this  uakso  by  impris- 
onment, throwing  men  into  prison  not 
for  violating  a  law,  but  for  being  guilty 
of  contempt  «,r  court  in  disregarding  one 
of  these  inju  ctions.  During  thu  last 
two  years  somo  nf  theso  judges  actually 
onjoined  men  I'rum  quitting  tho  employ- 
ment of  a  railroad.  Theso  injunctions 
aro  a  great  ceuvonienco  to  corporations 
when  they  can  he  had  for  tho  asking  by 
a  corporation  lawyer,  and  theso  wero 
tho  processes  of  tho  court  to  enforce 
which  tho  president  sent  tho  federal 
troops  to  ChiiM-o. " 

Uovornor  Alt , -eld  dismisses  as  a  stale 
pretense  the  einilt'iition  that  tilio  federal 
judges  based  ili.'  injunctions  on  tho  in- 
terstate commeico  law.  This  act  ho  do- 
scribes  "as  harmless  as  a  dead  rabbit," 
so  far  as  it  regulated  or  controlled  tho 
railroads.  Ho  declares  that  thofuleral 
judges  proceeded  to  hold  section  after 
section  of  thu  buy  to  bo  unconstitutional 
f.o  far  as  it  alleetcd  tho  road.s.  "Tlieti, " 
hocoulimu'.s  ":ifter  iiaving  thus  nulli- 
fied an  act  of  congress  intended  for  tho 
protection  of  the  people,  they  turned 
aromul  and  mado  of  it  a  club  with  which 
to  break  tho  baiJzs  of  the  men  who  toil 
with  their  hands— men  whoai  coJigress 
did  not  think  oi  legislating  against." 

Tho  governor  also  had  something  to 
say  about  tho  c  ntrol  of  railroads  i)y  tho 
federal  courts  when  receivers  havu  been 
appointed  by  thosa  courts.  "Anything 
done  to  theraihoads  is  treated  i:s  a  con- 
tempt of  court,"  ho  exclaims.  "If  you 
commit  im  olT»  iiso  against  a  railroad 
that  is  in  tho  hands  of  its  ov.ners,  yea 
will  be  pro£ccutcd  iu  tho  county  wher;' 
the  ofienso  is  commitied  ami  may  be 
sent  to  the  penitentiary,  but  if  you  tread 
on  tho  grass  or  throw  a  .'^tono  i.t:  a  rail- 
ro.ad  that  has  been  robbed  by  speculators 
and  then  put  into  tho  hands  of  a  receiver

The  court  estimate  of  tho  Gould  es- 
tate at  $80,93-1,580.79  is  as  interesting 
as  it  is  important  iu  tho  affairs  of  a 
country  in  which  every  man  is  supposed 
to  earn  all  he  gets. 

When  a  man  earns  a  dollar,  ho  gives 
a  dollar's  worth  of  work  or  skill  or 
genius  in  eschanso  for  it. 

Unless  he  steals  it  or  defrauds  the 
world  of  it  ho  gives  back  for  every  dol- 
lar he  t.akes  at  least  a  dollar's  worth. 

No  ono  can  deny  that  this  is  tho  law 
of  property.  No  ono  can  reasonably  as- 
sert that  this  immense  accumulation 
conforms  to  it, 

Tho  estate  was  accumulated  by  tho 
very  simplo  system  of  printing  figures 
and  dollar  marks  on  pieces  of  cheap  pa- 
Ijer  and  then  by  corrupt  control  of  the 
lawmaking  power  of  tho  peoplo  forcing 
tho  workers  of  tho  country  to  surrender 
enough  of  their  earnings  to  give  valuo 
to  the  paper. 

That  is  financiering.  It  differs  from 
stealing  because  thieves  aro  punished, 
while  tho  heirs  of  financiers  dino  with 
tho  Prince  of  Wales.— New  York 
World. 

Labor's  Share  Shrlnkinj:. 

A  Washington  expert  has  been  m.ak- 
ing  an  investigation  of  tho  wago  ques- 
tion for  tho  census  committee  of  the  sen- 
ate. Among  other  deductions  made  by 
him  are  tho  following:  Labor  received 
a  smaller  pcrcentago  of  tho  product  ia 
1890  than  in  1880  and  still  less  as  com- 
pared with  1850.  Iu  18dO  tho  sharo  of 
labor  was  53  and  of  capital  47  per  cent. 
In  1880  labor  got  48  and  capital  62,  and 
in  1890  labor  only  received  43,  while 
capital  took  tho  other  57  per  cent,  "In 
other  words,  tho  laborer  is  now  getting 
btrt  four-fifths  as  much  as  formerly, 
while  tho  capitalist  is  getting  six- 
fifths." 


Swinton  Never  Weakens. 

John  Swinton  tho  other  day  wrote  a 
letter  to  Joseph  Baiondess,  leader  of  tho 
New  York  cloakmakers,  iu  which  was 
tho  following  paragraph:  "Every  day  I 
havo  felt  ashamed  to  sit  down  to  break- 
fast or  dinner  while  those,  my  brethren, 
are  dying  for  lack  of  focd.  But  wJiat 
can  I  do?  Accursed  bo  tho  wealth  of  the 
men  who  havo  reduced  them  to  jwverty! 
I  am  at  your  command  at  any  time  for 
any  duty  that  I  can  perform." 


guilty  of  coulcmpt  of  Komo  court  6Utr;g 
several  hundriil  miles  away,  and  yuu 
will  bo  liable  to  be  carried  thither, 
there  to  bo  tried,  not  by  a  jury,  bi^t  by 
that  court  whor^o  awful  dignity  yoa  have 
ofliended.  It  is  ia  connccticn  witii  these 
bankrupt  roads  that  most  of  the  ouaa- 
geous  injunctions  wero  issued  daring 
tho  last  two  years. " 

Tho  question  of  President  Cleveland's 
authority  to  send  federal  troop.)  in  tho 
state  of  Illinois  is  debated  briefly.  Gov- 
ernor Altgeld  declares  that  Mr.  Cleve- 
land's action  Asas  an  entirely  new  de- 
parture in  the  history  of  our  govern- 
ment and  a  violation  of  the  constitution 
as  it  liad  beenunder.stood  for  a  century. 
"Tho  old  doctrine  of  state  rights  is  in 
noway  iuvolv.d,"  declares  Governor 
Altgeld.  "Nolody  for  a  moment  ques- 
tions tho  supreiuacy  of  the  Union,  but 
it  does  involve  the  question  whether,  in 
connection  with  federal  supremacy, 
there  does  not  go  h.and  in  hand  tho  prin- 
ciple of  local  self  government.  Ono  i:? 
just  as  sacred,  ju^t  as  important,  as  tho 
other,  W  'lOut  federal  union  there 
must  follow  anarchy,  and  without  local 
self  government  thcro  must  follow  des- 
potism. The  great  civil  war  settled 
whether  wo  shall  bo  destroyed  by  des- 
potism. If  the  president  can  at  his  pleas- 
ure in  tho  first  instance  send  troops  into 
any  city,  town  or  hamlet  in  tho  country 
under  pretense  cf  enforcing  some  law, 
his  judgment,  which  means  his  pleas- 
ure?, being  tho  solo  criterion,  then  there 
can  bo  no  difference  whatever  between 
tho  powers  of  the  president  and  thoso  of 
Emperor  William  or  the  czar  of  Russia. 
Neither  of  theso  potentates  ever  claimed 
anything  more." 

Governor  Altgeld  concludes  bis  mes- 
sage with  a  statement  of  his  view.s^  on 
"Anarchy  and  tho  Preservation  of  Gov- 
ernment. "  He  declares  that  tho  marked 
foature  of  tho  ago  is  consolidation.  The 
trusts,  ho  says,  destroy  all  competition 
as  to  tho  public  and  as  to  labor.  They 
crbitrarily  fix  the  prices  of  goods  ou  tho 
ono  baud  and  the  rate  of  wages  on  tho 
other,  and  neither  the  public  uor  the 
laborer  has  any  remedy. 

"Prompted  by  tho  instinct  of  self 
preservation,  the  laborers  of  the  country 
aro  endeavoring  to  form  combinations. 
They  seo  that  unless  they  can  meet  com- 
bination with  cnmbinatiou  they  must 
soon  be  reduced  to  abject  poverty  and 
hopeless  slavery.  The  federal  courts, 
which  have  always  been  tho  special 
guardians  of  corporations  and  capitalis- 
tic combinations,  seem  to  be  determined 
to  crush  labor  organizations.  At  pres- 
ent tho  status  seems  to  be  this:  Combi- 
nations by  capital  against  tho  public  and 
against  labor  have  succeeded,  no  matter 
by  what  means,  and  tho  men  who  ac- 
complished it  arc-  patriots.

Governor  Altgeld  declares,  tho  fate  of 
the  American  laborer  is  scaled.  Tho 
process,  however,  will  produce  discon- 
tent, disturbances  and  hatred.

Mr.  Rogers  would  no  moro  trample 
on  "an  uoblo  brain  abovohi:^  own"  than 
you  or  I.  Ho  hates  to  trample  on  snch 
things  anyway  and  track  tlicm  around 
over  his  office  when  ho  w:mts  to  keep  it 
neat  and  tidy,  and  trampling  on  a  brain 
that  was  above  his  own  is  a  thing  that 
he  has  not  done  for  years. 

Ho  feels  tho  Eame  about  "an  unknown 
hand  that  was  not  there."  lie  would 
not  trample  on  that  either,  and  ho  wants 
it  generally  understood  that  ho  is  a  ten- 
der heartud  man  and  fond  of  littlo  chil- 
dren and  pets. 

Thjt  Viitor.  of  course,  pays  &  high  trib- 
ute to  ::  M^m,  its 'brain  power  and 
keen  ih  .  but  ho  forgets  that  Mr. 
Rogers  feels  tho  same  toward  journal- 
ism, and  ho  had  no  idea  that  his  failnns 
to  reach  tho  t^litor  with  a  ticket  would 
luaki'  liis  life  such  a  blank.  Mr.  Rogers 
is  of  a  cheery,  bright  disposition,  but 
ginco  tho  above  attack  ho  can  not  light 
down  a  feeling  of  estrcmo  sadness.  He 
says  that  tlio  performance  of  ".Julius 
Csesar"  %>as  not  given  to  make  money, 
except  for  some  worthy  enterprise.  Ee 
did  not  evt?n  get  a  ticket  himself  or  any 
pay  for  his  time  nor  oven  draw  ha.if  pay 
as  pantata  of  Rome  for  tlio  evening,  and 
so  far  a;^  tho  above  roast  is  concerned  it 
will  not  impair  his  future  Julius  Caesar 
business,  as  ho  does  not  contemplate  ro- 
Ijeating  tho  performance,  hut  it  is  per- 
sonally unpleasant  to  bo  hauled  up  be 
foro  the  public  in  the  editorial  colunin.s 
of  a  paper  and  things  said  about  him 
which  ho  (Iocs  not  understand. 

Mr.  Rogers  goes  about  day  after  day 
now  with  a  copy  of  Tho  Gleaner  in  his 
hand  and  a  pencil  trying  to  figuro  out 
whether  ho  is  insulted  or  not. 

Meeting  Mr.  Hezekiah  Gudgor  the 
other  day,  Mr.  Rogers  said:  "Excuse 
me,  but  have  you  got  a  few  weeks'  con- 
versation th:»t  yon  could  spare  me?  I 
want  you  to  parse  that  first  sentence  and 
tell  me  if  ever,  since  I  cnmo  to  tliis  town, 
by  word  or  deed,  I  havo  been  that  kind 
of  a  man." 

Heretofore  Tho  Glciutr  had  never 
done  or  said  anything  really  bitter, 
though  it  has  said  things  which  might 
bo  misconstrued,  of  course,  at  times.

Professor  Sloane's  "Napoleon,"  which 
continues  to  be  the  leaumg  feature  of 
the  raagszine,  reaches  the  period  of  Na- 
poleon's first  success  as  an  author  in  the 
famous  panaphlet,  "The  Supper  ot  Beau- 
caire,"  his  appointment  as  a  Jacobin 
general,  and  his  mission  to  Genoa.  The 
ilhistrations  include  reproductions  of 
rare  portraits  and  of  notable  paintings, 
by  contemporary  and  modem  artists, 
and  special  drawings  m^de  by  Castaigne 
and  Pape.  The  first  lietaiied  account 
that  has  yet  been  given  ot  the  murder  of 
Emin  Pasha  is  contributed  by  R.  Dotsey 
Mohun,  United  States  agent  in  he  Congo 
Free  Siaie.  Through  the  infornoation  of 
his  sergeant,  who  was  a  member  of  the 
Emin  relief  expedition  under  Stanley, 
Mr.  Mchuu  was  enabled  to  arrest  two  of 
Erain's  assassins,  and  he  skilfully  ex- 
tracted a  confession  from  them  befere 
they  were  executed.  The  stoiy  of  the 
tragedy  is  told  in  their  own  graphic  lan- 
guags. 

yjVictor  Louis  Mason,  confidential  at- 
tache of  the  board  of  ordnanc:  and  for- 
titlcaiior,  writes  an  authoritative  account 
of  "Th<*  Weapons  of  the  United  States 
Arrov,"  with  many  illustrations.  Mr. 
Mason  believes  that  when  the  new 
magazine  rill ;s  b.ive  b-:en  issued  the 
United  States  will  have  one  of  the  best 
equipped  armies  in  the  world.  Mrs. 
Annie  Fields  gives  a  dignified  and  lov- 
ing revelation  of  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell 
Holmes'  private  life.  The  paper  in- 
cludes about  a  dozen  original  letters  of 
Df.  Holmes,  and  sets  forth  hi.s  relations 
to  many  of  the  literary  men  of  his  time. 
The  genial  humor  of  the  autocrat  per- 
vades all  of  the  letters.  Marion  Craw- 
ford's novel,  "Casa  Braccio,"  reaches  a 
strong  cltmax  in  the  elopement  of  a  nun 
from  an  Italian  convent  with  the  hero  of 
the  story,  a  Scotch  physician.  This  chap- 
ter has  more  of  dramatic  intensity  than 
anything  Mr.  Crawford  has  attempted 
previously. 

In  Mrs.  Burton  Harrison's  novelette, 
"An  Errant  Wooing,"  the  scene  changes 
to  picturesque  Tangier,  Noah  Brooks 
continues  his  anecdotal  recollections  ot 
Lincoln  with  particular  reference 
this  month  to  Secretary  Chase 
and  Gen.  Grant.  Sir  Edwin 
Arnold  is  represented  by  a  dramatic 
poem,  "The  Passing  of  Muhammad," 
describing  the  death  of  the  prophet  of 
Arabia.  A  stirring  Montenegrin  war 
ballad,  "Luka  Phiiapav, "  is  versihed  by 
Robert  Underwood  Johnson  from  the 
Servian  of  Zmai,  and  is  illustrated  by  R. 
Caton  Wcodville.  A  timely  symposium 
on  the  forestry  question,  with  contribu- 
tions by  thirteen  eminent  advocates  of 
forestry  preservation,  endorses  Profes- 
sor Sargent's  plan  of  giving  the  care  of 
forest  preserves  to  the  war  department. 
Mrs.  Rebecca  Harding  Davis  gives  a 
study  of  the  condition  of  women  "In  the 
Gray  Cabins  of  New  England,"  and 
Mrs.  M.  G.  Van  Rensselaer  writes  of 
"People  in  New  York,"  of  whom  various 
types  are  pictured  by  C.  D.  Gibson.

Dr.  Parkhurit  starts  out  as  a  writer  for 
women  in  the  February  Ladies'  Home 
Journal  in  a  way  which  promises  to  be 
most  interesting.  His  vigorous  style  is 
in  his  work,  and  his  direct  way  of  putting 
truths  leaves  no  room  fur  misinterpreting 
his  ideas  about  vomen.  For  bis  first 
article  he  coins  a  new  word."Andro- 
maniacs, "  by  which  he  designates  the 
type  of  wonian  who  w.ints  to  be  mannish 
and  apes  the  ways  of  men.  That  he  is 
not  in  sympathy  with  them  is  evident, 
and  bi3  promise  of  discussing  the  women 
who  want  to  vole,  who  want  to  preach 
and  who  desire  to  be  in  business  in  bis 
future  Journal  articles  gives  further  evi- 
dence of  his  deep  interest  in  humanity. 

While  Dr.  Parkhurst  is  the  feature  of 
this  number  of  the  journal.  Reginald  de 
Koveo,  the  composer  of  '  Robin  Hood," 
is  prominent  with  his  new  song,  "Roses 
of  Love,"  ol  which  the  full  music  is 
given.

of  Italy,  which  shows  this  favorite  queen 
;»t  close  range  in  her  home  life.  John 
Kendri(  k  lUngs  is  very  funny  in  his 
"l'ar.idisc  Chib,"  while  another  humor- 
ist, Robert  J.  Hurdettc,  departs  from  the 
humorous  and  tells  the  tender  love- story 
of  his  wife  and  himself  in  "The  Woman 
Who  Most  Influenced  Me." 

Mr.  Howells  takes  up  Zola  and  the 
French  school  in  his  literary  autobiogra- 
phy, and  Thomas  a'neckct  is  exceedingly 
practical  and  helpful  in  his  article  on 
"The  Correct  Way  to  Play  a  Piano."  The 
famous  and  funny  "Brownies"  are  on  a 
lark  on  a  raft  this  time.  A  beautiful  page 
of  Empire  embroidery  is  given,  and  will 
be  timely  in  this  wave  of  Napoleonic  in- 
terest. The  cover  of  the  Journal  this 
month  is  also  Empire, showing  a  striking 
"girl  of  the  Directoire,"  by  Alice  Barber 
Stephens,  and  altogether  it  is  a  number 
which  does  credit  even  to  the  Ladies* 
Home  Journal,  and  is  certainly  worth  its 
nominal  price  of  10  cents.

The  February  issue  of  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  contains,  beside  much  excellent 
fiction,  one  or  two  articles  of  particular 
timeliness.  The  one  which  will  attract, 
perhaps,  the  widest  attention  is  an  able 
paper  by  Theodore  Roosevelt  upon 
"The  Present  Status  of  Civil  Service  Re- 
form." In  these  days  when  hypnotic  in- 
lluences  are  much  discussed,  the  article 
by  Boris  Sidis  upon  "A  Study  of  the 
Mob"  is  of  special  interest. 

Among  the  features  promised  for  1895 
was  a  series  treating  of  new  figures  m 
literature  and  art.  The  first  number  is 
a  paper  upon  Daniel  Chester  French, 
by  Royal  Cortissoz.  Two  contributions 
of  unusual  character  are  "The  Subtle 
Art  of  Speech-Reading,"  by  Mrs.  Alex- 
ander Graham  Ikll,  and  "A  Voyage  in 
the  Dark,"  by  Rowland  E.  Robinson. 

There  is  much  excellent  fiction,  in- 
cluding three  chapters  of  Elizabeth 
Stuart  Phelps'  powerful  serial,  'A  Sin- 
gular Life."  "The  Life  of  Nancy,"  by 
Sarah  Orne  Jewett,  "Come  Down,"  by  A. 
M.  Ewell,  and  the  final  installment  of 
Mrs.  Wiggin's  charming  two-part  story, 
"A  Village  Stradivarius."  Mrs.  James 
T,  Fields  contributes  a  very  delightful 
paper  upon  Celia  Thaxter. 

Aside  from  these  more  prominent 
features,  there  are  contributions  by 
James  M.  Hubbard,  Edith  M.  Thomas 
and  poems  of  unusual  merit  by  Ednah 
Proctor  Clarke,  Charles  G.  D.  Roberts 
and  Wilham  Canton.  The  book  reviews 
will  appeal  to  many  general  readers,  as 
they  treat  of  three  books  much  discussed 
at  present,  Meredith's  "Lord  Ormont  and 
his  Aminta,"  Caiae's  "The  Manxman" 
and  Du  Maurier's  "Trilby."  Other  re- 
views and  the  usual  departments  com- 
plete the  issue.

Thomas  A.  Janvier's  enlivening  con- 
tribu»ions  to  the  history  of  the  colonial 
period  are  continued  in  the  February 
Harper's  by  a  paper  on  "New  York  Col- 
onial Privateers."  The  bragging,  pirati- 
cal, throat-cutting  New-Yorkers  of  the 
eighteenth  century  were  an  interesting, 
if  unpleasant,  lot,  and  Mr.  Janvier  does 
not  concede  that  they  were  unpleasant. 
He  even  declares  that  it  is  impossible  for 
him  "to  have  for  them  any  other  feeling 
than  a  warm  kindliness  that  flows  in  pan 
from  envy  of  their  doings,  and  in  part 
from  downright  gladness  that  such  auda- 
cious rashlings  had  the  chance  to  fight 
their  lives  out  in  their  own  strong  way." 
Mr.  Janvier's  picturesque  history  is  illus- 
trated by  Howard  Pyle. 

Whatever  the  author  of  "Col.  Carter 
of  Cartersville"  writes  is  sure  of  a  re- 
spectful reading,  and  his  "John  Sanders, 
Laborer,"  a  short  story  in  tne  same  mag- 
azine for  February,  shows  him  in  a  new 
and  more  serious  vein.  A  flagman  at  a 
railway  crosbing,  bis  humpback  daugh- 
ter and  a  yellow  dog  are  the  characters 
in  this  little  drama,  and  the  reader  who 
begins  it  is  pretty  sure  to  continue  to  the 

end.

Another  anniversary  of  tho  Christian 
Endeavor  movement!  The  splendid  work 
of  this  ( iod  given  movement  has  still 
gone  forward,  deepening  and  widening 
with  each  advancing  year,  and  yet  tho 
end  is  not  in  sight.  There  is  still  work 
to  bedono  'for  Christ  and  tho  church," 
end  the  tojilo  of  "Advance,  Endeavor!" 
f.s  therefore  appropriate  just  at  thin  time. 
Tho  command  of  (5od  to  tho  children  of 
Israel  at  a  critical  moment  in  their 
mirch  to  <'anaanwas,  "Go  forward!" 
This  is  ever  and  always  tho  command  of 
God  to  his  church  and  to  his  people,  con- 
sidered either  as  organizations  or  as  in- 
dividuals. Tho  principle  of  tho  Christian 
life  is  advaino.  There  is  to  bo  no  stand- 
ing still  and  no  retreat  until  tho  heaven- 
ly Canaan  is  roached,  and  oven  then  wo 
shall  advance. 

Let  us,  then,  as  Endiiavorcrs  advance. 
Advance  iu  Christian  charncter,  iu  mis- 
sionary enterprise,  iu  proportionate  and 
systematic  benevolence,  in  labors  for 
good  citizenship  and  in  every  good  work 
that  will  advance  tho  kingdom  of  Christ 
on  tho  eartl). 

1.  Advance,  even  iu  tho  face  of  diffi- 
culties. The  Israelites  are  iu  a  critical 
position.  Tho  Red  sea  is  before  them 
and  the  Egyptian  army  behind  them, 
and  there  aro  murmuring  and  complaint 
within  their  own  ranks.  Yet  God  says 
unto  Moses,  "Spoak  unto  the  children 
of  Israel  that  they  go  forward."  Oppo- 
sition within!  Opposition  without!  This 
is  characteristic  of  tho  advancement  of 
almost  every  good  work.  There  are  al- 
ways some  to  oppose  uoblo  movements. 
Tho  Christian  Endeavor  movement  has 
not  boon  an  exception,  though  tho  oppo- 
sition i:5  rapidly  dying  out.  But  no  work 
of  God  is  to  falter  because  of  opposition. 
It  is  to  go  forward  against  all  obstacles 
and  difflcultios. 

2.  Advance  in  tho  way  God  points 
out.  God  not  only  commanded  tho  peo- 
ple to  go  forward,  but  opened  up' a  way 
for  them,  and  they  followed  it.  God 
never  commands  us  to  do  an  impossibil- 
ity. He  will  point  out  the  wajy  if  we 
will  only  seek  for  it  and  follow  it-  God's 
way  of  meeting  opposition  is  always  the 
best  way.  Human  methods  usually  in- 
crease the  ditficuMes,  but  all  obstacles 
vanish  before  divine  methods.  Amid  all 
obstacles  and  difKcultiea  to  personal,  so- 
ciety or  church  advancement  let  us 
search  out  tho  way  by  w.'nich  God  would 
havo  us  meet  them.  Tliat  way  will  al- 
ways bo  successful.  The  way  that  guides 
God's  people  will  often  confound  his 
enemies,  as  tho  cloud  was  a  liglU  to  the 
Israelites  and  darkness  to  tho  Egyp- 
tians. 

8.  Advance  depending  upon  God. 
Mo.ses  and  Israel  did  this.  It  Vr-.is;  tho 
salvation  of  tho  Lord.  Wo  should  al- 
ways depend  upon  God  for  success  and 
not  upon  ourselves.  "^'Tho  Lord  is  my 
strength, "  sang  Mrjses.  "The  sword  of 
tho  Lord  and  of  Gideon"  sJiould  be  our 
battlecry. 

4.  Advance  with  praisetind  gratitude 
to  God  (Ex.  XV,  1,2).  Wh€  n  tho  victory 
had  been  won,  Mos'js  in  ji  jyful  acclaim 
sang  praises  of  gra<atnde  t>j  God.  Thus 
should  all  Christirai  worktirs  advance.

"Cleopatra"  as  it  will  be  presented  by 
Miss  Lillian  Lewis  at  the  Temple  on 
Tuesday  next  is  claimed  to  be  one  of  the 
grandest  dramatic  spectacles  on  the 
road.  The  famous  storm  scene  has 
rifteen  choruses,  lifty-two  musical  mem- 
bers, two  premier?,  three  ballets,  nine 
panoramic  views,  grand  scenery  and 
jjorgeous  costumes  are  some  of  its  ad- 
juncts. The  version  of  "Cleopatra" 
which  Miss  Lillian  Lewis  produces  with 
scenic  and  spectacular  splendor  is  by 
Shakespeare  arranged  and  staged  by 
Lawrence  Marston.  Miss  Lewis  says 
that  Marstons  arrangement  of  Shake- 
speare's "Cleopatra"  is  far  superior  to 
:>ardou's  arrangement  of  the  same  play. 

The  scenery  m  the  Lillian  Lewis  pro- 
duction of  "Cleopatra"  is  by  Seavey.  The 
lirsl  scene  is  the  palace  of  Egypt's  queen 
overlooking  the  Nile,  with  a  view  of 
Alexandria,  the  sphinx  and  the  pyra- 
mids. The  barge  is  built  in  exact  ac- 
cordance with  the  description  given  by 
Enobarbus  in  the  play.  The  second 
scene  is  Statuary  square  in  Rome,  with 
the  temple  of  Hymen  Sacrum  in  the 
background.  At  the  end  of  this  act  a 
living  picture  i?  shown  which  represents 
the  marriage  of  Antony  and  Octavia— 
nine  figures  are  required.  The  entire 
pose  is  modeled  after  the  painting  called 
"The  Roman  Bride."  In  a  niche  is  the 
tigure  of  Hymen  Sacrum  and  a  cupid. 

The  third  scene  is  an  exterior  view  of 
an  Egyptian  Palace  of  Columns.  On 
each  side  is  a  row  of  Egyptian  deities — 
cut  out  with  wonderful  fidelity  and 
painted  in  heavy  relief— the  base  of  each 
column  is  a  sphinx  and  the  body  of  each 
column  bears  on  it  the  hoiroglyphic  his- 
tory of  one  of  the  Egyptian  rulers. 
Lafayette  VV.  Seavey,  who  is  without 
question  one  of  the  most  cultured  of 
American  scenic  artists,  has  made  this 
scene  from  photographs  taken  by  him 
during  his  travels  iu  Egypt — and  has 
painted  this  scene  from  a  sheer  love  of 
art.  In  the  center  of  this  scene 
is  a  triple  colonnade  of  gold 
pillars  which  at  Cleopatra's  order  were 
erected  by  Gorgias  as  a  triumphal  arch 
in  honor  of  Antony.  The  base  of  these 
pillars  is  the  hieroglyphic  record  of  An- 
tony s  triumphs  and  Cleoprata's  love. 
Each  pair  of  pillars  is  formed  into  an 
:irch,  by  statues  of  Cleopatra  and  An- 
tony with  hands  joined  overhead  by  a 
wreath  of  viotorv  in  which  perched  the 
Roman  and  Egyptian  god  of  love. 
Alexandria  and  the  River  Nile  form  the 
background  of  this  magnificent  scene. 

Miss  Lillian  Lewis  produces  Cleopatra 
to  satisfy  the  masses.  She  appreciates 
the  master's  text  and  intent.and  respects 
it.  At  the  same  time  she  permeates  it 
with  the  three  elements  that  have  be- 
come so  essential  of  late  years  to  make 
a  play  a  success — spectacle,  dance  and 
living  pictures.  She  portrays  the  char- 
acter of  the  vain  and  haughty  queen 
with  the  pronunciation  and  mannerism 
of  an  emotional  actress*  The  elocution 
of  the  actress  of  the  tragedy  stage  is 
missing  in  her  impersonation.  Miss 
Lewis'  dance  before  Antoay  in  the  first 
act,  is  neatly  executed.  Her  costumes 
are  of  magnificent  oriental  designs,  and 
rich  in  their  splendor. 

THE  WRITING  OF  A  PLAY. 

Views  on   the  Subject  by  an    Experienced 

Dramatist. 

Beyond  a  question  the  most  successful 
playwright  in  America,  judged  purely 
from  the  standpoint  of  result.-i,  is  Charles 
H.  Hoyt.  He  has  never  written  a  failure, 
and  he  has  turnetl  out  a  great  many  farces, 
Uie  title  of  every  one  of  which  is  faniilinr 
to  theater  goers  throughout  the  length  nnil 
breadth  of  the  United  States.  Anioug 
them  are  -A  Buncli  of  Keys,"  "'A  Parlor 
Match."  -A  Ra^'  Baby,"  "A  Hole  In  the 
Ground,"  A  Tin  .Soldier,"  'A  Brass 
Monkey,"  'A  Midnight  Bell," 'A  Trip 
to  Chinatown,'  A  Texas  Steer,"  'A 
Milk  VVhitu  Flag,  '  'A  Temperance 
Town"  and    -A  Black  Sheep." 

Jloyt'a  start  as  a  writer  of  plays  was,  .is 
most  persons  know,  not  made  under  the 
most  auspicious  circnmstaiices-  ITowas 
the  dramatic  editor  of  a  Boston  paper. 
The  late  Charles  Thomas  washis  assistant. 
Ooyt  wrote  'A  Bunch  of  Keys,"  which 
vras  sold  to  Willie  Edouin,  it  is  said,  for 


CHARLES  If.  iroTT. 
1800.  Theplecodid  not  exactly  "catch  on' 
at  the  start,  but  Thomas,  who  had  great 
faith  in  It.  advised  Hoyt  to  buy  it  hack. 
Bdouin  was  willing  enough  to  got  rid  of 
It,  but  his  wife  would  not  consent,  and 
they  kept  the  skit,  which  subsequently 
earned  a  very  respectable  fortune  for  its 
owner.i. 

Hoyt  concluded  to  handle* bis  own  pla^   , 
after  that  experience,  and  with  that  enU  li\ 
view  he  associated  with  him  Mr.  ThoeK4^ 
who  bad  some  funds,  and  the  two  yovr/g 
men  grew  rich  together,  Thomas  I^.vf/ig 
left  a  large  estate  when  he  died  iv^cfrf  or 
two  ago.     Hoyt  is  supposed  to, ^^e  •irorth 
considerably  more  than  $300, OC^.

responsible  iiiana^ttr,  fame  and  fortuno 
will  bti  theirs.  This  is  what  .Mr.  Hoyt  has 
to  say  on  this  iniport.int  snhjci-t: 

•■.\Iy  pl.m  uf  writing  is  to  jot  down  a 
few  ntites  on  a  small  sheet  of  paper  and 
tiien  no  ahead  and  write.  I  coiiiposu  very 
rapidly.  It  takes  about  30  pajjis  of  man 
uSiTlpt  h'tter  pajier  to  make  an  act.  When 
I  £tart  an  act,  I  seKltirn  leave  it  until  1 
linish  It.  But  I  may  write  one  aet  in  livo 
or  six  hours,  and  I  will  nor  fwl  lil;t»  will- 
ing the  noxx  one  until  two  mouths  after 
wanl. 

"•1  rarely  mako  notes  beforehantl  of  any- 
thing that  is  goin^  Iu  the  play.  My  ex[ie- 
rience  is  that  laughs  conio  in  a  dinlo^iio 
where  you  least  expect  tluin.  Occasional- 
ly, when  I  gi't  hold  of  an  unusually  gooil 
idi«,  I  make  a  memorandum  of  It.  1  *^^^ 
not  give  attention  enough  to  dialogue. 
But  1  have  never  made  it  a  point  to  do  as 
somo  writers  do— aecumulatodata,  scraps, 
utc.,  for  uso  in  my  comp)ositions. 

•T  also  write  tho  play  at  first  hand  just 
aa  I  want  it  to  be,  I  never  revise  or  alter 
the  manuscript  until  I  come  to  rehearsal. 
New  ideas  will  occur  to  nio  nftt  r  1  }*et  <jn 
the  stage.  I  have  a  man  on  the  stage  who 
sits  at  a  desk,  pencil  Iu  hand.  I  direct  him 
to  put  in  this  speech  or  cut  out  that  re- 
mark, as  tho  ciso  may  be.  But  all  this  is 
liono  at  rehe.'irsal  when  1  am  putting  tlie 
play  iii)on  the  stage.  There  an.»  not  many 
changes.  In  the  "Texas  Steer'  1  do  imt 
think  therij  wore  changes  to  tho  extent  of 
ten  lines  in  tho  original  mauuscript. 
Probably  a  hundred  lines  wero  changed  in 
A  Tempennneo  Town.'  You  get  more  new 
ideas  in  a  farce  eometly  than  you  do  in  a 
legitimate  play,  wliere,  you  may  say,  there 
is  a  straight  start,  and  you  work  up  to  n 
tmish.  When  I  first  produced  'A  Trip  to 
Chinatown,'  the  third  act  did  not  suit  me, 
and  I  threw  It  in  tho  fire  and  wrote  an  en- 
tirely new  one.  Wo  played  tho  new  act  a 
week.  1  did  not  like  that,  torn  it  up  and 
sat  down  and  rewrote  tho  oiu  ono  froi:i 
memory,  making,  1  presume,  some  altera- 
tions. I  had  concluded  incorrectly  that 
the  fault  was  in  tho  play  rather  than  tho 
f?ay  it  was  performed. 

I  never  yet  ch.anged  an  act  in  ono  of 
ray  plays  but  1  was  sorry  for  it.  Tho 
greatest  mistake  1  ever  made  was  chang- 
ing tho  thirtl  act  of  "A  Tin  Soldier.'  Tho 
original  thinl  .net  was  a  great  deal  bottei 
than  its  substitute. 

'•lam  liable  to  come  in  at  a  matinee 
nnd  tell  somo  performer  to  put  in  a  new 
lino  that  it  has  suddenly  occurred  to  mo 
would  improve  the  dialogue.  Only  this 
morning  I  had  a  rehearsal,  not  for  the 
lines,  but  to  change  business.  I  watched 
the  performance  last  night,  and  it  struck 
me  it  was  rather  stiff  in  somo  respects.  So 
this)  morning  I  made  a  radical  change  in 
the  Inisiness. 

T  believe  in  Iving  my  own  stage  man- 
ager. My  lirst  play — A  Bunch  of  Keys' 
— was  a  failure  until  1  managed  it  myself. 
I  showed  the  players  how  I  thought  it 
should  be  played.  1  do  not  allow  tho  per- 
formers to  introduce  gags.  They  arc  not 
alluwt'd  to  change  a  word  of  the  text. 

"It  is  not  ditlicult  to  procure  competent 
actors  to  play  tlie  cliaraetirs  in  my  plays, 
though  there  aro  very  few  men  like  George 
Richards,  who  has  played  the  leading 
character  in  several  oi  my  successes.  Mr. 
Richanls'  personal  modesty  has  really  kept 
him  ir.  tho  backtrround.  He  is  a  vouucj 
Tnan— .siaour,  ;«i— anil,  I  think,  ■withh;  i-^ 
or  16  years  he  will  bo  recognized  as  the 
euccessor  of  .losepb  Jeflferson  as  n  charac- 
ter actor.  He  is  not  an  aggressive  actor, 
but  extremely  artistic. 

"It  is  singular  that  there  is  always  one 
part  in  every  play  (eitlicr  male  or  female) 
tiiat  you  cannot  get  played  correctly.  In 
the  "Itag  Baby.'  for  instance,  it  was  the 
small  part  of  Clarctte.  Wo  had  somo  good 
actresses  try  th.-it,  but  they  couldn't  st^m 
to  make  anything  of  it.  On  tho  other 
band,  wo  had  half  a  dozen  actresses  who 
mndo  a  great  success  of  tho  part  of  tho 
widow  in   -V  Trip  to  Chinatown.' 

'You  ask  me,  How  far  is  so  called 
'horseplay"  allowable  in  farce  comedy?' 
I  do  not  believe  anything  is  good  art 
which  does  not  picture  nature.  It  may  ex- 
aggerate to  a  degree,  but  never  to  tho  de- 
gree of  unnaturalness.  When  human  na- 
ture is  portrayed  or  so  closely  character- 
ized that  you  recognize  tho  picture,  it 
comes  liome  to  you  as  true — as  good  art, 
a.nd  is  not  lior.se  pl.'iy. 

T  abhor  horse  play.  They  tell  you  that 
a  man  falling  down  a  pair  of  stairs  is 
horseplay.  But  that  Is  an  incident  that 
has  often  occurred.  It  is  true  to  life.  If 
it  is  brought  about  on  tho  stage  in  a  nat- 
ural way,  it  Is  not  hor.«o  play. 

*T  regard  A  Midnight  Boll'  ns  my  best 
play,  but  it  made  less  money  than  any  of 
the  others.  It  was  a  carefully  drawn  pic- 
ture of  New  England  life.  Everybody  ad- 
mitted the  excellence  of  the  picture,  but 
after  tliey  had  h/okcd  at  it  onco  it  ceased 
to  interest  them  again.  With  "A  Trip  to 
Chinatown'  it  was  difforrnt.  You  hear  a 
funny  .«tory  and  you  laugh  at  it,  but  you 
will  not  allow  tho  man  to  tell  you  tho 
same  story  again.  Yon  will,  however, 
oomo  to  hear  the  s.imcsong  a  dozen  times. 
Many  people  liked  to  .seo  tho  •Midnight 
Bell'  onco  or  twicei  but  I  have  known 
them  to  como  20  or  :50  times  to  sco  'A 
Trip  to  Chinatown.'  One  man  told  mo 
that  lie  had  seen  it  31  times. "

LOST     CHICORA    FOUND. 


DASH  TO  DFAl 


Trolley    Car  With  Twelve  Passengers 
Plunged  Through  An  Open  Bridge 
at  Milwaukee  Today. 


MiNNEAPor.is,  Feb.  4.— Juror  Dyer 
was  apparently  as  well  as  ever  this 
morning  when  the  time  came  for  the  re- 
sumption of  the  trial  of  Henry  Hayward 
for  murder.  A  little  diversion  occurred 
at  the  opening  of  court  when  Mr.  Erwin 
arose  and  demanded  that  the  handcuffs 
be  removed  from  his  client.  He  con- 
tended that  it  was  not  right  to  bring  him 
into  court  thus.  It  developed  that  the 
deputies  had  misplaced  the  key,  and 
when  it  was  produced  and  the  bracelets 
removed  the  trial  went  on. 

I".x-l)epuly  Coroner  Nippert  resumed 
the  stand  and  was  cross-examined  by  Mr. 
Erwin.  The  morning  was  spent  m  a 
technical  recital  of  the  condition  in 
which  Miss  Ging's  body  was  found  at 
the  autopsy.  At  its  outset,  County  At- 
torney Nye  asked  if  the  defense  seriously 
claimed  that  questions  as  to  the  condi- 
tion of  the  viscera  formed  a  material  part 
of  the  defense.  Mr.  Erwin  replied  that 
ihcy  did,  as  showing  the  cause  of  death. 
He  added  that  the  questions  were  not 
intended  in  any  way  for  an  attack  on 
character,  and  with  this  explanation  he 
was  sustained  by  the  court. 

It  developed  that  the  vital  organs  were 
in  a  normal  condition,  the  kidneys 
slightly  fatty,  the  uterus  enlarged  and 
the  ovaries  abnormal.  The  cross-ex- 
amination as  to  the  fracture  of  the  skull 
and  the  wounds  in  it  was  close  and  tech- 
nical, being  illustrated  by  the  doctor  on 
the  examiner's  bead. 

Dr.  William  Russell,  the  physician 
who  was  summoned  when  the  dead  body 
was  found  in  the  road,  was  the  next  wit- 
ness. He  told  the  familiar  story  again, 
and  was  subjected  to  a  long  cross-ex- 
atoination,  the  purpose  of  which  ap- 
parently was  to  show  that  death  had  oc- 
curred in  a  manner  different  from  that 
related  by  Blixt  in  his  confession.

Death  Rate  Last  Month  Considerably 
Than  in  January,  1894. 

The  report  of  the  health  department 
for  the  month  of  January  was  completed 
this  morning  and  proves  to  be  one  most 
creditable  to  the  city  in  every  respect. 

During  the  past  month  there  were  120 
births.  For  the  corresponding  month 
one  year  ago,  there  were  113.  The 
deaths  amounted  to  44.  For  the  corres- 
ponding month  last  year  they  ran  up  to 
159.  The  death  rale  this  year  was  8.1 
per  cent  per  thousand.  Last  year  it  was 
lo.q  per  cent  per  thousand. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were: 
Typhoid  tever,  g;  accidents  and  violence, 
5;  peritonitis,  4;  consumption,  3;  scarlet 
fever,  3;  enteriti*,  3;  capillary  bronchitis, 
3;  pneumonia,  2;  diphtheria,  2;  inanition, 
2.  There  was  one  each  from  the  follow- 
ing causes:  Abdominal  tumor,  heart 
disease,  p«-ri-carditis,  appendictis,  men- 
ingitis, cerebro-spinal  meningitis,  infan- 
tile convulsions  and  old  age. 

Of  those  who  died  f)  were  under  i  year 
ofage;gtrorai  105;  3  from  5  to  io;  4 
from  10  to  20;  13  from  20  to  40;  5  from 
40  to  60,  and  I  from  70  to  80.  Seventeen 
were  born  in  Duluth,  13  in  other  states 
and  14  in  foreign  lands.  Twenty-three 
were  males  and 
and  16  married. 


Milwaukee.  Feb.  4.— A  trolley  car  of 
the  Russell  avenue  and  Holton  street 
line  ran  through  the  open  draw  of  Kin- 
nickinnic  bridge  at  8:20  o'clock  this 
morning.  The  car  struck  endwise  on  the 
ice,  through  which  it  plunged  into  the 
water.  The  motorman  was  drowned  and 
at  least  two  passengers  are  reported  to 
have  lost  their  lives.  The  car  was  bound 
toward  Bay  \'iew  and  was  pretty  well 
filled  with  passengers  when  the  accident 
occurred,  but  part  ot  them  were  rescued 
without  serious  injury.  The  ice  broke 
the  windows  of  the  car,  which  stood  on 
end  and  only  partially  filled  with  water. 
The  first  body  recovered  was  that  of  a 
woman,  who  was  taken  out  a  few  minutes 
after  the  accident. 

The  confusion  was  such  that  nobody 
could  tell  an  hour  after  the  catastrophe 
how  many  people  had  lost  their  lives, 
but  it  is  believed  that  at  least  six,  be- 
sides the  motorman,  are  dead. 

There  were  ten  or  twelve  people  on 
the  car,  the  exact  number  being  un- 
known. Six  were  taken  out  alive  and 
the  others  are  all  dead.  Those  rescued 
were:  W.  P.  Severy,  705  Walnut 
street,  hand  cut;  A.  Oertel.  766  Inland 
avenue;  G.  W.  Chase,  727  Fourth  street; 
H.  Kuehn,  307  Reed  street;  R.  Brand. 
340  Grove  street;  Ella  Wachholz,  118 
Eleventh  street,  hurt  about  the  shoulder. 
The  dead  are:  Miss  Ehlman,  a  kin- 
dergarten teacher  in  the  Twelfth  dis- 
trict primary  school  and  a  daughter  of 
Professor  Ehlman,  director  of  music  in 
the  public  school;  John  Kennedy,  motor- 
man  of  Car  145. 

The  car  was  in  charge  of  Conductor 
Peterson.  The  bridge  had  been  opened  to 
permit  the  passage  of  the  fireboat  Foley 
which  was  brtaking  the  ice  in  the  Kin- 
nickinnic.  The  members  of  the  Foley's 
crew  rendered  valuable  assistance  in 
rescuing  those  who  were  saved  and  in 
recovering  the  bodies  of  the  victims. 
Three  People  Perished. 
Later— A  trollev  car  ot  the  Russell 
avenue  and  Holton  street  line  plunged 
through  the  open  draw  of  Ktnnickinnic 
avenue  bridge  at  8:30  this  morning,  car- 
rying thr<;e  people  down  to  death  in  the 
icy  waters  of  the  river.  Six  others  were 
rescued  from  the  partially  submerged 
car.  It  was  the  worst  street  car  acci- 
dent that  ever  happened  in  Milwaukee 
and  the  news  of  the  shocking  disaster 
sent  a  thrill  of  horror  throughout  the 
city. 

From  all  accounts  the  accident  seems 
to  have  clearly  been  due  to  the  careless- 
ness of  the  motorman,  John  Kennedy, 
but  he  stuck  to  his  post  in  a  vain  en- 
deavor to  stop  the  car  which  he  had  per- 
mitted to  approach  too  near  the  open 
draw  and  paid  the  penalty  of  his  care- 
lessness with  his  life.  The  car  struck 
endwise  in  the  river  and  was  submerged 
for  about  two-thirds  of  its  length,  the 
fact  that  it  did  not  go  to  the  bottom  of 
ihe  river  which  is  eighteen  feet,  being 
due  to  the  presence  of  thick  ice.  This 
circumstance  alone,  it  is  believed,  made 
it  possible  to  rescue  any  of  the  passen- 
gers. 

The  dead  are:  Miss  Antoinette  G. 
Ehlman,  a  kindergarten  teacher  of  the 
district  primary  school  and  a  daughter 
of  Professor  Ehlman,  director  of  music 
in  the  public  schools;  John  Kennedy, 
motorman  of  Car  i45;Miss  Schmidtkuntz, 
employed  at  National  Knitting  works. 

The  rescued  were:  W.  P.  Severy,  A. 
Oertel,  C.  W.  Chase,  H.  Kuchn,  F. 
Brand,  Ella  Wachholz,  Edward  Hoff- 
man and  Miss  Annie  Alb,  710  Poplar 
street. 

Russell  avenue  and  Holton  street  Car 
No.  145,  southbound,  was  speeding  along 
up  Kinnickinnic  avenue  at  about  8:30 
o'clock  this  morni"g  with  twelve  passen- 
gers aboard.  The  Chicago  &  North- 
western railroad  crossing,  situated  about 
two-thirds  of  a  block  north  of  the  Kin- 
nickinnic  bridge,  was  made  on  schedule 
time.  The  usual  stops  were  observed, 
and  at  the  conductor's  signal  to  come 
ahead  Motorman  John  Kennedy  applied 
his  power  and  the  ill-fated  car  started 
onward  to  be  suddenly  stopped  by  an 
awful  casualty. 

Rolling  along  at  a  fair  speed,  not 
more  than  probably  ten  or  twelve  feet 
from  the  bridge.  Conductor  Peterson, 
who  is  said  to  have  been  in  service  only 
a  short  time,  rang  the  bell  to  stop.  In- 
stantly the  passengers  became  alive  to 
the  fact  that  there  was  something  out  of 
the  ordinary  wrong,  and  they  soon  per- 
ceived cause  for  alarm  when  looking 
out  the  open  bridge  was  almost  at  hand 
and  no  brakes  had  as  yet  been  applied. 
At  the  sound  of  the  bell  the  motorman 
grasped  the  brake  crank  and  twisted  it 
with  might  and  main.  But  the  wheels 
slipped,  there  was  no  time  to  reach  for 
sand,  and  to  the  horror  of  the  helpless 
passengers  they  realized  that  no  power 
on  earth  could  prevent  them  from  plung- 
ing headlong  into  the  yawning  gulf  of  icy 
waters. 

Wild  shrieks  from  the  four  women 
passengers  intermingled  with  the  breath- 
less gasps  of  the  pale-faced  men.  There 
was  no  lime  to  plan  or  say  a  word.  The 
rear  door  was  all  the  means  of  escape 
that  offered.  The  men  on  the  rear  end, 
two  or  three,  including  the  conductor, 
had  already  jumped. 

William  P.  Severy  was  the  first  to 
reach  the  door.  He  had  occupied  the 
front  seat  at  the  window    and  had    seen 


ductor  to  notify  him  of  the  danger,  he 
bad  already  been  calculating.  He  was 
the  first  to  bound  forward  and  reach  the 
handle  of  the  rear  door.  But  be  never 
opened  it.  The  forward  end  went  down, 
and  he  together  with  the  terror-stricken 
passengers  who  were  crowding  behind 
him,  was  thrown  to  the  front. 

A  heavy  crash  followed  as  the  ice  was 
struck,  and  then  the  car  gradually  sank 
midway  into  the  water.  The  fire  was  in- 
stantly quenched  and  the  passengers  en- 
tirely submerged.  The  efforts  to  get  out 
will  probably  never  be  known.  Certain 
it  is  that  the  two  ladies  who  met  their 
death  must  have  been  at  the  very  bottom 
and  were  instantly  suffocated,  as  their 
bodies  bear  no  signs  of  bruises. 

One  woman,  probably  Ella  Wachholz, 
clung  desperately  to  Edward  Hoffmann 
as  he  continued  to  raise  himself  out  of 
the  waters.  He  could  lend  no  assistance, 
however,  as  his  strength  was  almost 
gone.  But  the  strong  arm  of  a  rescuer 
was  near  at  hand,  and  the  helplcsi 
woman  was  safely  borne  above  the 
waters  and  soon  pl.iced  in  a  place  of 
refuge.  Annie  Alb  was  rescued  in  a 
similar  way.  Their  preservation  is  alone 
due  to  the  fact  that  they  chanced  to  be 
farthest  away  from  the  rear  door  in  the 
first  attempt  to  escape. 

Miss  Schmidtkuntz's  body  was  the  first 
recovered.  Afterwards  the  bodies  of 
Miss  Ehlman  and  the  motorman  were 
taken  from  the  car.  Two  attempts  were 
made  to  lift  the  car,  but  the  chains  broke 
each  time.  Police  used  grappling  hooks 
and  the  wrecked  car  without  effect  and 
it  is  now  thought  the  list  of  dead  will  be 
limited  to  the  three  names  giver\.

Japan  Refused  to  Treat  With  ihe  Chinese  Peace 
Envoys. 

Washington,  Feb.  4.— Secretary 
Gresham  has  received  a  cablegram  from 
Minister  Dun,  at  Tokio,  confirming  the 
Associated  Press  report  of  the  rejection 
of  the  Chinese  peace  commissioners  by 
the  Japanese  on  the  ground  that  their 
credentials  were  defective  in  tot  grant- 
ing them  plenary  powers. 

No  word  whatever  had  been  received 
up  to  10:30  a.  m.  regarding  the  reported 
capture  of  a  part  of  the  force  of  ihe  U.  S. 
S.  Concord. 

An  official  dispatch  has  been  received 
at  the  Japanese  legation  confirming  the 
report  that  Chinese  peace  envovs  have 
been  sent  back  to  China  by  the  Japanese 
because  the  envoys  were  not  clothtd 
with  plenary  powers  by  their  govern- 
ment. It  appears  in  fact,  that  the  envoys 
did  not  even  have  a  proposition  from 
China  to  make  to  the  Japanese,  but  ap- 
parently came  to  find  out  in  a  general 
way  what  it  was  that  the  Japanese  want- 
ed as  terms  of  peace.

A  man  may  be  a  first  rale   lawyer  and 
nat  be  capable  of  making    even  a  com- 
monplace judge;  so  a  man  maybe  relig- 
iously moral  and  not  be  capable  of  being 
either  a  good  lawyer  or  an  efficient  judge 
or     even    a    politically    fair    puliiician. 
What  the  people  want  is  a  judge  who  is 
not  only  a  good  lawyer,  a  conscientious 
worker  and  a  moral    man,   but  one  who 
has  that  rare  gift  of  judicial  capacity— 
the  power  and  ability  as  well  as  the    in- 
clination to  listen  to  both  sides  of  an  argu- 
ment and  then  to  determine  the    case 
properly  and    fairly.    The  members    of 
the    bar    through    constant    association 
with  the  courts  and  with  each  other  are 
undoubtedly  in  a  better  position  to  select 
judicial    timber    than    laymen    can    be. 
rhe  people  are  too  often  disappointed 
in  the  nomination  and  election  ot  judges 
by  political  parties  who    proceed  to  the 
nominations  in  a  spirit  ot  political  intrigue 
and  who  either  do  not  inquire  into.or  who 
are  practically  indifferent  to  the  abibties 
of  their  nominees  so  long  as    they    can 
help  to  pull  the  party  through  the  elec- 
tion as  an  organization. 

It  is  refreshmg  to  note  that  the  senti- 
ments in  favor  of  non-partisan  municipal 
elections  is  growing.    The  fact  that  na- 
tional politics  have  controlled,    and  do 
control  municipal  elections  has  made  us 
the  laughing  stock  of  the  world,  and  this 
fact      is       strongly       exemplified      in 
"Bryce's  American  Commonwealth.      1 
want    to    say    right    here  that   I    am  a 
Republican  in  national  politics  and    wiu 
probably  continue  to  be  one,  but  the  ap- 
pUcation  of  national  politics  to  municipal 
elections  is  only  paralleled  by  the  test  of 
religion  in  an  apolication    for  the    posi- 
tion ot  king's  forester  i:i  the    dark    ages. 
We  today,  who    congratulate    ourselves 
upon  living  m  an    enlightened    age,  are 
more  dominated  and  domineered  over  by 
this  mysterious  power  called   pirty  than 
were  ever  the  poor  peasantry  of  Europe 
by  the  intiuisition.    If  we  have    an  indi-

Chicago,  Feb.  4.-C.  D.  Clark,  lately 
-lerted  s.  nator  Irorn  Wyoming,  was  in 
Chicago  last  night  on  his  wav  to  Wash- 
ington to  take  his  seat.  He  will  arrive 
at  the  national  capital  not  later  than 
Thursday  next,  and  will  at  once  take  the 
oath  of  office.  In  the  new  Wyoming 
senator  the  silver  men  in  congress  will 
find  a  strong  advocate,  and  his  vote  can 
be  counted  upon  as  against  the  recom- 
mendations  of   the    president's    recent 

"Sentiment  among  our  people,  i-iarK 
said,  "IS  strorgly  against  a  large  issue  ot 
conds  to  maintain  the  gold  standard 
They  want  some  practical  steps  takei 
now  towards  bimetallism,  and  will  op 
pose  any  movement  which  will  simph 
fasten  the  single  money  standard  upon 
the  country."  .        .,  , 

Mr.  Clark  expressed  himself  strongly 
on  the  subject  of  selling  bonds  at  tbe 
present  time  to  maintain  what  he  terms 
"tbe  monometallism  of  gold." 

Regarding  the  new  senators  from  the 
west.  Mr.  Clark  noted  a  great  change 
from  what  was  once  the  almost  universal 
custom  from  the  new  states  west  of  the 
Rockies.  Nearly  if  not  all  the  senators 
elected  this  year,  he  said,  are  poor  men. 
In  not  one  case  were  the  senators  mil- 
lionaires or  elected  by   the  influence   cl 

money.  ,        . 

"It  there  had  been  $1,000,000  for    tte 
purchase  of    votes    in    Wyoming,'     Mr. 
Clark  added,  "Not  $1   could  have    been 
used  corruptly.    I  think  the  same  is  true 
with  all  the  new    states.    We    have    got 
over  all  the  rough  sentiments    of    early 
times  now.    We  are  down  to  hard,  prac- 
tical business.    Perhaps  the  hard  times 
here  had  much  to  do  with  the  change  in 
the  far  West,  but  at  any  rate  it  has  been 
mofit  marked  since  last    fall's    elections. 
If  Utah  is  admitted,  poor  men  will  come 
to  the  senate  from  that  state  also." 

Mr.  Clark  was  hopeful  that  the  V  arev 
law  for  the  irrigation  ot  arid  lands  would 
be  accepted  by  Wyoming.  I  le  believed 
the  state  would  accept  the  1,000.000  acres 
of  arid  lands  as  provided  in  the  Carey 
law  and  would  take  steps  to  have  the 
land  irrigated  by  a  private  corporatioii. 
In  the  r>g  Horn  valley  alone,  he  had 
been  told,  is  an  irrigation  ditch  which 
would  provide  water  for  a  vast  region. 

It  was  his  opinion  that  if  the  state  sue 
ceeded  in  irrigating  the  arid  lands  given 
it  under  the  Carey  law,  the  general  goir 
ernment  would  turn  over  all  the  and 
lands  within  the  borders  of  the  state. 
All  of  the  objections  against  the  projects 
for  irrigation  being  undertaken  by  cor- 
porations on  tbe  ground  that  it  tended  to 
a  vast  system  of  landlordism,  Mr.  Clark 
believed,  could  be  overcome  by  thf 
Wyoming  legislature,  which  is  now  con 
sidering  a  number  ot  bills  covering 
grant  in  the  Carey  law.

Samuel  Cody  and  John  I)e  War,  the 
two  formers  who  were  arrested  at  Vir- 
cinia  some  time  ago  for  passing  checks 
parportin£[  to  be  signed  by  lumber  com- 
panies, for  a  few  moments  this  morning 
enjoyctl  freedom.  Their  prehminary 
examination  has  l»een  postponsd  twice, 
and  was  to  have  taken  olare  this  morn- 
ing. Before  that  tmie.  however,  their 
altorne\  secured  a  wiii  of  h.abeas  corpus 
and  they  were  released. 

Their  hberty  was  short,  however,  for 
they  were  imraedi.itely  re-arrcsted  on 
new  warrants  for  the  same  crime  and 
taken  back  to  jail.  When  the  prisoners 
were  brought  up  tor  their  examination 
this  morning  the  county  attorney  had  a 
hlile  surprise  for  them.  For  three  weeks 
the  authorities  have  been  keeping  the 
third  man  mentioned  at  the  time  of  the 
arrest  under  cover  to  spring  on  the  pris- 
oners at  their  examination,  and  this 
morning  he  was  produced,  much  to  the 
suprise  of  Cody  and  DeWar,  who  sup- 
posed that  be  had  escaped. 

He  has  been  held  not  as  a  prisoner, 
but  as  a  witness  against  the  two  men. 
His  name  is  Francis  <i.  Hendrickson 
and  he  is  a  young  man  Irom  Michigan, 
whom  the  forgers  picked  up  ia  Duluth 
on  their  way  lo  the  range  to  assist  them 
in  their  work  of  placing  spurious  checks 
in  circulation.  It  is  said  that  he  will  be 
able  from  his  experience  with  these  men 
to  give  some  pretts  damaging  testimony 
in  thetiial  and  betore  the  grand  lury. 

The  two  inen  were  anaigned  about 
noon  today  in  the  municipal  court  and 
their  examinations  were  set  for  Feb.  ii.

Why  They  Will  Be  Elected. 
Fred  J  Voss.  William  G.  Ten  Brook, 
H.  F.  Dibell  and  J.  VV.  Hunt  should  be 
elected  by  the  people  of  Duiuth  tomor- 
row, not  because  two  are  Republicans 
and  two  are  Democrats,  but  because  mu- 
nicipal government  should  be  conducted 
on  sound,  practical  business  principles 
and  all  city  authority  should  be  com- 
pletely severed   from    all  partisan  con 

troL 

Their  opponents  should  be  defeated 
because  they  represent  only  the  partisan 
idea.  They  do  not  come  before  the 
people  asking  election  upon 
their  individual  merits,  but  the  sole  argu- 
ment offered  in  their  behalf  is  that  they 
are  the  nominees  of  a  political  party.  If 
elected,  they  would  owe  their  positions  to 
the  political  bosses  who  are  anxious  to 
secure  control  of  the  municipal  offices  in 
order  to  more    strongly    entrench    their 

bossism. 

Everv    one   knows   the    result  of  this 
method  of  electing  city  officers  in  other 
cities.    The  partisan  system  has    invari 
ably  resulted  in  the  creation  of   corrupt 
political  rings    which    have    wasted  the 
money  of  the  people  for  their  own  indi- 
vidual   profit    and    created  a    state  of 
affairs    that    has    disgraced    the    entire 
country.    In  all  the  leading  cities  of  the 
Union    today    there    is    a    demand    for 
municipal  reform— for  the  selection    of 
officials  on  the  score  of  ability  and  fitness 
and  for  the    elimination  of  the  partisan 
idea  from  municipal  contests.    Only  in 
this  way  can  the  city  government  be  ad- 
ministered on    business    principles    and 
corruption  prevented. 

The  partisans  in  Duiuth  say  they  are 
not  corrupt,  and  therefore  this  argument 
does  not  apply  to  them.  They  may  not 
be  corrupt,  but  the  history  of  almost 
every  city  demonstrates  undeniably  that 
the  partisan  idea  in  municipal  affairs  re- 
sults invariably  in  the  creation  of  a  cor- 
rupt civic  government.  It  is  the  duty  of 
every  loyal  citizen  of  Duiuth  to  guard 
against  the  possibility  of  such  an  evil 
here.  There  is  but  one  way  to  guard 
against  it.  and  that  is  to  vote  in  favor  of 
the  non-partisan  candidates. 

Messrs.  Voss  and  Ten  Brook  are  the 
choice  of  the  best  men  of  all  parties  who 
look  to  economy,  integrity  and  efficiency 
in  the  municipal  government.  They 
have  been  tried  and  not  found  wanting, 
and  they  will  be  triumphantly  elected  to- 
morrow by  the  votes  of  those  who  believe 
in  keeping  safe,  efficient  and  competent 
officials  on  guard  at  the  city  hall. 

Messrs.  Dibell  and  Hunt  are  the  choice 
of  the  men  who  believe  in  keeping  the 
judiciary  unpolluted  by  the  touch  of 
politics.  The  members  of  the  bar  se- 
lected them  because  they  are  able  law- 
yers, learned  in  the  law  and  the  pos- 
sessors of  qualities  that  are  required  of 
men  who  sit  uoon  the  judicial  bench. 
They  will  be  elected  tomorrow  for  these 
reasons  by  the  votes  of  the  thousands  in 
this  city  who  demand  that  the  judiciary 
shall  be  able,  impartial  and  non-par- 
tisan. 


The  Real  issue. 
The  campaign    now  being    closed  in 
behalf  of  the   bar    nominees  is  of  more 
importance  than  most  of  the  voters    un- 
derstand.

Page  Morris'  Someriault. 
According  to  the  morning  paper  Page 
Morris  "made  one  of    his  characteristic 
speeches"  at  Normanna  hall   on    Satur- 
day n.uht.     In  this  speech  he  denounced 
non-partisanship    in    municipal    affairs, 
and  besought  his  hearers  not  to  pay   any 
attention  to  The  Herald.

Bat  what  a  charming  figure  Page  Mor- 
ris now  presents  as  an  opponent  of  non- 
partisanship  and  as  a  defender  of  drag- 
ging the  judiciary  into  politics.  Charm- 
ing indeed,  when  we  recall  his  past  rec- 
ord. Why  it  is  but  a  few  short  years 
since  Mr.  Morris  was  turned  down  by 
the  politicians  for  a  renomination  as 
judge  of  the  municipal  court,  when  he 
created  quite  a  dramatic  scene  in  tbe 
convention  by  a  violent  speech  denounc- 
ing those  who  defeated  him. 

And  wby  had    the    politicians    turned 
him  down?    There    was    no    attempt  to 
keep  the  reason  a    secret.    It    was  well 
known  to  every  one.    Mr.  Morris,  when 
judge  of  the  municipal  court,  refused  to 
take  the  stump  on  behalf  of  the    Repub- 
lican ticket,  because  he  did  not    believe 
in  trailing  the  judicial  ermine  in  the  mire 
of  politics.    What  a  change  today:    Now 
he       lauds      to       the         skies       the 
p.artisan  candidates  for  the  judiciary  and 
denounces  and  libels  those  who  believe 
that  the  municipal  bench  should  be    di- 
vorced from  politics.    He  will  recall  the 
fate  at  the  polls  of  the  two  candidates  who 
were  nominated  by  the    political  'bosses 
when  he  was  turned    down.    The    fate 
that  befell  those  two    candidates— which 
was  the  emphatic    protest  of  the   people 
against     dragging    the     judiciary    into 
politics— will  also  be  the    fate  of  the  two 
partisan  candidates  whom  Mr.  Mortis  is 
now  supporting. 

It  would  have  been  better  for  Mr. 
Morris  to  have  stuck  to  the  sentiments 
which  he  expressed  a  few  years  ago. 
He  has  not  raised  himself  in  popu  ar 
esteem  by  his  somersault,  while  he  can 
expect  nothing  from  the  political  bosses 
whose  game  he  is  assisting,  because 
they  are  even  now  secretly  plotting  to 
oust  him  from  the  city  attorneyship. 


The  Bar  Candidates. 
A  careful  canv.ibs  shows  ih.it  there 
are  only  nineteen  Republican  lawyers 
in  the  city  who  arc  opposed  to  the  bar 
candidates.  Of  these  nineteen,  seven 
arc  now  officeholders,  two  are  the  parti- 
san candidates,  four  were  candidates 
before  the  Republican  convention  and 
four  are  either  associated  in  business 
with  or  are  relatives  of  the  candidates. 
This  leaves  but  two  Republican  lawyers 
who  are  probably  not  prompted  by  per- 
sonal reasons  to  support  the  pattispn 
candidates.  Every  other  lawyer  in  Du- 
iuth is  supporting  the  bar  candidates, 
and  every  man  who  desires  to  see  the 
judiciary  kept  out  of  poli.ics  should  do 
likewise. 

Every  valid  argument  is  in  favor  of  the 
bar  candidates.    They  are  boih  conceded 
to  be  well  equipped  for  the  duties  of  the 
judges  of  the  municipal  court.    They  did 
not  seek  the    nominations.    They    were 
choicn  by  the  other  membeis  of  the  bar 
because  of  their  fitness  and  not  because 
they  had    a     political      "pull."    When 
elected,  as    they    undoubtedly    will    be, 
they  will  go  upon  the  bench  with    no  po- 
litical axes  to  grind  and  with  do  political 
obligations  that  would  interfere  with  the 
fair  and  impartial  trial  of  the    cases  that 
will  come  before    them.    In    short  they 
will  be  all  that  judges  should  be— fair,  im- 
partial, just,  and  unbiased  either  by  par- 
tisan prejudice  or    pledges    to    political 
bosses.

Dibeli  and  Hunt. 

Judge  Moer  was  recommended  by  the 
bar  in  the  same  manner  as  Dibell  and 
Hunt  have  been,  and  at  the  bar  meeting 
which  recommended  him  Mr.  Towne 
was  one  of  his  heartiest  supporters.  Mr. 
Towne  is  personally  in  favor  of  the  bar 
nominees  and  a  non-partisan  judiciary, 
and  only  the  party  whip  prevents  his 
open  advocacy  of  them.

The 
English    Australian     colonies    of     New 
Zealand  and  South  Wales  average  $350 
per  capita,  and  Victoria  $500  per  capita, 
while  the  United  States  debt  per  capita 
is  only  $15.    The  liabilities  growing  out 
ol  the  failures  of  i8g2  93  in  this  country, 
which  was  the  worst  general  panic  period 
that  the  United  States  ever  had,  consid- 
ering its  prolongation  and  the  fact  that  it 
covered  every  locality  without  an  excep- 
tion, amounted  to  less  than  i  per  cent  on 
the  true  valuation  of  the  assets  of  the 
70,000.000  population.    No  one  can  ap- 
preciate these  facts  without  having  faith

The  Sale  of  Cigarettes. 
In  a  recent  issue  The  Herald  drew  at- 
tention to  efforts  being  made  in  other 
states  to  prevent  the  sale  of  cigarettes  to 
schoolboys,  and  urged  that  similar  action 
should  be  taken  in  Minnesota.  Thomas 
J.  Davis,  of  the  well-known  legal  firm  of 
Draper,  Davis  &  HoUister,  has  for- 
warded to  The  Herald  a  draft  of  a  bill 
which  seems  to  attain  the  desired  result. 
Its  title  is:  "A  bill  for  an  act  entitled  an 
act  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  cigarettes, 
cigars  or  tobacco  to  pupils  attending  the 
public  schools,  or  schools  supported 
wholly  or  in  part  by  money  raised  by  tax- 
ation:'  Following  arc  the  provisions  of 
the  proposed  bill: 

Section  i.  Any  person  within  this 
state  who  sells,  gives  to  or  in  any  way 
furnishes  any  cigarettes,  cigarj  or  to- 
bacco in  any  form,  to  any  person  who  is 
a  pupil  or  student  in  any  public  school 
or  school  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by 
money  raised  by  taxation  in  this  state, 
shill  be  punished  by  a  fine  ot  not  more 
than  fifty  dollars  ($5000)  or  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  not  more  than 
thirty  (30)  days. 

Sections.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Will  not  Mr.  Cant  introduce  the  above 
or  a  similar  bill  in  the  legislature  and 
endeavor  to  secure  its  passage?

RECENr  UNO  DECISION. 


The  chamber  of  commerce  held  a 
special  meeting  on  Saturday  and  anlin- 
ishcd  business  was  transacteil.  H.  R. 
Phelps    presented  a    bill    reducing    the 

fees  charged  by  the  clerk  of  the  district 
court  which  it  is  proposed  to  introduce 
into  the  state  legislature.  The  bill 
affects  counties  having  populations  of 
from  40.000  to  10Q.000.  The  bill  was  ap- 
proved. 

Secretary  Johnson  presented  his  an- 
nual report.  He  reviewed  the  work  of 
the  chamber  and  made  a  number  of  sug- 
gestions, one  of  which  was  that  the 
chamber  ought  lo  receive  aid  from  the 
council.  Also  that  the  financial  affairs 
01  the  c^  amber  ought  to  be  differently 
conducted.  There  are  forty-three  mem- 
bers in  arrears  $4  ;iO  for  dues.  The  total 
receipts  for  1S94  were  $1571 '.7:1  and  there 
remains  on  hand  519.45.  The  chamber  s 
resources  including  unpaid  dues  amount 
to$74g.4?  and  liabilities  $328.01. 

Mr.  Johnson  referred  to  the  chamber's 
request  to  Maj.  Baldwin  for  the  passage 
of  a  bill  placing  the  Minnesota  gold 
lands  under  the  operation  of  the  mineral 
laws  and  his  withdrawal  of  the  same.  No 
explanation  has  been  received  and  Sec- 
retary Johnson  attributes  the  active  set- 
tlement in  the  Canadian  provinces  to  the 
failure  to  pass  this  bill. 

A  number  of  matters  in  which  the 
chamber  has  acted  were  enumerated, 
among  them  the  following:  Pre- 
testing against  the  placing  of  iron  ore  on 
the  free  list;  protest  against  the  boun- 
dary of  the  Duluth  customs  district;  in- 
troducing a  bill  for  the  relief  of  settlers 
in  Rainy  Lake  lands;  effort  to  have  the 
government  building  given  another 
story:  urging  establishment  of  assay 
oflkc  in  Duluth;  opposition  to  the  Chick- 
ering  bill;  printing  of  report  on  labor 
arbitration;  work  in  water-works  cjues- 
tion;  action  in  postal  reform  movement; 
favoring  the  establishment  of  a  line  of 
steamers  to  Owen  Sound:  enforcement 
of  provisions  of  interstate  commerce 
law;  construction  of  .1  deep  water  canal 
Duluth  to  the  Atlantic  ocean ;  construc- 
tion of  a  new  lock  at  Sault  Sle.  Marie; 
appointment  of  Duluth  member  on  state 
grain  and  warehouse  commission;  hold- 
ing session  of  Farmers'  institute  here; 
recommending  of  non-action  to  help  de- 
eat  income  tax. 

The  report  of  the  secretary  was  ordered 
printed. 

A.  Hirsch  read  several  letters  show- 
ing that  the  people  in  North  D.ikota  and 
along  the  line  of  D.  W.  Hines'  proposed 
railroad  have  great  faith  in  the  energy 
and  honesty  of  the  promoter.  The 
chamber  will  take  further  action  in  the 
matter. 

Senator  Spencer  has  acknowledged 
the  receipt  of  the  arbitration  bill  and  the 
bill  reducing  the  royalties  on  iron  ore. 
He  favors  both  and  will  urge  their  pas- 
sage. 

J.  H.  Crowley  was  elected  a  member 
and  A.  C.  Batchclcr's  application  was  re- 
ferred.

Lumbermen  Likt  This  Winter  For  Logging- 
Jake  on  a  Woll-Known  Trio. 

■'This  has  been  an  ideal  winter  for  lum- 
bermen," said  one  of  them  yesterday. 
"There  is  just  enough  snow  in  the  woods 
to  make  good  hauling.  If  there  were 
more  it  would  greatly  hinder  matters.  A 
great  deal  of  burned  timber  fell  last  fall 
and  if  there  were  three  or  four  feet  of 
snow  it  would  be  covered  up  and  could 
only  be  gotten  out  with  diftkulty  if  at  all.

A  CHURCH  BURNED. 


Norwegian-Danish  Lutheran  Church  Destroyed 
by  Fire  Yesterday. 
The  First  Norwegian- Danish  Evangel- 
ical Lutheran  church,  on  the  corner  of 
First  avenue  east  and  Third  street, 
caught  fire  in  the  basement,  probably 

from  the  furnace,  about  i  o'clock  yester 
day  afternoon,  and  in  a  few  hours  noth- 
ing stood  but  the  blackened  walls.  The 
fire  department  was  early  on  the  scene, 
but  the  water  pressure  was  very  light, 
and  as  the  lire  for  a  time  continued  to 
burn  within  the  walls  and  doors,  it  was 
hard  to  fight.

THE  FIRE  COMMISSIONERS. 


Chief  Black's  Report  Presented  to  tie  Board 
on  Saturday. 

Routine  business  occupied  most  of  the 
time  at  the  meeting  of  the  fire  commis- 
sioners held  Saturday  afternoon.  Chief 
Black's  report  for    January    stated    that 

twenty-S'x  alarms  were  turned  in  during 
January.  The  property  attacked  was  in- 
sured for  $20,150  and  the  actual  loss  was 
$igoo.  During  the  month  the  New  Du- 
luth apparatus  was  added.  A  new  tele- 
phone switchboard  and  four  new  tele- 
phones were  secured.  During  the  month 
the  department  injured  two  Inen  and 
William  E.  King,  of  Hose  Company  No. 
8,  was  also  hurt,  but  has  recovered.  The 
chief  ran  over  a  couple  of  men  from  St. 
Paul,  but  hurt  neither.  George  T.  Mc- 
Arthur,  driver  of  Hose  Company  No.  5, 
resigned  and  the  following  transfers  and 
promotions  were  made:  J.  D.  Murray, 
from  pipeman  of  Engine  Company  No.  3 
to  lieutenant  of  Hose  Company  No.  4; 
Frank  Shannon,  pipeman.  Hose  Com- 
pany No.  4  to  pipeman  Engine  Com- 
pany No.  t:  William  Rache,  from  driver 
Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  8  to 
driver  Hose  Company  No.  5;  James  Bal- 
linger,  from  pipeman  Hose  Company  No. 
8  to  driver  Hook  and  Ladder  Company 
No.  8;  William  Randall,  from  driver 
Hose  Company  No.  4  to  driver  Engine 
and  Hose  Company  No.  i ;  J.  Bucholic, 
from  driver  Engine  Company  No.  i  to 
driver  Hose  Company  No.  4.

DULUTH  LUMBER  DISTRICT. 

Very  Little  Lumber  Now  on  Dock  Here  foV 
Sale. 
The  winter  has  turned  out  so  much 
better  than  had  been  counted  on  that 
logging  contractors,  generally,  will  make 
a  great  deal  more  out  of  their  jobs  than 
they  had  figured  on.  and  the  work  is 
further  along  than  is  usual  at  this  time 
of  the  year,  says  the  Duluth  correspond- 
ent of  the  Northwestern  Lumberman. 

There  is  not  much  doing  in  the  log 
market  as  owners  arc  holding  for  an  .id- 
vanre  and  buyers  arc  not  rcidy  to  go 
into  active  competition  for  stock.  It  is 
the  intention  ot  the  new  mill  owners  to 
buy  rather  sparingly  where  they  can  se- 
cure a  stock  of  logs  for  custom  sawing. 
They  much  prefer  to  saw  by  the  thou- 
sand the  lirst  year,  to  running  chances 
on  buying  the  logs  and  going  on  the 
lumber  market.  In  sawing  by  the  thou- 
sand they  are  ac(|uiring  an  acquaintance 
with  conditions  here,  without  investing 
too  much  money.  A  fair  quality  of  white 
pine  logs  is  being  held  at  $10  a  thou- 
sand, while  some  sales  have  been  made 
at  $S  85  to  $9  a  thousand.  Saw  bills  run 
from  %2  to  $2.50  a  thousand. 

Inquiries  from  lower  lake  lumbermen 
are  being  received  pretty  regularly  for 
stock  to  be  sent  on  next  spring,  but  with 
the  exception  of  thai  of  the  Cranberry 
Lumber  company  and  one  or  two  other 
concerns,  there  is  no  lumber  on  dock  lor 
sale.  Not  only  is  all  tlie  lumber  now  in 
cross  pile,  intended  for  Eastern  ship- 
ment, sold,  but  contracts  have  been 
made  for  lumber  yet  in  the  log.  It  is 
stated  th.it  Mitchell  vV-  McClure,  who  .ire 
the  heaviest  operators  at  Duluth,  have 
contracted  the  major  portion  of  their 
prospective  cut  next  season,  and  this  is 
ilso  the  understanding  with  reference  to 
one  or  two  other  mills.  This  condition, 
lowever,  is  not  peculiar  to  this  winter; 
the  practice  has  obtained,  to  some  ex- 
tent, heretofore.  But  the  signs  all  indi- 
cate a  fairly  active  and  firm  market.  The 
prices  which  have  been  named  in  the 
contracts  for  lumber  to  be  sawed  and 
shipped  ne.\t  summer  are  practically  the 
same,  I  am  informed,  as  those  which 
ruled  for  similar  grades  last  year,  al- 
though bull  influences  have  endeavored 
to  establish  the  impression  that  there  has 
been  an  advance  of  $1  a  thousand. 

During  the  winter  thus  far  3,000,000  or 
4,000,000  feet  of  lumber  has  been  sold 
lor  car  shipment  to  Frame  «&  Burge,  ot 
Boston,  and  other  Eastern  concerns.  C. 
H.  Bradley  has  sold  i,7oo,oco  feet  to  be 
sent  to  Dollarville,  Upper  Michigan, 
vhere  it  will  be  planed  and  graded  and 
forwarded  to  the  Boston  yards.  About  a 
third  of  this  order  was  picked  up  Irom 
ihe  Cranberry  Lumber  company's  yards, 
and  the  average  price  for  the  whole  lot 
was  better  than  offers  for  similar  stock 
three  or  six  months  ago.  That's  a  long 
way  to  rail  lumber,  from  Duluth  to  Bos- 
ton, stopping  once  in  transit  to  go 
through  a  planing  mill,  but  it  is  a  stock 
that  is  needed  at  this  time,  and  the  Bos- 
ton firm  knows  what  it  is  about. 

Mills  &  Le  Clair  are  getting  out  3,coo,- 
000  feet  of  logs  at  South  Range,  to  be 
manufactured  at  their  mills.  A.  R.  Le 
Clair  estimates  that  tiiere  are  10,000  men 
working  in  the  lumbering  woods,  who 
will  flock  to  the  two  cities  at  the  head  of 
the  lakes  in  the  spiing.  Allowing  that 
the  men  will  have  $50  each,  there  will  be 
turned  loose  $500,000  in  Duluth  and  Su- 
perior from  that  source,  as  the  woods- 
man and  his  money  are  soon  separated 
when  he  reaches  town. 

At  Iron  River  logging  is  progressing 
briskly,  all  the  camps  having  large 
gangs  of  men  at  work.  The  John 
Gund,  Jr  ,  Lumber  Company  is  banking 
about  10,000,000  feet  and  the  l^ea  In- 
gram the  same  amount. 

J.  B.  Stevens,  who  has  a  lease  of  the 
R.  A.  Gray  mill,  has  contracted  with 
Whitney  Bros ,  of  West  Superior,  to 
build  two  docks  between  tbe  planing 
mill  and  water  front,  having  a  capacity 
of  i2,ooo.oco  feet  of  lumber.  There  will 
be  icoo  piles  used  in  this  construction, 
which  are  now  on'the  ground;  the  docks 
will  be  completed  this  winter.  This 
improvement  will  facilitate  the  handling 
of  lumber  by  the  Cranberry  people,  and 
save  from  25  to  30  cents  a  thousand.

RETURNED  THEIR  PROTEST. 


Board  of  Education  Considered  'the  Doctors' 
Communication  Too  Vague. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  educa- 
tion Saturday  night,  tbe  communication 
from  the  Duluth  Medical  society,  claim- 
ing that  the  teachers  are    overworked, 

was  returned  to  the  society,  as  being  too 
vague  and  indefinits  to  take  action  upon. 
The  doctors  made  no  suggestions  what- 
ever, anyway,  and  the  members  of  the 
board  held  that  they  are  wrong  in  their 
conclusions  as  to  the  tcichers  and  their 
school  work. 

Another  step  w.is  taken  toward  secur- 
ing the  normal  school.  Supcrintenclent 
Denfeld  and  A.  R.  McDonald  were 
selected  to  go  St.  Paul  and  lobliy  for  the 
school.  They  will  select  a  third  mem- 
ber of  the  board  to  eo  along. 

Superintendent  Denfeld's  report  for 
January  showed  an  enrollment  of  7572. 
With  the  Fond  du  Lac  and  New  Duluth 
enrollment  added,  the  total  would  exceed 
8000,  it  is  thought.  The  average  attend- 
ance was  about  6000.  There  were  2652 
visitors,  314 1  cases  of  tardiness,  forty 
cases  of  corporal  punishment  and  fifteen 
substitute  teachers. 

On  recommendation  of  Superintendent 
Denfeld,  Lexington  school,  near  the  poor 
farm,  was  closed  for  the  remainder  of  the 
winter.  The  attendence  is  small  and 
the  teacher  is  needed  elsewhere. 

A  resolution  was  introduced  making  it 
necessary  for  permission  to  be  secured 
from  the  board  in  regular  session  before 
any  building  can  be  used  for  entertain- 
ments. It  was  temporarily  withdrawn. 
The  fact  that  admission  has  been 
charged  at  some  of  the  entertainments 
displeased  some  of  the  board.  The  ex- 
ecutive committee  will  wrestle  with  the 
question.  A  committee  will  also  investi- 
gate the  matter  of  the  assignment  of  J. 
R.  Marshall,  contractor  for  the  Bryant 
school.

A    NON-PARTISAN  JUDICIARY. 

Listoi  the  Members  cf  the  Bar  Supporting 
Dibell  and  Hunt. 
The  Herald  publishes  again  today  the 
names  of  the  lawyers  who  signed  the 
petitions  of  Mr.  Dibell  and  Mr.  Hunt  as 
independent  candiilates  for  judge  and 
special  judge  of  the  municipal  court.

MiNNEAi'OLis,  Feb.  5.— The  mass  of 
prefatory  evidence  in  the  trial  of  Harry 
Hayward  for  the  murder  of  Catherine 
Ging  having  been  cleared  away,  the 
state  this  morning  sprung  a  surprise  by 
placing  Claus  A.  Blixt,  the  self-confessed 
tool  of  Hayward,  on  the  stand.  He 
seemed  calm  enough  as  he  was  led  into 
the  court  room  between  two  officers. 
Hayward  had  evidently  not  expected  to 
see  his  alleged  accomplice  so  soon,  but 
he  simply  luoked  mildly  astonished  as 
the  janitor  of  the  Ozark  rtits  took  a  seat 
near  him.  But  he  betrayed  no  uneasi- 
ness or  dislike  for  the  man. 

Blixt  sat  with  his  bat  on  bis  knees  and 
his  hands  crossed  over  it.  His  wife  sat 
near  him,  looking  very  pale  and  appre- 
hensive. The  murderer  himsell  ap- 
peared to  be  in  good  health,  and  so  far 
as  external  appearances  go  was  not  per- 
turbed. The  case  of  the  state  against 
Blixt  had  been  set  for  today,  and  it  was 
generally  suppos-d  that  he  had  been 
brought  into  court  that  it  might  be  reset 
There  was  a  murmur  of  surprise  there- 
fore when  County  Attorney  Nye  at  the 
opening  of  court  called  in  a  clear  voice, 
"Claus  Alfred  Blixt." 

The  state's  main  witness  walked  firmly 
to  the  desk  and  took  the  oath  with  hand 
held  high  above  his  bead.  The  attitude 
seemed  almost  one  of  dtfiance  and  his 
facial  expression  detracted  nothing  from 
this  impression.  He  mounted  the  wit- 
ness stand  and  sat  composedly  with  his 
bands  crossed  in  front  of  him,  evid^tly 
a  characteristic  attitude.  Hayward  never 
removed  his  eyes  from  the  man,  gazing 
intently  at  him  and  seemingly  endeavor- 
ing to  read  his  purposes.  But  Blixt 
louked  anywhere  and  everywhere  rather 
thaii  at  Hayward.  Mr.  Nye  hrst  drew 
out  some  information  as  to  his  anteced- 
ents and  to  his  employment  as  janitor  io 
the  Haywards. 

In  answer  to  questions  from  Mr.  Nye, 
Blixt  related  how  for  six  or  seven  weeks 
before  the  murder  Harry  Hayward  was 
accustomed  to  come  down  inio  the  en- 
gine room  and  have  long  talks  with  him. 
Blixt  pointed  out  the  rooms  on  the  dia- 
gram of  the  flats,  where  they  were  ac- 
customed to  talk,  and  went  on  to  &ay 
that  along  in  November  Hayward  began 
to  talk  to  him  about  doing  some  outside 
work  in  a  newspaper  case. 

This  brought  an  objection  from  the 
defense  and  the  court  ordered  the  slate 
to  make  a  foundation  for  ihe  introduc- 
tion of  such  testimony  first. 

Accordingly  the  examiner  took  up  at 
once  the  Ging  matter.  Blixt  described 
how  he  had  witnessed  the  note  for  $7000 
given  by  Miss  Ging  to  Hayward.  He 
said  he  had  been  instructed  by  Harry  to 
say,  when  he  saw  the  pile  of  bills,  "Jesus 
Christ,  what  a  lot  of  money."  The  note 
was  offered  in  evidence  and  was  found  to 
be  dated  Nov.  24,  nine  days  before  the 
murder. 

That  night  in  the  basement  of  the 
Ozark,  Harry  had  said  to  him:  "I  am 
going  to  kill  her.  I  didn't  let  her  have 
$7000.  It  was  only  $2000.  I  am  going 
to  take  her  around  where  I  have  taken 
her  here  and  gamble  as  high  as  $1000  on 
her.  1  am  going  to  take  htr  to  a  res- 
taurant and  have  her  show  the  money 
and  tell  her  how  careless  she'd  been." 

"Afterward, "  continued  Blixt,  "he  told 
me  that  he  took  her  around  to  a  restaur- 
ant and  made  her  show  the  money  and 
she  placed  it  in  a  tumbler  while  she  ate, 
and  some  one  else  told  her  she'd  be  killed 
for  her  money." 
"Did  he  say  anything  more?" 
"Yes,  he  said  he  was  going  to  have  her 
life  insured  and  then  kill  her.  Me  said 
he  was  going  to  drive  out  and  find  a 
place  where  there  were  some  rocks  and 
throw  her  on  the  rocks  and  then  they 
would  think  it  was  a  runaway.  He 
wanted  me  to  go  to  St.  Paul  and  get  an 
overcoat,  a  slouch  hat  and  a  revolver 
like  the  one  he  had.  I  said  I  wouldn't  do 
it.  One  day  Harry  came  into  the  boiler 
room  with  a  pice  of  T  rail  four  feet  long 
and  wanted  me  to  cut  it  in  two.  1  said  I 
couldn't  do  it,  but  a  man  showed  me  how 
and  I  did  it.  Harry  took  the  shorter 
piece,  put  it  under  his  coat  and  went  up 
stairs.  Afterwards  I  showed  the  oflficers 
where  the  other  piece  was." 

This  piece  of  rail  was  offered  in  evi- 
dence, and  identified.  Blixt  continued: 
"He  wanted  me  to  go  out  somewhere 
and  get  a  hitched  horse.  He  said  he 
would  drive  out  somewhere  with  Miss 
Ging.  He  would  drop  some  money  out 
of  the  buggy  and  get  her  to  get  out. 
Then  he  would  strike  her  on  the  head 
with  the  T  rail  and  leave  her  there  and 
start  the  horse  to  run  away.  He  wanted 
me  to  make  a  list  of  all  the  things  he 
bad  in  his  pockets  when  he  went,  so  that 
he  should  not  lose  anything  while  away 
that  would  turn  up  against  him. 

That  was  the  Saturday  night  before. 
The  next  morning  he  came  down  and 
asked  ins  if  I  ever  heard  of  people  get- 
ting killed  in  elevators.  I  said  I  had. 
He  said  he  would  get  in  the  elevator 
with  her  and  strike  her  on  the  bead,  and 
then  put  her  on  the  tloor,  so  that  when 
the  elevator  started  it  would  cut  off  her 
head." 

At  this  there  was  a  low  murmur  of 
horror  that  ran  through  the  assemblage, 
which  was  checked  by  the  deputy  s 
gavel.

He 
gave  me  six  long  cartridges  and  six 
short  ones  to  put  in  it,  and  after  it  was 
all  done  I  was  to  change  the  cartridges. 
Then  he  told  me  to  go  out  Hennepin 
avenue  to  Kenwood  and  wait  for  him. 
When  he  came  I  was  to  follow  him.

Duluth  Will  Not  Get  One  From  the  Present 

Congress. 

Washington,    Feb.    5.— [Special    to 

The  Herald.]--The  house  appropriations 

committee  decided  they  cannot  make  a 

favorable     report   on     Representative 

Baldwin's  bill  for  the  establishment  of  a 

hydrographic  office  at  Duluth  for  the 
reason  that  It  carries  an  appropriation, 
and  they  desire  to  make  a  record  for 
economy  at  this  session.  In  view  of  the 
strong  report  of  the  hydrographic  board, 
however,  this  bill  can  easily  be  put 
through  at  the  next  session. 

Representative  Baldwin  today  pre- 
sented a  petition  of  the  business  men  ot 
Duluth  urging  the  passage  of  some  such 
financial  legislation  as  outlined  in  Pres- 
ident Cleveland's  message. 

An  original  pension  was  today  granted 
to  John  VV.  Moore,  of  Oisego,  and  an  addi- 
tional pension  to  Curtis  Rowan,  of  Maole 
Lake,  Minn. 

A  patent  was  today  issued  to  Lewis  E. 
Paddock,  of  Duluth,  for  a  time  recorder 
on  ticket  stamp. 


Tobacco  Warehouse  Burned. 
Cincinnati,  Feb.  5.— The  Bodman 
Leaf  tobacco  warehouse,  a  large  struc- 
ture on  West  Front  street  near  the 
northern  end  of  the  suspension  bridge, 
caught  fire  in  a  mysterious  way  at  6:30 
a.  m.  and  is  now  in  ruins,  nothing  butthe 
walls  standing.  The  place  was  full  of 
valutble  leaf  tobacco  in  hogsheads,  all 
of  which  was  destroyed.  The  loss  on 
stock  is  estimated  at  $:40,ooo,  and  on 
the  building  $6o,ooc. 


St.  Paul,  Feb,  5.— The  claim  of  Henry 
Dillery,  of  Battery  A,  for  $3000  for  in- 
juries sustained  in  the  militia  service,  was 
read  in  the  house  this  morning  and  sent 
to  the  claims  committee.  Dillery  was 
kicked  by  a  vicious  horse.  The  report 
ofPubli:  Examiner  M.  D.  Kenyon  of 
the  condition  of  the. state  savings  banks 
was  read  and  referred  to  the  banking 
committee.  Henry  Johns,  from  the  pub- 
lic accounts  committee,  favorably  re- 
ported the  senate  bill  to  transfor  $50,000 
from  the  state  text  book  to  the  revenue 
fund.  An  attempt  was  made  to  pass 
under  suspension  of  the  rules,  but  objec- 
tion was  made  and  the  bill  will  follow 
the  u-ual  order. 

The  grain  and  warehouse  committee, 
through  Chairman  Gibbs,  favorably  re- 
ported H.  F.  17S,  exempting  100  bushels 
of  wheat  from  attachment,  and  H.  F.  124 
transferring  funds  from  the  seed  grain 
fund  to  the  governor's  fund  and  recom- 
mended indefinite  pos>ponement  of  H. 
F.  58,  relating  to  the  inspection  of  grain. 
Mr.  Jacobson,  from  the  legislative  ex- 
penses committee,  reported  the  resolu- 
tion for  an  investigation  of  alleged  dis- 
crimination in  grain  and  coal  rates  with 
the  recommendation  that  the  committee 
be  required  to  report  within  thirty  days. 
The  resolution  for  investigation  of  ex- 
press rates  was  also  favored  by  the  same 
committee.  The  sizes  of  both  investi- 
gating committees  were  increased  from 
three  to  five  members.  Both  resolutions 
were  adopted. 

Clerks  were  allowed  to  the  committees 
on  railroads  and  appropriations,  the 
former  being  also  required  to  serve  on 
the  committees  on  municipal  legislation, 
agriculture  and  grain  and  warehouses 
The  legislative  expenses  committee  re- 
ported adversely  several  resolutions  for 
additional  employes  and  the  reports 
were  adopted. 

The  resolution  in  tavor  of  the  appoint- 
ment ot  old  soldiers  was  reported  with- 
out recommendation,  the  committee 
holding  that  it  was  a  matter  that  should 
be  left  to  the  house  for  decision.  Mr. 
Gibbs  moved  that  the  resolution  be 
adopted,  but  enough  members  were  not 
present  to  carry  it  and  it  was  laid  over. 
»  The  speaker  had  ruled  that  the  report 
"without  recommendation"  was  an  ad- 
verse report  and  therefore  requires  a 
three-fourths  vote.  Although  there  was 
considerable  doubt  expressed  as  to  the 
correctness  ot  his  position  no  appeal  was 
taken,  even  though  the  speaker  invited 
it.  The  wording  of  the  house  rule  makes 
the  decision  valid,  although  under  other 
circumstances  it  would  not  be  so.  The 
following  bills  were  introduced:

Mr.  Johns,  to  amend  general  laws  i8Sq 
relating  to  the  probate  code;  allowing 
municipal  court  clerks  to  index  records. 
Judiciary, 

Mr.  Tallman,  amending  the  state  con- 
stituiion  to  allow  loaning  of  the  per- 
manent sckool  fund  wiUiin  the  state. 
Judiciary. 

Mr.  Mallette,  appropriating  $3000  for 
a  bridge  across  Rum  river  in  Miile  Lacs 
county.     Roads  and  bridges. 

Mr.  Rice,  for  the  relief  of  Henry  Dil- 
lery, whose  petition  was  sent  to  the 
claims  committee  this  morning.  Claims. 
Mr.  Schurmeier,  to  prt  vide  for  issuance 
of  certificates  of  indebtedness  by  cities 
of  over  10,000,  in  amounts  not  exceeding 
$50,000  in  any  one  year.  Municipal 
legislation. 

Mr,  Wright,  amending  general  laws  of  | 
1893  granting  powers  to  cities  to  issue  I 
bonds.    Judiciary. 

Mr.  Cant,  to  prohibit  the  salt  of  cigar- 
ettes, cigars  or  tobacco  to  any  pupils  in 
the  public  schools.    Judiciary. 

Mr.  E.  Smith,  to  prevent  corrupt  prac- 
tices in  elections  and  to  provide  public- 
ity for  valid  election  expenses.  Judiciary. 
The  house  then  took  up  the  calendar 
and  passed  Senator  Roverud's  bill  to 
legalize  certain  acts  of  village  councils 
relating  to  roads,  Mr.  Gutterson's  bouse 
bill  relating  to  public  highways  and  Mr. 
staples'  road  bill.

of  the  Ne*  System  of  Accounting 

That  Was  Introduced. 


\VAi.mNr.TON.  Feb.  5— The  action 
taken  by  a  troilev  company  in  Chicago 
in  ordering  several  postal  cars,  will  be 
followed  in  other  cities  as  soon  as  the 
street  car  companies  mamfest  a  disposi- 
tion to  CO  operate  with  the  department. 
In  the  Chicago  case  part  of  each  car  is  to 
be  reserved  as  a  smoking  compartment 
and  the  company  is  taking  the  step  at 
its  own  risk,  as  no  agreement  as  to  com- 
pensation has  as  yet  been  made  by  the 
Chicago  postcttice. 

Postal  officials  hope  to  have  the 
scheme  in  operation  in  all  the  large  cuies 
of  the  country  within  a  few  years,  but 
the  street  car  companies  as  a  rule  have 
not  shown  a  disposition  to  give  material 
progress  to  the  movement, 
expected  to  be  one

where  the  scheme  is  to  be  operated,  and 
in  Brooklyn  it  is  already  in  vogue  to  some 
extent.  The  postoffice  department  ex- 
pects to  have  a  general  extension  of  the 
movement  £0  as  to  include  the  principal 
cities,  but  material  advance  in  this  direc- 
tion will  not  be  accomplished  for  a  con- 
siderable length  of  time. 

The  official  inspection  of  the  customs 
houses  on  the  Mexican  border  and  the 
lines  on  which  the  work  is  carried  out. 
ordered  by  the  civil  service  commission, 
has  been  concluded  and  Civil  Service 
Commissioner  Lyman,  who  made  the 
tour,  has  returned  to  the  city.  The  in- 
spection occupied  several  weeks. 

Old  officials  of  the    treasury    depart- 
ment have  had  much  to  say  about    the 
opportunities  for  fraud    and  mismanage- 
ment presented  by  the  new    system    of 
accounting     which     was     inaugurated 
as  a  result  of  the  investigation    by    the 
experts    of     the     Dockerv  commission. 
Their  view  is  not  endorsed  by    the  pres- 
ent authorities  of    the    department  who 
have  supervision  of  the  work.    Assistant 
Secretarv  Hamlin  has  made  a  statement 
to  the  house    committee    on    appropria- 
tions in  which  he  praises  the  results  of 
the  new  system.     Mr.    Hamlin  says  ihat 
it  has  been  a    matter  of    great  surprise 
and     satisfaction    that     such     radical 
changes  could  be  made    with    so    little 
friction  and  trouble,  that  the  new  system 
is  alreadv  working    smoothly    and    that 
many    advantages  from    it    have    been 
made  apparent  since  it  went  into  opera- 
lion.  ^      .  .  . 
A  commendable    improvement  which 
he  points  out  relates    to  the  accounts   of 
disbursing  officers.    Formerly  advances 
were  made  to  these  officials  simply  upon 
requisitions,  without  any  investigation  to 
their  accounts,  but    the    new  regulations 
do  not  allow    advances  to  be  made  uniil 
their  former    accounts    have    been  ren- 
dered and   the   auditors   have   full  evi- 
dence as  to  their  standing. 

"Under  the  new  system,"  says  Mr. 
Hamlin,  "no  safeguards  of  the  treasury 
have  been  taken  down;  on  the  contrary, 
the  careful  supervision  and  close  check 
upon  the  disbursing  officers  of  the  gov- 
ernment by  the  auditors  affords  the 
greatest  possible  check  on  expenditures 
that  can  be  devised. 

"No  system  of  accounting  can  be  de- 
vised that  will  absolutely  protect  against 
possible  corruption  in  the  administration 
of  affairs,  nor  did  the  system  prior  to 
Oct.  I,  iSq4.  prevent  irregularities  in  the 


administrative  branches  or  secure  their 
detection  by  the  accounting  om:ers.  tor 
instance,  the  P.urnside  frauds,  amounting 
to  * ^0.000  in  the  postoiTice  department; 
the  Star  route  frauds;  the  horse  claim 
frauds  frauds  in  the  department  of  just- 
ice by  Disbursing  Clerk  Ewiog;  frauds  in 
the  navv  department  under  the  law  au 
thorizing  the  treasury  to  indemnify  the 
survivors  of  wrecked  vessels  for  the  loss 
of  personalproperty ;  the  Howgate  frauds 
and  many  others. 

"None  of  these  frauds  were  discovered 
by  the  comptroller  but  the  knowledge  of 
the  irregularities  came  through  either 
the     auditors    office    aud    some  other 

source." 

Under  both  the  old  and  new  systems, 
Mr.  Hamlin  continues,  an  ofiicial  audit 
of  accounts  and  claims  is  made  in  all  the 
administration  departments  before  they 
are  sent  to  the  treasury  for  audit.  There 
is  as  complete  an  audit  in  each  bureau 
of  the  department  as  would  be  required 
bv  any  commercial  house,  and  the  new 
plan  requires  that  after  this  audit  all 
accounts  shall  be  passed  upon  by  an 
auditor.making  a  complete  double  check.

The  engineer  was  so 
badlv  burned  as  to  be  unrecognizable. 
He  was  taken  to  the  sanitarium.

The  Coroner  at  Lowestoit  to  Investigate  the 
Elbe  Disaster. 

Lowestoft,  Feb.  5.— A  mail  bag 
marked  "No.  i"  belonging  to  the  steam- 
ship Elbe,  was  found  off  Southwold  this 
morning.  An  inquest  upon  the  remains 
of  Frederick  Ernst,  of  Madgeburg, 
Prussia,  the  drowned  passenger  of  the 
Elbe,  whose  body  was  landed  here  yes- 
terday by  the  fishing  smack  Verona,  was 
opened  here  this  morning. 

The  coroner  swore  in  a  special  jury 
and  announced  his  intention  ot  travers- 
'ing  all  the  facts  in  the  case.  The  in- 
quest was  then  adjourned  until  Feb.  26. 
The  coroner  is  communicating  with  all 
the  parties  interested  in  the  disaster.

An  agreement  has  been  concluded,  after 
protracted  negotiations,  between 
government  and  that  of  the  French 
public  for  the  settlement  of  the 
of  my  colony  of  Sieira  Leone 
neighboring  French  possessions. 

"I  regret  to  say  that  the  war  between 
China  and  Japan  still  continues.,  I  have 
maintained  a  close  and  cordial  under- 
standing with  the  powers  interested  in 
those  regions  and  I  shall  lose  no  favor- 
able opportunity  in  promoting  a  peaceful 
termination  of  the  contest. 

"In  consequence  of  reports  which  have 
reached  mv  government,  of  excesses 
committed  bv  Turkish  troops,  regular  or 
irregular,  on  Armenians  in  a  district  of 
Asia  Minor,  I  thought  it  right  m  con- 
junction vith  other  powers,  to  make 
representations  to  the  porte. 
The  sultan  has  declared  his 
intention  of  severely  punishing  any  of 
his  officers  or  soldiers  who  have  been 
guiltv  of  such  acts  and  has  sent  a  com- 
mission to  conduct  an  investigation  on 
the  spot.

An  Immigration  Measure. 

Washington,  Feb.  5.— A  prominent 
feature  of  an  immigration  and  natural- 
ization bill  introduced  by  Representative 
Linton  (Michigan)  is  that  requiring  aliens 
expecting  to  emigrate  to  the  Lniied 
States  to,  at  least  three  months  prior  to 
embarkation,  apply  to  the  United  States 
diplomatic  or  consular  representative 
resident  nearest  their  places  of  residence 
lor  a  certificate  of  immigration.  The 
representative  of  tnis  government  is  to 
require  proof  that  appli  :ants  are  not  ex- 
cluded by  any  law  of  this  ccuntry  frorn 
emigrating  thereto  before  a  certificate  is 
issued.

"By  drcree  we  appoint  you  our  plcni- 
poteiitiaries  to  meet  and  negotiate  the 
matter  with  the  plenipotentiaries  ap- 
pointed by  Japan.  \o\i  will,  however, 
telegraph  to  tbe  Tsung  Li  Vamen  (Chi- 
nese foreign  office  i  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  our  commands  by  which  you 
will  abide. 

"The    members  of    vour    mission 
placed   under   your    control.     You 
conduct  vour  mission  in  a  faithful 
diligent  manner  and  fulfill  the  trust 
posed  in  you.    Respect  this." 

A  dispatch  from  Pekin   says  that 
capture  of  Teng  Chou   t\W'\    Hai    Wei) 
has  made  a  deeper  impression  uoon   the 
Chinese  than  the  fall  of  Port  Arthur. 

The  dispatch  adds  that  the  reported 
refusal  of  Japan  to  treat  with  the  Chinese 
envoys  confirms  the  belief  expressed  in 
Pekin  that  the  Japanese  are  not  willing 
to  name  their  terms  of  peace. 

Looks  Pacific. 
W.A<H!Nf,TON,  Feb.  5.— Minister 
Romero,  of  Mexico,  regards  the  latest 
published  reports  on  the  Mexican- 
Guatemalan  situation,  as  indicative  of  a 
pacific  tendency  of  affairs.  The  minister 
has  not  as  yet  received  definite  advices 
from  his  government  as  to  the  course  to 
t>e  pursued.

MADE  A  GOOD  CAPTURE. 

Two  Men  Arrested  With  a  Complete  Sale 
Blower's  Kit." 
Chicago,  Feb.  5.— When  Detectives 
Wellbasky  and  Smith,  of  the  central  sta- 
tion, brought  "Kid"  Harris  and  Charlie 
Ellis  before  Inspector  Sheahey  they  did 
not  know  what  a  good  capture  thty  had 
made.  They  knew  that  the  two  men 
were  expert  safe  blowers,  but  it  was  not 
until  they  had  thorouf^bly  searched  the 
couple  that  they  discovered  all  the 
capture  meant. 

An  examination  of  the  prisoners' 
pockets  resulted  in  notbioi;  beyond 
papers,  pencils  acd  pocket  knives.  In 
taking  hold  of  the  iiusoenders  worn  by 
one  of  the  men,  Wellbasky's  suspicion 
was  first  aroused.  The  suspender  seemed 
unusually  stiff,  and  he  decided  to  make 
a  careful  examinatian.  Rippin?  the 
web  of  the  cloth,  the  point  of  bis  kniie 
struck  a  piece  ot  me;al.  This  proved  to 
be  a  small  saw  cf  hardened  steel.  Into 
the  side  of  the  suspender  W2.s  another 
saw. 

The  policeman  then  determined  to 
make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the 
clothing  of  the  prisoners.  Sewed  in  the 
lapels  of  the  men's  coats  they  found 
chilled  steel  drills.  In  tbe  seams  of  the 
coat  were  punches,  which  form  an  im- 
portant part  of  a  safe  robber's  outfit, 
while  in  the  seams  of  the  trousers  and 
vest  were  parts  of  other  tools  which  had 
been  taken  to  pieces  and  hidden  in  the 
lining  of  the  clothes  in  the  hope  that  they 
would  be  overlooked. 

The  men's  clothing  was  badly  dam- 
aged by  the  ripping  of  seams  necessary 
to  secure  the  tools,  but  the  result  of  the 
search  was  the  bnding  of  a  complete 
sate  blower's  'kit."  Harris  and  Ellis 
have  served  terms  in  prison  for  numer- 
ous robberies.  Harris,  who  has  intluen- 
tial  relatives  in  Chicago,  was  released 
from  a  Minnesota  prison  last  summer 
after  completing  a  term  for  a  robbery  in 
Minneapolis. 

Both  men  are  in  bad  physical  condi- 
tion from  the  effects  of  the  use  of  mor- 
phine and  opium,  and  suffered  greatly 
last  night  when  the  drugs  which  they 
carried  with  them  were  taken  away.

An  Infamous  Combine. 
The  removal  by    Judge    Grosscup 
Joseph  B.  Greenhut  as  one   of   the    re 
ceivers  of  the  Whisky  trust  may  possibly 
result  in  the  disclosure  of    some    of    the 
inside  workings  of  this  most  vicious  and 
audacious    of    all    the    combines.      Mr. 
Greenhut    was    removed    from    the   re- 
ceivershiD  because   it   was    shown  that 
neither  he  nor  the  directors  of    the    con- 
cern had  any  substantial  interest    in    it, 
and  that  after  his   appointment    as    re- 
ceiver he  began  to  speculate  in  the  stock 
which    is   largely   held   by  New  York 
brokers. 

The  official  title  of  the    Whisky  trust 
is  the  Distillers*  and  Cattle  Feeding  com- 
pany.   It  never  made  a  gallon  of  whisky 
but  was  a  combine  which    sought,    by  a 
system  of    rebates,    to    monopolize   the 
trade     in     spirits,     a    product    large- 
ly      used        in         fortifying        wines 
and  blending  whiskies.    Its  stock  was  a 
favorite  one  with    gamblers    on  'change, 
and  a  profitable    recreation  in  which  the 
officers    and    directors   of  the  company 
consuntly  indulged  to  the  detriment    of 
the  smaller  stockholders.      Last  Friday 
about  $1,000,000  in    rebates  fell  due,  and 
as  the  courts  have    ruled  that  these  obli- 
gations are  good  in  law,  even  though  the 
distributing  agents  violated  their  agree- 
ment to  handle  only    trust    goods,  tl^' ere 
was  nothing  left  for  the  trust  but  to  bust. 
A  few  years  ago,  Greenhut  was  a  "bull 
puncher"  in   the    Chicago  stock    yards, 
where  he  attracted   the  attention  of  Nel- 
son Morris,  the  big  packer,  and  was  em- 
ployed   by    himiaa    confidential  char- 
acter.   With  Morris'    help  Greenhut  or- 
ganized the  whisky  trust,  which  was  per- 
haps   the    worst    trust    of  its  kind  ever 
originated.    Nothing  was  too  desperate 
for  it  to  attempt    in    driving  out  opposi- 
tion, and  there  is  a  suspicion  that  several 
distilleries  not  in  the    trust  were  burned 
at  its  instigation.    Its  secretary  tried  to 
employ  a  government  officer  to  blow  up 
the  Schultelt  distillery  in  Chicago,  and 
to  escape  the  responsibility,  the  trust  was 
reorganized.    The  secretary  was  indicted 
in  the  Chicago  courts,  and  while  the  evi- 
dence was  conclusive,  the  state  attorney 
dismissed  the  case. 


The  Louisville  Courier  Journal,  editeo 
for  Col.  Wattersoo,  says:  "For  ten 
years,  honestly,  incessantly,  we  sought 
to  do  wiat  might  be  done  by  legislation 
for  the  rehabilitation  of  silver.  Silver 
went  steadily  down.  Mistaken  as  we 
were  from  first  to  last,  our  purpose  was 
for  the  best;  and  we  have  no  reason  to 
regret  the  earnest  tffort  we  made.  But 
we  have  reached  a  point  where,  in  our 
judgment,  to  go  further  is  to  invite  ruin."

A  COiLQE  RLTREAT 


Triumvirate  of  County  Commissioners  Con- 
cluded That  They  Made  a  Bad  IMistake 
in  the  Patton  Matter. 


Judge  Dickinson  Argued  Briefly  and  County 

Attorney  Arbury  Had  Nothing  at 

ail  to  Say. 


G.  A.  R.  Veterans,  Led  by  Col.  Graves,  Pro- 
tested Against  Discharging  iTwo  Old 
Veterans  From  Positions. 


At  yestCTdav's  meeting  the  county 
commissioners  incontiaently  retreated 
from  the  position  in  which  they  were 
placed  by  the  action  of  three  of  their 
number,  Commissioners  Dinham,  Helm 
and  Swenson,  in  arbitrarily  s'.opping 
payment  on  $Soo  in  county  orders  signed 
by  County  Surveyor  Patton  because  he 
refused  to  turn  over  certain  records 
which  the  commissioners  considered  be- 
longed to  the  county.  Judge  Dickinson 
and  Mr.  Patton  were  present  and  laid 
the  matter  squarely  before  the  board, 
while  the  members  who  passed  that 
secret-session  resolution  looked  uncom- 
fortable and  Commissioners  Miller  and 
Morcom,  who  had  nothing  to  do  with  it, 
looked  as  though  they  were  glad  they 
were  out  of  it. 

"Mr.  Patton's  claims  for  December 
were  presented,"  said  Judge  Dickinson, 
"and  were  properlv  audited  and  allowed. 
Consequently  Mr.  Patton  was  justified  in 
supposing  that  they  would  be  paid.  At 
the  last  meeting  this  board  passed  a  res- 
olution revoking  payment  of  these 
claims,  based,  I  am  led  to  believe,  on  the 
allegation  that  Mr.  Patton  has  not  tuEned 
over  all  the  public  records  in  bis  hands. 
Mr.  Patton  contends  that  these  records 
are  of  surveys  which  were  not  official, 
and  were  his  own  private  property.  Has 
the  board  acted  considerately  in  stop- 
ping these  payments?  It  seems  to  me 
that  it  has  made  a  mistake." 

"Suppose,  for  the  sake  of  argument, 
that  the  board  was  right  and  Mr.  Patton 
was  withholding  some  public  records. 
What  IS  the  remedy?  It  seems  to  me 
that  the  question  mav  only  be  determined 
by  a  iudicial  decision.  1  he  action  of  the 
b^ard  was  not  a  proper  remedy  to  en- 
force the  performance  of  duiv.  The 
claim  which  has  been  stopped  has  never 
been  questioned  and  is  a  valid  obliga- 
tion. The  proper  way  for  the  board  was 
to  bring  mandamus  proceedings,  which 
would  be  cheerfully  responded  to."  In 
short.  Judge  Dickinson  told  the  board, 
only  ever  so  much  more  politely,  and  in 
ever  so  much  more  honeyed  words,  that 
they  had  no  business  to  do  as  they  did, 
that  they  had  overstepped  their  author- 
ity and  that  the  safest  course  for  them 
was  to  undo  their  action. 

Mr.  Arbury  Said  Nothing. 

When  Judge  Dickinson  had  concluded 
Chairman  Helm  turned  to  County  At- 
torney Arbury,  who  was  present  at  the 
recent  session  in  which  the  resolution 
was  passed,  presumably  by  his  advice 
and  authority,  and  said:  "Have  you  any- 
thing to  say.  Mr.  Arbury?" 

"Nothing."  replied  Mr.  Arbury. 

Mr.  Patton  made  a  short  statement  in 
which  he  said  that  he  had  turned  over 
all  records  to  Mr.  Davis,  and  the  only 
question  between  them  was  whether  or 
uot  be  as  county  had  a  right  to 
do  orivate  business.  The  claims  which 
had  been  stopped  by  the  board  had  been 
cashed  by  the  .Marine  bank,  and  the  re- 
sult of  the  action  of  the  board  made  an 
innocent  party  suffer. 

Action  in  the  matter  was  deferred  at 
that  time,  but  later  in  the  session  it  was 
.igain  taken  up  and  the  secret  session 
resolution  was  rescinded  and  payment  of 
the  orders  resumed.  As  the  three  mem- 
bers of  the  board  who  were  present  at 
the  last  meeting  recognize  the  fact  that 
they  "put  their  foot  in  it,"  they  will  prob- 
ably be  more  considerate  of  their  actions 
hereafter,  even  when  they  are  sanctioned 
by  the  county  attorney.  It  is  but  justice 
to  Coarmissioners  Miller  and  Morcom  lo 
state  that  they  had  nothing  whatever  to 
do  with  this  action,  and  that  both  were 
absent  from  the  meeting  at  which  the 
orders  were  stopped. 

G.  A.  R.  Hen  Protested. 

The  meeting  yesterday  was  so  largely 
attended  that  it  became  necessary  to  ad- 
journ from  the  auditor's  office  to  court 
room  No.  3  to  accommodate  the  crowd. 
Here  another  matter  came  up,  the 
blame  for  which  must  be  laid  at  the  feet 
of  the  same  three  commissioners,  who 
used  their  o.iices  to  enable  them  to  pay 
political  debts,  and,  having  a  majority  of 
the  board,  dictated  each  county  appoint- 
ment. Committees  were  present  from 
each  of  the  G.  A.  R.  posts  of    the  city

The  council  meeting  last  evening  was 
as  calm  as  a  summer  morn.  President 
Howard  was  out  of  the  city  on  business, 
therefore  vice-President  J.  W.  Nelson 
dropped  Sixth  ward  politics  and  pre- 
sided. Aldermen  Evens  and  Olafson 
were  too  busy  watching  their  fences  to 
be  present.

Lots  of  Machinery  Being  Put 
ment  Pushed. 
The  busiest  place  in  all  the  Rainy 
Lake  gold  fields  at  present  is  at  the  Lyle 
mine,  on  the  American  side,  adjoining 
this  city,  says  the  Rainy  Lake  Journal  of 
Jan.  31.  The  present  state  of  develop- 
ment indicates  ihatfit  is  one  of  the  great- 
est gold  mines  ever  discovered  and  gives 
every  indication  of  being  a  bonabz*.^  It 
is  in  the  hands  of  good  men,  the  Ward 
brothers  and  Olto  Wafkp.  a"  bustlers, 
backed  by  ample  capital,  and  they  will 
get  out  all  there  is  in  the  property. 

The  big  lo-stamp  mill  was  got  ia  last 
wctk.  2The  company  now  have  com- 
plete machinery  for  operating  the  mine, 
consisting  of  one  20-horse  power  boiler 
and  engine  for  the  sawmill;  one  35-hcrse 
power  boiler  and  engine  for  the  steam 
pump  and  steam  hoist;  and  one  35-hor3e 
power  boiler  and  engine  for  the  stamp- 
mill,  all  of  which  is  new  and  the  latest 
improvements. 

George  Randolph,  who  keeps  a  stop- 
ping place  at  the  foot  of  Kabetogema 
lake  on  the  Tower  route,  has  a  splendid 
gold  property  on  the  Seine.

Word  has  come  that  the  camp  of  Rob- 
inson &  Carey  at  the  Corey  mine  was 
burned  Monday  afternoon  while  the  oc- 
cupants were  away.

The  Ward  brothers  got  assay  returns 
from  their  island  mine  on  the  town  line 
east  of  town  and  it  show^s  $42  to  the  ton 
in  gold.

trial  to  proceed  on  the  ground  that  the 
verdict  in  the  jury  trial  determined  the 
main  issue  in  the  case,  and  that  the  de- 
termination of  such  motion  might  ren- 
der the  introduction  ot  further  testimony 
unnecessary.'  A  stay  of  proceedings  was 
asked. 

Judge  Moer  denied  the  request  for  a 
stay  on  the  ground  that  it  appeared  from 
the  records  that  the  issue  submitted  to 
'.he  jury  was  the  determination  of  but  a 
-ingle  fact  in  the  case, and  that  itditl  not 
appear  that  the  determination  of  such 
iact  should  necessarily  involve  the  de- 
termination of  the  action.  An  txception 
was  made  and  noted  and  Mrs.  Hulett 
was  called  to  tbe  stand. 

It  was  stipulated  that  the  testimony  in 
the  jury  trial  should  be  considered  in 
evidence  under  the  overruled  objection 
to  and  protest  against  the  introouction 
of  any  evidence  whatever.  It  was  con- 
sented that  the  testimoay  should  be  con- 
sidered in  evidence  under  the  above  ob- 
jection and  protest,  and  subject  to  an 
objection  to  the  evidence  of  W.  H. 
Phelps  and  J.  C.  Carey  concerning  con- 
versations with  Nehemiah  Hulett  tend- 
ing to  the  admission  of  his  marriage 
with  Mrs.  Pomeroy.  AH  objections  were 
overruled  and  exceptions  taken. 

Just  before  noon  Mr,  Pence  com- 
menced to  question  Mrs.  Hulett  concern- 
ing her  knowledge  of  the  land  compris- 
ing Hulett's  homestead,  as  described  in 
her  petition  to  the  probate  court  to  set 
aside  the  will  and  grant  her  the  home- 
stead as  Hulett's  widow. 

Grand  Jury  Charged. 
The  grand  jury  convenedat  11  o'clock, 
twent>-one  out  of  the  twenty  three  called 
being  present,  and  was  charged  by  Judge 
Ensign  in  the  usual  manner.  Herman 
L.  Mueller  was  appointed  foreman,  and 
the  jury  retired  in  charge  of  A.  Snyder. 
An  adjournment  was  immediately  taken 
until  10  o'clock  tomorrow  morning. 

Tomorrow  court  will  convene  and  the 
calendar  will  be  called  by  Judge  Ensign. 
The  petit  jury  is  called  for  Thursday 
morning,  when  the  trial  of  jury  cases  will 
be  begun.  . 

There  will  be  several  changes  in  the 
court  room  clerkships.  S.  E.  Peachey 
will  as  usual  attend  to  room  i,  but  J.  B. 
Baldwin  and  a  new  clerk  not  yet  named 
will  occupy  the  positions  in  the  other 
rooms,  as  the  full  force  of  regular  clerks 
is  needed  in  the  clerk's  office.

TWO  PERSONS  CREMATED. 

Fatalities  at  a  Fire  in  Pittsburg  Shortly  After 
Midnight. 

Pittsburg,  Pa.,  Feb.  5.— Two  persons 
were  burned,  to  death  and  another  prob- 
ably fatally  injured  in  a  fire  on  Second 
avenue  shortly  after  midnight.  Their 
names  were:  Frederick  Danmueller,  40 
years,  burned  to  death;  his  son,  aged  6 
years.  John  Patterson,  fireman,  was  hurt 
internally  and  may  die. 

Danmueller  kept  a  small  store  at  2268 
Second  avenue  and  lived  in  the  rear  of  the 
store.  About  midnight  a  fire  started  in  the 
kitchen  of  Danmueller's  house  and  in  a 
few  minutes  was  burning  fiercely.  Dan- 
mueller, his  wife  and  two  children  and  a 
hired  man  ran  to  the  front  part  of  the 
house  to  save  themselves.  On  the  way 
Mrs.  Danmueller  lost  the  little  boy,  and 
her  husband  returned  to  find  him. 

Mis.  Danmueller  and  the  children  were 
saved  bv  jumping  into  blankets  held 
by  people  in  the  street.  The  man  ran 
down  the  stairway.  After  the  fire  was  out 
Danmueller  and  the  boy  were  found  lying 
on  the  floor  of  the  bedroom.  Thev  were 
not  badly  burned  but  were  probably  suf- 
focated. The  dwelling  next  door,  owned 
by  John  Finnegan,  was  also  burned. 

During  the  progress  of  the  fire.  Fire- 
man John  Patterson,  fell  from  the  build- 
ing and  was  injured  so  badly  that  he  will 
probably  die.  The  loss  will  not  exceed 
$5000.

Chicago  Train  to  St.  Paul  Will  Make 
Time  and  Give  Earlier  Mail. 

Commencing  Sunday,  Feb.  10,  the 
Chicago.  Milwaukee  &  St.  Paul  railway's 
fast  mail  train  will  reach  St.  Paul  at  2 
o'clock  p.  m.  and  Minneapolis  at  2:40 
p.  m.,  leaving  Chicago  the  same  time  as 
now,  making  the  St.  Paul  run  in  eleven 
hours.  This  change  is  made  in  response 
to  a  general  desire  in  St.  Paul  and  Minne- 
apolis for  an  earlier  arrival  of  the  fast 
mail. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  a 
brief  delay  of  the  St.  Paul  &  Duluth 
limited,  so  as  to  enable  the  early  morning 
Chicago  mail  to  catch  it  and  reach  Du- 
luth that  evening.  That  will  hold  the 
Duluth  train  only  a  few  minutes  longer 
and  will  enable  Chicago  morning  papers 
to  reach  Duluth  m  time  for  distribution 
on  the  evening  of  the  same  day  they  are 
printed.  It  also  will  enable  business 
men  that  have  postoffice  boxes  to  get 
letters  that  evening  and  not  be  com- 
pelled to  wait  until  the  middle  of  the 
next  forenoon,  as  they  will  be  distributed 
as  soon  as  they  arrive  here  in  the  even- 
ing. It  will  also  give  more  time  and  re- 
quire less  haste  in  making  up  the  mail 
for  the  early  morning  delivery  by  the 
carriers. 

As  soon  as  details  are  arranged,  Du- 
luth will  have  a  new  railway  postoffice. 
The  "Marquette  and  Ewen  run,"  on  the 
.South  Shore  by  an  order  already  issued 
by  the  postoflice  department,  has  been 
extended  from  Maiquette  to  Ewen  to 
Duluth  and  henceforth  will  be  known  as 
the  "Marquette  and  Duluth  railway  post- 
office."  The  old  run  was  122  miles  and 
the  new  one  will  be  233. 

This  will  not  only  be  a  big  help  to  the 
South  Shore  road  but  will  not  compel 
the  Duluth  postoffice  to  pouch  to  every 
town  on  that  line  that  has  mail  from  Du- 
luth. It  will  also  enable  business  men 
to  mail  late  letters  on  the  train.
